Introduction  to  Reel  65 
(December  23, 1919  to  March  31, 1922) 


The  United  States  efforts  to  rid  the  country  of  alien  radicals  peaked  in 
January  1920.  Agents  of  Attorney  General  Palmer’s  Justice  Department 
raided  offices  of  communist  organizations  nationwide  the  night  of  January  2 
^ and  arrested  thousands,  many  without  warrants.  The  Bureau  of  Immigration 
planned  a series  of  mass  deportations  modeled  after  the  Buford  deportation. 
Ellis  Island  was  bursting  with  Eastern  European  radicals  awaiting  deportation. 

The  Red  Scare  hysteria  provides  the  backdrop  for  Goldman’s 
government  files  in  the  early  1920’s.  Correspondence  regarding  the  voyage  of 
the  Buford  dominates  the  government  documents.  The  Bureau  of 
Immigration  sent  lists  of  the  names  of  those  deported  on  the  Buford  to  various 
government  agencies.  They  circulated  Goldman’s  photograph  to  border 
officials.  Since  the  Buford  and  its  cargo  of  249  radicals  was  en  route  to  Soviet 
Russia,  a country  with  which  the  United  States  had  no  diplomatic  relations, 
the  State  Department  became  involved,  trying  to  negotiate  arrangements  with 
the  Finnish  government  to  transport  the  deportees  to  the  Russian  frontier  at 
the  height  of  winter.  ^ ^ 

Two  of  these  documents  provide  personal  descriptions  of  Goldman 
during  her  deportation.  Representative  William  Vaile  of  Colorado  gave  a 
first-hand  account  of  the  Buford's  early  morning  departure  in  the  Congressional 
Record  of  January  5.  On  February  11,  1920,  F.W.  Berkshire,  the  Bureau  of 
Immigration’s  representative  on  board  the  Buford,  submitted  his  detailed 
report  of  the  voyage. 

During  Goldman’s  two  years  in  Soviet  Russia  and  for  the  first  few  months 
after  she  left  Russia,  the  United  States  government  monitored  her  activities 
as  closely  as  possible.  The  State  Department,  particularly  W.L.  Hurley  in  the 
Office  of  the  Undersecretary  of  State,  solicited  reports  on  Goldman  from 
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returning  travelers,  collected  newspaper  clippings  of  her  perceptions  of 
Russia,  and  received  and  circulated  letters  to  and  from  Goldman  confiscated 
by  security  forces  in  Europe  and  the  United  States.  These  reports  track 
Goldman’s  growing  dissatisfaction  with  the  Soviet  government. 

Many  of  the  letters  Goldman  wrote  during  her  voyage  and  her  first  few 
weeks  in  Russia  were  confiscated.  She  attempted  to  smuggle  numerous  copies 
of  each  letter  into  the  United  States  using  different  couriers.  Finnish 
authorities  detained  one  of  the  couriers,  John  Reed,  and  found  a letter  from 
Goldman  to  Stella  Ballantine.  The  letter,  addressed  only  to  “Darling,”  caused 

A 

considerable  excitement  when  J.  Edgar  Hoover  and  others  assumed  it  was  sent 
to  Reed  and  reflected  a hitherto  unsuspected  romantic  relationship  between 
the  two  (see  Hoover  letter  of  August  14, 1920). 

Later  confiscated  letters  include  two  from  M.E.  Fitzgerald;  one  to 
Berkman  (June  30, 1920)  and  the  other  to  Alexander  Schapiro  (July  26, 192 1); 
as  well  as  a letter  from  Goldman  to  Stella  Ballantine  contained  in  the 
September  24,  1921,  report  of  Agent  1076,  in  which  the  agent  provides 
accurate  parenthetical  explanations  of  Goldman’s  abbreviations  and 
circumlocutions.  Copies  of  all  of  Goldman’s  confiscated  letters  are  included 
in  both  the  Correspondence  Series  and  the  Government  Documents  Series. 

The  Government  Documents  Series  includes  five  letters  to  and  from 
Lenin,  obtained  from  the  Central  Party  Archives  of  the  Institute  of 
Marxism-Leninism  in  Moscow.  These  include:  letters  between  Lenin  and 
Angelica  Balabanoff,  then  secretary  of  the  Third  International,  arranging  an 
interview  for  Goldman  and  Berkman;  their  list  of  questions  submitted  to 
Lenin  before  the  meeting;  an  outline  of  their  proposals  submitted  after  the 
meeting;  and  Goldman  and  Berkman’s  letter  protesting  the  arrest  of  Henry 
Alsberg  while  he  was  traveling  with  them. 

The  departure  of  Goldman,  Berkman,  and  Alexander  Schapiro  from 
Soviet  Russia  in  early  December  1921  provoked  a flurry  of  activity  in  the 
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United  States.  Fearful  that  they  would  try  to  return,  State  Department 
officials  sent  warnings  and  photographs  to  consular  officials  all  over  Europe, 
and  to'  immigration,  military  intelligence,  and  investigative  officials  in  the 
United  States.  Evan  Young,  the  United  States  representative  in  Riga,  Latvia, 
submitted  frequent  reports  on  Goldman.  His  reportof  December  31, 1921,  is 
particularly  interesting  because  it  describes  Goldman  and  Berkman’s 
detention  by  Latvian  officials  and  contains  transcripts  of  documents  taken 
from  them,  including  two  address  books,  Berkman’s  diary,  their  credentials  to 
the  Anarchist  Congress  in  Berlin,  and  personal  letters. 

When  Goldman  moved  to  Sweden  on  a temporary  visa  in  January  1922, 
American  embassy  officials  there  picked  up  the  surveillance.  They  reported 
on  her  continuing  visa  problems  and  noted  the  publication  of  her  appeal  on 
behalf  of  anarchists  imprisoned  in  Soviet  Russia. 

In  the  United  States,  the  State  Department  sent  copies  of  the  material 
confiscated  from  Goldman  and  Berkman  in  Riga  to  many  government 
agencies.  The  Bureau  of  Investigation  began  to  investigate  the  people  named 
in  the  address  books.  In  March,  government  documents  show  the  reactions  of 
officials  and  private  citizens  to  Goldman’s  anti-Soviet  series  in  the  New  York 
World.

He  was  referred  to  me  t>y  Polish  Goverment  officials  whom  ho 
had  approached  with  this  information.  He  offered  to  sell  it  for  two 
reasons,  the  first  hecause  he  was  an  ^erican  citizen  and  believed  that 
their  activities  were  highly  inimical  to  this  conntry.  and  the  second  hecaum. 
he  believed  that  an  expose  of  Bolshevist  activities  here  would  gain  sympathy 
' for  the  polish  Government.  Hajeh's  story  was  a highly  involved  one  and  he  . 
carried  documentary  matter  which  more  or  loss  bora  out  his  statement 
said  that  he  had  in  some  manner  obtained  the  passport  issued  by  the  British, 
to  a titled  British  subject  with  very  radical  leanings.  The  passport 
included,  besides  this  titled  British  subject,  this  man’s  supposed  wife. 

This  supposed  wife,  according  to  Hajek.  is  a famous  Russian  woman  radical, 
an.  intimate  of  Martens  of  Berkman  and  Qnraa  Goldman.  Hajek  said  that  this 
womn.  who  believed  him  to  be  a radical,  vns  in  love  with  him  and  confided 
in  him  full  details  of  all  the  Bolshevist  activities  here  and  throughout  the 
world.  He  told  me  that  there  was  on  foot  various  plans  for  inciting 

riots  in  the  Unitea  States  and  other  parts  of  the  Shrld  and  for  dol^ 
violence  to  various  prominent  persons. 
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Hajelc  had  in  his  possesBion  the  passport  containing  hie  plctiiro  ^

to  these  undertakings  that  this  woman  and  Bajek^poslng  as  the  titled 
Britisher  started  abroad.  Aey  were  stopied  at  Halifax  by  the  British 
authorities..  According  to  Hajek,  they  were  stopped  because  of  government 
information  to  the  British. 

Hajek  claims  to  have  done  work  -for  Norman  Thwaltes  and  for  the 
United  States  Department  of  Justice  in  Philadelphia.  He  bore  out  these 
claims  by  showing  me  clippings  from  various  Philadelphia  papers  which  showed 
that  he  had  been  very  active  in  bringing  to  trial  certain  German  agitators 
during  the  war. 

Hajek  gave  his  address  as  the  Endloott  Hotel,  and  called  me  on  the 
telephone  several  times  seeking  some  action  in  this  matter  of  buying  in- 
fozmation  in  his  possession. 

He  is  known,  1 believe,  to  the  Dei^artment  of  Justice  as  I sent  a man 
to  the  office  of  th-;  Department  of  Justice  along  about  between  August  10th 
and  15th,  to  ask  about  him.  This  man  was  told  that  Hajek  was  known  as  a 
highly  paid  private  detective. 

I do  not  know  how  responsible  H^Jek  is  or  what  basis  of  truth  there  is 
in  the  story  he  told  me,  but  tills  information  isgiven  for  what  it  may  be  worth.

The  anarchist  spouse  of  Ur»  Hajek  who  was  a messenger 
end  secret  agent  of  the  heads  of  anarohlst  movement  of 
the  world,  up  to  this  date,  does  not  suspeot  in  the  leaet 
that  her  companion  — the  Count  — who  was  seleoted  by  her 
superiors  to  assist  her  in  bringing  about  revolution  in 
various  countries  in  Europe  and  to  protect  her,  was  a 
shrewd,  genial  criminologist  on  the  Job,  fighting  for

But  if  their  true 
aims  are  analysed,  as  he  had  opportunity  in  the  light 
of  truth,  they  make  a elnleter  picture  of  an  attempt  to 
demoralize  the  whole  world;  break  up  happinesB  of  ^me 
and  family  life,  to  kill  ary  thing  that  is  beautiful  in 
men,  women,  i-rt  and  life  and  make  the  whole  world  noth- 
ing but  one  big  house  of  prostitution. 

Korl d-wide  revolution  was  attempted  by  this  gang  and 
if  it  were  not  for  hie  vigilance,  for  he  being  poeted  on 
all  their  plane,  the Be  could  hardly  have  been  frustrated, 
as  none  of  the  concerned  Governments  Secret  Services  have 
a man  of  Slav  birth  of  so  long  experience,  who  could 
have,  gone  so  far  into  the  midst  of  the  criminals,  such  as 

was  the  case  with  his  special  work. 

The  world  revolution  was  to  bo  ^>rought  about  simul- 
taneously in  all  European  countries.  Their  dootrines 
and  terdenoies,  if  brought  out  as  they  intended  to  apply 
them,  and  as  they  are  really  employing  them  in  their  own 

homes. 
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homee,  would  fill  with  terror  and  horror,  every  intelli* 
gent  man  and  woman*  If  theee  adventuree  were  brought 
on  the  Boreen,  they  would  have<.a  tremendous  influence, 
not  only  upon  the  foreign  born  population  of  Amerioa, 
but  they  also  could  bo  ueed  widely  in  a propaganda  in 
Europe,  as  from  both  these  camps  the  soldiers  of  the' 
Anarchist  cause  are  being  recruited.  Hot  ninety  nine 
per  cent  of  them  realize  ^hat  Anarchism  really  is,  but 
being  attracted  by  seductive  ideas,  mad  agents  and  propa- 
gandists, easily  fall  viotims  of  the  Anarchy,  A play 
that  would  give  an  inlook  into  the  real  life  and  selfish 
intentions  of  the  preachers  of  such  doctrines,  most  of 
their  followers  would,  with  abhorrence,  turn  from  the 
dreams  of  "Paradlso"  that  in  fact,  exists  only  for  the 
few  immoral  crooks  and  leaders,  and  they  would  seek  salva- 
tion only  in  productive  constructive  work,  which  is  the 
cnly  way  out  of  the  disordered  and  ohaotlo  conditions 
threatening  now  also  America. 

l^r,  Hajek* 8 part  in  this  astonishing  case  required 
an  extremely  daring  display  of  self-bontrol  - once  he 
was  oornered  among  some  eighteen  of  his  group,  suspecting 
hip  as  a spy  and  threatening  him  with  revolvers,  - a 
great  amount  of  intelligence  and  detective  skill,  and  the 
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thlnge  no  have  wltnoBBed  soTinds  almost  inoredible*  Fro» 

qaently  the  Amorloan  newapapors  have  dealt  with  them. 

The  newspapers  themselves  never  suspeoted  that  the  arrested 

Count.. .....in  Canada  waE  a shrewd,  daring  criminologist  on 

the  job  in  which  he  received  the  aeBistanoe  of  the  various 

Governments.  And  the  Anarchist  leaders  themselves  never  had 

the  slightest  idea  that  the  noble  man  that  they  used  to  call 

"The  God  of  Manhood"  and  Whose  adoring  amounted  nearly  to 

% 

a oult^  was  a man  fighting  for  high  ideals  of  organized 
civilization,  directly  opposing  their  vary  religion  through 
which  they  tried  to  got  themselves  into  power.  Mr,  Hajek 
was  assisted  by  Miss  Jewell,  who  bo  role  was  defaoto  not 
less  deserving  and  remarkable  than  that  played  by  himself. 

She  was  attractive  and  youthfxd.  ard  very  nearly  succumbed  - 
being  of  Huselan  decent  - to  the  Anarohist  doctrines  and 
was  on  the  verge  of  becoming  one  of  the  ardent  followers 
when  Mr.  ^ajek  made  her  acquaintance  and  winning  her  love, 
rescued  her  from  the  perils  of  her  environment.  It  is 
highly  remarkable  that  this  all  is  a vivid  story  from  life 
and  no  t fiction.

(History  of  Action) 

(Mr.  Kajek's  work  during  the  T>cr  was  in  the  Service 
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of  th«  United  States  Government*  He  was  well  known  to 
the  polltloal  organizations  and  Influential  men*  who*  in» 
spired  hj  Americanism,  put  up  fifty  thousand  dollars 
to  enable  Ur*  Hajek  to  make  an  Independent  investigation* 
as  the  authorities  could  aooomplish  very  little*  lacking 
funds  and  men  of  Ur*  Hajek* s experience*  The  only  olue 
Mr.  Hajek  had  to  work  on  was  an  Anarchist  threatning  cir- 
cular defying  the  authorities  and  threatning  them* 

Hr*  Hajek  was  engaged  Immediately  after  the  bomb  explosion 
in  Philadelphia  on  the  Hew  Torkl919*  to  bring  perpetrators 
of  the  bomb  outrage  to  Justice.) 

It  was  almott  impossible  to  gain  access  among  the 
leaders.  Hajek*  who*  from  his  experience  as  a former 
agent  of  the  Supreme  Criminal  Cowt  of  Bohemia*  was 
thoroughly  familiar  with  the  organization  of  Secret  Eadioal 
groups  in  various  European  states,  assumed  the  role  of  fu- 
gitive anarchist  from  Austria,  gradually  overcoming  all 
Busploions  and  finally  assuming  position  of  trusted  oomrad 
with  the  privilege  to  attend  all  the  secret  meetings  which 
were  held  in  private  houses  above  suspicion  and  was  brought 
head  over  in  contact  with  the  most  dangerous  anarchist  ele- 
ments which  have  as  hitherto  escaped  the  sharp  lynx  eye  of 
Secret  Service  and  police*  t'hen  ho  is  brought  into  inti- 
mate contact  with  this  element*  he  finds  that  they  are  the 

real 
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real  opposite  of  the  apostles  of  the  new  free&om  and 
eternal  happiness,  as  they  represent  to  the  unsuspeot- 
Ing  massea*  Hajeh  finds  them  to  be  indeed  a horrible 
perverse,  demoralized  oriminal  gang  of  the  worst  type, 
which  is  working  day  and  night,  secretly  and  openly,  to 

throw  the  whole  world  into  chaos,  despair,  helplessness, 

\ 

prostitution  and  demoralization  with  the  only  view  that 
their  private  selfish  ends  oan  bo  attained. 

Instead  of  finding  them  idealists  and  martyrs,  as 

[' 

they  daily  represented  themsdlves  to  the  public,  he  found 

I 

them  a group  of  unscrupulous,  demoralized  addicts  to  pros- 
titution, who  were  viciously  bent  upon  destroying  anything 
that  is  decent  or  sacred  in  man  or  woman,  Hajek  sees  with 
clenched  fists  how  innocent  girls  are  being  dragged  into 
the  mud  by  these  apostles  of  prostitution  and  orimo,  he 
witnesses  how  the  Innocent  victims  shrink  back  at  the 
boldness  of  the  villains  and  how  finally  they  are  pulled 
down  by  the  persuasive  beautiful  words  and  the  diabolical 
shrewdness  and  cunning  means  which  finally  make  them  give 
in,  and  the  unhappy  girl  believes  that  she  herself  will 
beoo.r.e  one  of  the  chosen  apostles  who  will  bring  about 
the  rejuvenation  of  a.anklnd.  Once  she  is  broken  down 
and  made  loose,  her  self  respect,  her  soul  and  heart  being 
infected  and  injected  with  poison  end  often  her  veins  in- 
fected 
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feoted  with  a worse  ouree  yet.  Thae  each  a Tlotiia  be'* 
oomee  gradually  ohe  of  the  adyooatee  of  the  new  ideals, 
little^  if  any.  realizing  that  she  really  is  a pitiful 
thing,  which  devotes  its  entire  eneggy  to  destroy  other 
innocent  girls. 

In  this  environment.  Ur.  Eajek  makes  the  aoquaintanoe 
of  a beautiful  Kussian  girl.  Hiss  Jewell,  who  is  brought 
in  by  unfortunates  who  themselves  fell  into  the  olutohes 
of  the  monster,  and  although  realizing  that  their  own 
happiness  is  doomed,  out  of  bittemess  of  their  own  loss, 
they  try  to  drag  every  one  tliey  meet  in  their  way.  into 
the  same  mud.  Ur.  Hajek  meets  Uiss  Jewell  in  a romantio 
way,  shields  and  protects  her.  and  finally  when  she  realizes 
that  he  has  saved  her  and  wonders  why  he  did  so,  he  opens  her 
eyes  as  to  what  she  is  about  to  fall  into.  She  cannot  help 
feeling  for  him  with  a great  and  growning. sympathy  and  so 
the  becomes  biW  of  the  most  bitter  enemies  of  the  gang  when 
she  realizes  who  they  really  are  and  what  their  business  is. 
She  becomes  a trusted  friend  and  helpmate  of  Br.  Eajek.  his 
faithful  oompanion  and  proves  to  be  of  wonderful  help  to  him, 
beginning  to  realize  the  great  and  noble  spirit  that  animates 
her  friend  to  uphold  the  American  flag  amidst  this  vice,  law- 
lessness and  ruin. 

At  all  these  affaire,  publio  and  seoret,  which  have 
been  arranged  by  these  anarchists  oolleotions  among  the 

sympathizers 
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ejinpaihis^rB  had  been  arranged  to  raise  funds  for  the 
fur theranoo ‘ of  the  Infamoue  ideas,  still  this  la  onl7 
used  ac  a cloak  to  hide  roysterlous  channels  throu^

vhioh  great  svane  of  noney  would  oome  at  certain  periods, 
which  to  dleoover,  lilr*  Hajek  set  all  his  talent  on»  Hs 
always  manriges  to  be  one  of  the  committee  and  always  holds 
a position  of  standing,  authority  and  prominence.  Finally, 
by  and  by,  he  is  brought  Into  contact  with  the  real  secret 
heads  of  the  gang  all  over  the  country.  He  learns  all  their 
reorets,  participates  in  most  of  their  Important  transac- 
tions, and  little  do  those  anarchists  realize  that  the  ap- 
parently sincere,  wonderful  comrade  of  theirs  is  the  morn- 
ing after  diotating  confidential  reports  which  go  then  to 
the  different  parts  of  /jnorloa  and  the  world  giving  price- 
less advice  to  the  authorities,  so  that  the  dragnet  can  be 
closed  in  at  the  right  moment  without  giving  any  of  then 
a chance  to  e soape.  They  do  not  even  dream  that  the  game 
Buselan  comrade,  selling  flowers  and  red  flags  at  their 
balls,  trusted  by  everybody  la  their  worst  eneny,  that  the 
little  hands  of  this  b autlful  secretary,  while  pinning  a 
red  rose  or  a carnation  on  their  ooats,  are  really  Invlsi- 
hle  clutches  strangling  their  throats,  which,  T;hen  putting 
the  flower  in  a certain  way,  gives  a sign  to  some  passing 
watchful  eye,  that  the  men  ora  recognized  and  since  that 

time 
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time  every  step  he  takas  must  ho  closely  watohoA  night 
and  day. 

In  this  perverse  society,  women  regard  all  men  us 
oo^iojon  property  and  vice  versa.  It  is  very  interest- 
ing to  watch,  when  it  comes  to  mutual  Jealousy.  Pioh, 

not 

vile  women  frequently  assooiato  with  this  company,/ so 
muoh,  perhaps  as  ardent  followers  of  the  social  doctrines, 
hut  muoh  more  to  look  out  for  young  chaps  to  asBOolate 
with  to  satisfy  their  sinly  desires  and  get  variety  every 
day.  The  same  applies  to  men  in  very  walk  of  life  who 
very  often  come  here  merely  on  account  of  the  women.  So 
all  this  beautiful  "Paradise"  in  its  final  end  is  noth  - 
Ing  hut  a free  prostitution.  tllss  Jewell  is  freely  ming- 
ling with  this  crowd,  Mr,  Hajek  always  right  in  hack  of  her 
seeing  that  she  is  not  exposed  to  any  danger.  She  always 

manages  to  get  out  important  secrets;  to  squeeze  some  news 

\ 

cut  of  the  newly  arrived  raesseugers  and  always  excapes  un- 
hurt morrally  or  jhysically;  just  loading  them  to  give 
away  their  seorets.  She  is  one  of  the  Indespensahle  wills 
in  the  whole  structure  of  a great  machine  of  protection 
orgiinlsed  hy  Mr.  Hajek,  slowly  getting  ready  to  pass  rough 
shod  Over  decaying  carcass,  poisoning  the  very  blood  of 
Aiaerioan  people. 

The  messengers  from  European  oountrlea,  and  one  after 

ano  thor . 
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anothor,  all  are  cleverly  handled  hy  MIbb  Jewell  of 
Ur.  Hajelc.  Little^ by  little  he  finally  learne  that 
there  ie  being  prepared,  to  take  place  in  due  time, 
world  wide  revolution,  both  in  Europe  and  Amerioa.  Once  ^ 
Europe  ie  finished,  America  comes  neict.  Preparatione  are 
on  foot  in  America  to  have  everything  ready  here  when  the 
call  oomeB.  KIbb  Jewell  and  Mr,  Hajek  watch  closely 
over  the  developments , working  night  and  day.  A meesen- 
ger  by  the  naine  of  M is  selected,  and  in  the  eecret  ees- 
Blon,  plane  are  perfected . In  theeo  preparations,  Alex 
Berkman  and  others  take  part.  The  directione  of  Alex 
Berkman  are  cleverly  smuggled  out  of  a prison  at  Atlanta, 
Ga.,  where  he  la  eervlng  hie  sentence  and  at  a given  Big- 
nal  M is  to  steal  out  of  the  country.  Here  again  Hajek 
cleverly  nam^ces  to  accompany  M and  asBumes  on  Important 
part  in  carrying  out  hie  plana  by  giving  him  information 
about  the  Radical  organlzationB  in  Europe.  1^'hile  in  a 
foreign  country Mr.  Hajek  arranges  with  the  Govern- 

ment of  which  was  tipped  off  beforehand  by  Miss  Jewell,  so 
that  the  messengor,  Hajek  himself  and  a lady  figuring  as 
hlB  wife,  >?re  arretted  in....  and  imprisoned.  Hot  to  the 
moment  the  inport.-nt  doouments  revealing  the  vile  and  ne- 
farious BOhemo  in  which  even  aeBacinutlon  of  highly  placed 

personages  in  E^u•ope  ms  planned,  are  found,  the  officers

In  the  meantime  In  new  Yorh  the  seor.t  gang  Is 
alarmed  upon  learning  of  their  sralted  oomrade-a  arrest, 
and  they  I mod  lately  start  organising  a desperate  oxpe- 
niuon  to  free  hr.  Hajeh  by  foroe.  or  by  digging  a tnon.l 
to  the  prison  where  he  Is  supposed  to  be  iept.  In  the 
same  way  as  years  ago  they  attempted  .cd  nearly  snooeeded 
In  freeing  Berkmai  from  the  iestern  I'onltentlnary  In 
renneylranla.  3hey  never  learned  that  Eajek  Is  already 
booh  in  Bow  Tort  on  the  Job  dlsgnlsed  and  that  the  authori-

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city  near  tho  Mexican  frontier.  The  escape  was  really 
brought  about  by  Hajoh,  who  outwitted  the  eoldlera  when 
they  were  taking  him  to  prison;  and  up  to  this  day  In- 
nocent arms  of  JuBtloe  do  not  know  or  even  Imagine  that 
the^man  whom  they  cursed  after  ho  bo  cleverly  dlsappoared 
was  really  acting  so  in  the  confidence  of  their  own  Govern- 
ment, One  of  the  old  comrades,  foxy  and  sly,  upon  receipt 
of  Hajek* a code  Is  sent  to  meat  him  at  the  place  where 
Hajek  found  refuge,  to  give  him  some  money  and  assistance, 
Mies  Jewell  fearing  for  her  Bweetheart*s  safety  mana- 
ges to  go  to  him,  and  take  full  part  In  the  game.  She 
takes  a room  In  the  same  hotel  where  Hajek  Is  waiting  for 
the  delegate  to  meet  hlii  and  while  both  conspirators  are 
discussing  the  prospects  of  the  situation,  l^ss  Jewell  and 
two  detectives  listen  In  on  a dictograph  which  was  planted 
In  the  neighboring  room,  taking  down  every  word  of  the  Im- 
portant secrets  of  the  conversation,  "Max  dear,"  Is  the 
pathetic  salutation  whereby  the  old  fox  greets  Mr,  Hajek, 
embracing  him  heartily,  A very  funny  situation  arises 
from  oonfllot  between  the  old  fox  and  another  of  Hajek*s 
friends  who  Is  also  on  the  spot  at  the  time  of  the  meet- 
ing, 

Ur,  H^jek  earnestly  argues  that  he  immediately  must 

leave 
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leave  for  Mexico,  but  finally  allows  himself  to  be  per- 
suaded by  the  old  fox  to  return  to  Hew  York,  taking^  of  . 
oouree,  all  neoeesary  precautions.  Then  ho  becomes  im- 
mediately the  leader  of  the  gang  who  then  lost  their  head 
in  the  person  of  Berkman,  vho  Is  ^ust  about  to  be  deported. 
This  gives  Hajek  excellent  opportunity  to  learn  the  world 
wide  organization  of  the  Anarchists.  One  by  one  the  mes- 
sengers are  watched  by  the  eyes  of  authorities,  their 
plans  thwarted  and  arresting  Is  postponed  u.itll  everything 
is  found  out.  Since  his  arrest,  his  supposed  maltreatment 
has  won  him  groat  sympathy  and  ha  gains  in  prestige  more 
than  ever.,  before.  In  the  meantime.  Chief  Flynn  and  his 
trusted  agents  feet  busy,  Berkman  and  Emma  Goldman  are  de- 
ported from  America  vhere  they  oanio  several  years  before 
to  take  refuge.  Before  passing  the  frontier  they  used, 
as  a truce  flag,  a piece  of  table  cloth  which  Hajek  bought 
on  42d  Street  and  Sixth  Avenue  as  a token  for  Emma  Goldman. 

In  this  way  the  adventures  continue  to  the  final 
denouement.  It  is  of  importance  to  say  that  among  the 
letters  written  In  secret  ink  which  were  found  on  Hajek* s 
companion,  together  with  letters  addressed  to  the  various 
European  leaders,  were  contained  plans  for  a simultaneous 
action  to  carry  into  effect  Hevolution,  whereby  Europe 

would 
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would  be  thrown  into  Bevolutionary  ohaoe*  The  plans  were 
very  perfect  end  serious  dlstrubanoes  would  have  oooured 
had  the  meseages  reached  Europe  during  the  next  following 
fourteen  days.  The  scheme  was  timed  to  work  at  one 
given  date,  botQ  in  Sunope  end  Amorloa.  Hajek,  who  knew 
the  secrets  of  the  invisible  ink,  worked  two  days  and  two 
nights  to  bring  the  writing  oat  and  suooeeded  indeed.  Im- 
mediately after  that  the  cablegrams  started  to  work  and 
one  important  band  of  anarchists  after  another  was  rounded 
up  in  all  centers  before  any  harm  could  be  done.  . 

Hr.  Hajek  learns  of  plans  of  the  Italian  Anarchists 
to  assassinate  the  heads  of  the  Italian  Government  by  a 
gang  of  Italian  Terrorists  imported  from  America.  As  a 
recognised  leader  of  the  group,  he  manages  to  have  the 
selected  Terrorists  meet  in  his  apartment;  and  little  do 
they  know  that  in  the  same  apartment  Secret  Service  men 
are  listening  on  a dictaphone  and  recording  every  word 
of  their  plans.  Ur,  Hajek  learns  that  the  Terrorists 
responsible  for  the  bomb  outrages  In  this  country  were 
all  safely  smuggled  out  of  the  country.  He  learns  their 
iunmas  and  gives  the  information  to  various  Governments  con- 
cerned. UjJbn  completing  their  plans,  the  Italian  Anar- 
onists  start  secretly  on  their  mission  of  terror.  Hajek,

Tliis  report  io  a summary  of  information  in  regard  ^ 

to  Minor'e  connection  v.ith  tlio  Spartuciste  in  DUeceldorf  in 
tlieir  effort  to  undermine  the  morale  of  troopo  in  tlie  iinaios 
of  Occupation  of  the  Rhine  in  February,  1919,  his  arrest  in 
Paris  in  April,  his  release  in  July,  tmd  also  refers  to  hie 
associationo  with  extreme  radicals  in  Berlin  between  December, 
1918,  and  April,  1919,  his  acquaintance  with  the  Russian 
lenders,  hie  activities  among  socialists  in  Paris,  and  his 
previous  work  in  spreading  Bolshevist  propaganda  among  the 
Allied  Expeditionary  Forces  in  Northern  Russia-  Reference  is 
also  made  to  hio  own  account  of  former  activities  in  the 
United  States. 

The  sources  of  this  report  are  found  in  the  account 
of  an  investigation  of  conditions  in  DUsseldorf  by  a member 
of  the  American  Intelligence  Service,  hereinafter  described, 
copies  of  testimony  given  at  the  trial  of  Spartacists  arrested 
by  the  British,  the  Proems  verbal  made  at  the  time  of  Minor's 
arrest  in  Paris,  report  of  his  arrest  made  to  the  Commanding 
General  of  the  Third  Array,  A.E.F.  , by  tlie  French  authorities, 
and  copies  of  a letter  from  the  British  suggesting  trial  by 
an  Amoricem  court,  orders  for  the  detail  of  a military  commission, 
telegram  from  G-H.Q. . A.E.F. , suspending  action  in  the  case, 
charges  preferred,  report  of  his  return  to  Paris  and  release, 
.report  of  later  investigation  in  DUsseldorf  for  further  evidence. 
Contributing  sources  are  contained  in  tlie  report  of  a trip 
to  Brest  to  secure  information  from  officers  of  the  339th 
Infantry  in  regard  to  Minor’s  activities  in  spreading  propaganda 
in  Russia,  and  a considerable  number  of  propaganda  pamphlets 
distributed  by  aeroplane  and  otherwise  among  the  American  and 
Allied  troops  which  were  obtained  at  Brest. 

Early  in  February.  1919,  an  American  lieutenant, 
member  of  the  Corps  of  Intelligence  Police,  known  by  the  name 
of  Siegfried  in  this  case,  was  sent  from  Treves  to  make  an 
investigation  of  the  activities  of  a Gorman  Sportacist  group 
in  DUsseldorf  which  was  reported  to  be  planning  a campaign  to 
spread  Bolshevist  propaganda  among  the  troops  of  the  Army  of 
Occupation.  At  the  time  that  this  man  was  sent  to  DUsseldorf, 
ho  knew  nothing  whatever  of  the  personnel  of  this  Spartacist 
group,  of  its  activities,  nor  of  the  doctrines  on  which 
Bolshevism,  Spartacism  and  Communism  are  founded.  He  found 
the  entire  city  under  the  control  of  tiie  Spartacist  group  whose 
headquarioro  was  at  /j^39  Iramormannstraeso.  Representing  hiraeelf 
as  an  American  deserter  who  wished  to  do  all  he  could  for 
Communism,  he  called  at  tlio  office  and  after  a long  conversation 
with  the  Secretary,  was  accepted  as  a Comrade  ("Genoseo") , 
though  kept  under  observation  for  forty-eight  hours.  It  was 
explained  to  him  that  tlie  main  ideal  of  the  Spartacists,  like 
that  of  their  Ruscian  comrades,  the  Bolshevists,  was  to  bring 
about  the.  ,V*A^1rid  RovolutioH**  and  the  Distatorohip  of  the 
Proletariat,  and  he  wan  advised  to  return  to  the  Army  and  do 
'""^paganda  work  among  the  Americans  after  becoming  acquainted

At  one  of  theoe  meetings  ho  was  told  of  two  members, 
un  Engliehraan  and  an  American,  wiio  had  recently  come  from 
Kuesia  provided  with  large  eums  of  money  and  wore  engaged  in 
propaganda  work.  At  the  next  appointment  these  two  were  present. 
'Dio  Englishman  introduced  himself  after  a long  conversation  as 
Phillip  Price,  a journalist  nnd  Bolshevist  propaganda  leader. 

Ilie  American  introduced  himself  as  Minor,  a cartooniet  by 
profession,  formerly  on  the  staff  of  tho  "New  York  Call".  Ho 
stated  further  that  in  191b  and  1916  he  had  made  himself 
conspicuous  by  his  writings  about  Russia  and  other  European 
countries,  and  in  1917  he  participated  in  the  Publicity  Campaign 
in  favor  of  Tliomae  Mooney-  He  also  said  that  he  was  in  Son 
Francisco  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  the  Conscription  Act 
and  that  ho  had  participated  prominently  in  organizing  anti- 
draft demonstrations. 

Minor  then  inQulred  about  tho  1.  Vi.  movement  in 
the  United  States.  Lieut.  Siegfried  replied  that  the  Americans 
received  only  the  little  news  that  came  through  from  Paris  in 
the  Americaji  newspapers , but  that  he  had  read  in  some  American 
paper  that  Alexander  Berkmann  and  Emma  Goldman  had  been 
interned  at  Ellis  Island  and  were  to  be  returned  to  Ruseia. 

Minor  became  much  excited,  said  that  Bex'kmonn  and  Goldmann  were 
his  best  friends  and  that  tho  Americans  could  not  do  a greater 
favor  to  Lenino  and  the  Russian  chiefs  than  to  deport  theoe  two 
to  Russia  where  they  were  needed* 

At  a later  meeting  of  Minor,  Price  and  the  American 
"doeerter"  in  tho  room  of  the  latter,  Minor  and  Price  stated 
tliat  they  had  been  working  together  in  Siberia  printing  an 
English  newspaper  for  the  Bolshevist  cause  which  they  had  dis- 
tributed among  the  British  and  Aiaerican  troops  by  aviators. 

They  said  they  themsolves  might  come  over  and  take  active  charge 
of  the  propaganda  work  among  the  Allied  troops,  as  they  hod  been 
so  directed  by  Lenino,  but  that  for  tlie  present  they  had  their 
hands  full  where  tliey  were.  They  furtlier  stated  that  tho 
agent  must  manage  himself  at  present  but  that  later,  as  the  work 
grow,  they  could  supply  all  the  money  necessary  as  they  had  a 
sufficiency  at  their  disposal. 

Referring  to  Russian  policies  Minor  stated  that  ho 
was  opposed  to  accepting  any  proposals  of  agreement  by  the  Allies 
on  the  part  of  the  Russians  but  that  Lenine  had  told  him  that 
he  could  not  do  otherwise,  that  if  Russia  did  not  accept,  the 
Allies  would  maintain  their  blockade  wliich  would  result  in  tho 
ultimate  starvation  of  the  people  r.nd  tiio  consequent  downfall 
of  Bolehevism.

Tilt*  iil;;lit  was  clear  uiul  starry  aiul  rather  cold,  though  the 
air  (lit)  not  have  n real  cutting  <*<l.gc  and  there  was  rto  wind  to 
shiirpcn  it. 

At  midnight  at  the  barge  oflke  there  were  a good  many  people, 
mostly  men.  Mr.  Uotiver,  that  slender  bundle  of  hlgh-chargeil 
electric  wire,  the  prosecutor  of  the  Department  of  Ju-stlce,  told 
us  that  these  were  mostly  agents  of  his  department,  brought 
here  for  this  particular  job.  There  were  perhaps  30  of  them  at 
the  Imrge  odlcc  wnltiug  for  the  boat  that  wn.s  to  take  them  on 
the  first  stage,  the  18*mlmite  stage,  of  their  18-dny  journey 
across  the  Atlantic  and  through  the  Baltic.  The  others  were 
*‘'oplo  who  worked  and  lived  at  Ellis  Island,  who  had  been 
uling  the  evening  In  town  and  were  availing  themselve.*!  of 
unusual  opi>ortunity  of  a late  boat  back. 

That  boat  shortly  drew  up  at  the  pier  and  was  .seen  to  be 
transformed  by  tlie  snow  and  frost  from  the  dingy,  grimy, 
little  tug  of  a month  ago  into  a beautiful  dream  boat.  View^ 
thus,  she  might  have  represented,  according  to  the  mood  or  the 
age  of  the  obsen-er,  a fairy  ship  from  a child’s  picture  book  or 
the  frosted  cake  of  a bride's  confection.  To  mo  she  seemed  more 
emblematic  of  the  cold,  sharp  cleanliness  of  the  undertaking  on 
which  wo  were  engaged  and  suggested  the  spotless  apron  of  the 
surgeon. 

A k(x*n-cyed  special  agent  of  Mio  Department  of  .fusiice  and 
an  immigration  Inspector  lookeil  sharply  .at  each  of  us  as  wc 
hoarded.  Tliere  were  to  lie  “none  Imt  .\inerlcans  on  guard” 
lids  niglit. 

.Tust  os  the  boat  had  suggested  tlie  surgeon’s  apron,  so  Ellis 
I.<<lnnd,  white  In  the  moonlight  with  her  light  covering  of  fresh 
snow,  suggested  the  operating  table.  A little  later  we  insi>ected 
the  cancerous  growth  about  to  be  cut  out  of  the  American  body 
]H)litIc. 

Two  hundred  and  forly-slx  anarchists  were  gatheretl  in  the 
great  wardroom.  Alexander  Berkinan,  the  obvious  leader, 
drosse<l  as  for  n sporting  trip,  in  soldier's  puttees,  a soldier’s 
khaki  flannel  shirt,  a flowing  cravat,  and  a pair  of  gray  breeches 
•>f  milliary  cut,  wn.s  writing  letters  and  conferring  with  his 
’iree  principal  associates — Peter  Blanky,  president  of  the  Rus- 
lun  Workers’  Union,  who  liad  attempted  to  lilow  up  Ohio  fac- 
topIe.'«,  and  Oredowsky  and  Schuebel,  lately  oflicers  of  the  Seattle 
I.  \\'.  W.  These  were  organizers  and  promoters  of  tlie  general 
.'ilrlke,  tiescribed  by  I.  W.  W.  literature  as  “ a social  revolution 
of  (he  world;  an  entire  new  organization;  a demolition  of  tlie 
t*ntire  old  system  of  all  governments.'’ 

Wo  call  this  goDcral  strike — 

Says  their  textbook — 

to  (llstiogulsb  It  from  goueral  strikes  for  lii>:hor  waxes  or  for  political 
nriviiexcs.  “The  social  gt*neral  strike.’*  • • • It  la  to  completely 

hiierrupt  production  in  the  whole  cotmtry  nml  stop  communfeatioD 
mill  consumption  fur  the  ruling  classes,  and  that  ror  n time  long 
enungh  to  toUlIj  dlsorgaolze  the  capitalistic  society,  so  tbnt  after  (be 
comphde  nnnibilaUon  of  tbc  old  systccu,  the  working  people  can  take 
jios><i  ssion,  through  Ita  labor  unions,  of  nil  tbe  means  of  production, 
iniih‘.<<.  houses,  the  land  : in  short,  of  nil  tbe  economic  factors.  • • • 
Willi  a free  society,  without  class  rule  and  exploitation,  a society  of 
fni*  4 iioperatioD.  we  have  that  which  rorrosponds  with  the  absence  of 
trovernim-nt — “ anarchism.*' 

Miist  of  tlie  240  seemed  to  me  to  have  rather  stupid  faces.  I 
tried  to  make  allowance  for  the  fact  that  the  hour  was  loug 
nft4*r  midnight,  that,  the  men  were  tired  and  naturally  anxious 
mnl  worrie<l.  Hint  tliey  were  seen  under  .such  circumstances  ns  to 
<Toal«*  (lie  least  favorable  impression  in  tlie  beholder.  And  yet, 
witli  tlie  exception  of  the  leaders  mentioned  and  a very  few 
oMiers  tlie  fare.s  did  not  look  to  me  like  Miose  of  intellectual 
men.  Imt  like  those  of  degraded  and  brutal^d  men. 

Oin*  exception  was  a lean-faced,  rather  crafty  faced,  young 
.Tew.  who  told  me  he  had  not  had  a chance  to  get  cashe<l  his  lust 
Mj»v  eliock  from  the  silk  mills,  and  that  consequently  he  had  been 
Mo  to  buy  tobacco.  I gave  him  a package  of  cigarettes,  for 
.<  li  he  very  courteously  thanked  me.  This  man  said  that  he 
hail  a mother  and  sisters  here  and  that  ns  he  had  lived  In  this 
nmotry  f..r  iioarly  20  years  and  had  come  here  in  his  teens, 
knu'A  j;:<; ..  .•  j!i  Uuj^sia,  n«»r  had  he,  as  far  as  he 
■ . a I..  i t kviivi  s Uh  jc-.  ile  did  not  contend  that  his  motlicr 
nml  sister  iiecdwl  his  supixirl.  I asked  lilni  if  he  had  not  con- 
.sidoretl  deportation  as  among  the  probable  consequences  of  his 
conduct  before  he  was  arrested.  He  contend^  very  bitterly 
that  he  had  done  nothing  which  would  justify  deportation  from 
a “free  country.'*  He  l>elieved  in  “free  speech*'  and  “free 
pres.**,”  and  capitalism  had  suppressed  them.  The  Government 
was  merely  run  In  the  Interests  of  capitalism  and  sliould  be 
abolished,  by  force  If  necessary. 

I might  refer  here  to  a popular  mlsunlereUnding  of  the 
deportation  law.  Deportation  is  not  a punishment  for  crime, 
though  certain  kinds  v^f^criminal  aliens  may  be  deported  follow- 


ing (•ouvictkm.  Dt*porlatlon  Is  merely  the  act  of  riddi.ie.  oiir- 
selve.s  of  foreigners  who  are  not  ellglhU*  for  residence  licre 
under  our  laws  and  who  would  be  exclmh'd  if  they  were  subject 
to,  mid  were  known  to  be  subject  to,  the  dlwiuallflcntlon  of  the 
law  when  they  flrst  .nought  admission.  Ic  must,  I Uilnk,  be  con- 
ceded that  a nation  lias  the  right  to  refuse  Its  privileges  and 
protection  to  any  class  of  allciL«?  whom  it  may  consider  undesir- 
able residents.  For  this  reason  wc  refuse  admission  to  certain 
classes  who  are  not  criminals  but  who  arc  deemed  detrimental 
to  us  for  economic  or  social  reasons,  as,  for  Instnoce,  illiterates, 
persons  suffering  from  certain  diseases,  persons  likely  to  become 
a public  charge,  and  Chinese.  Now,  if  you  are  on  American 
citizen,  you  can  not  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  residence  in  the 
United  States,  even  though  you  may  be  illiterate  or  a public 
charge.  We  have  many — too  many— of  both  cln.s.ses,  but  deixirta- 
tion  is  not  the  way  in  wlilch  the  country  deals  with  Americans 
who  fall  in  these  categories.  And  so,  if  >ou  are  an  American, 
you  may  still  advocate  the  overthrow  of  the  Government  by 
force  and  violence,  and  so  long  ns  you  do  not  yourself  commit 
an  overt  act  you  may  do  this  without  yourself  being  thrown  in 
jail — for  a short  time  only,  because  there  will  .soon  be  a law  to 
flt  your  case.  But  for  reasons  which  have  appeared  suflicleut 
to  us  wc  have  exercised  our  national  prerogative  to  declare  that 
just  n.s  we  will  not  admit  alleiw  who  are  llllterato  or  likely  to 
become  a public  charge  or  who  are  suffering  from  a contagious 
disease,  so  we  will  not  admit  or  keep  “ aliens  wlio  arc  annrclilsts, 
aliens  wlio  believe  in  or  advocate  the  overthrow  by  force  or 
violence  of  the  Government  of  the  United  Stales;  e • «> 
aliens  who  nre  opposed  to  all  organizetl  government;  aliens  who 
advocate  or  teach  the  assassination  of  public  ofllciais;  aliens 
wlio  advocate  or  teacli  the  unlawful  de.stniction  of  pro|>erty,” 
and  so  forth. 

And  tlie  House  of  Uepreseutatives  in  the  last  few  days  lias 
ameudod  this  by  passing  a bill  prepared  by  our  commlttt*e  so 
as  to  catch  aliens  who  “ advise*’  or  who  belong  to  or  are  afflliatcd 
with  or- contribute  money  to  any  organization  which  advi.ses, 
advocates,  or  tenches  thest*  things  or  whlcli  publlslies  or  circa- 
Intes  lUeratflre  which  does  so. 

In  other  words,  tlie  alien  wlio  come.s  liere  or  who  stays  hj*ro 
must  do  so  on  our  terms,  and  it  is  not  a question  of  whether  he 
actually  commUs  a crime.  It  is  n question  of  whether  li»2  Is 
qualified  to  be  hero  under  our  rules.  Personally,  I think  those 
rules  are  about  the  minimum  that  we  can  impo.se  for  our  own 
protection  and  safety  and  that  tliey  furnish  no  ground  of  com- 
plaint wliatsoever  to  a person  wlio  comes  liere  liecuuse  lie>[lld  not 
like  the  conditions  in  the  land  which  producotl  him. 

One  remarkable  youth — Bukhnnob,  I believe  his  name  is — was 
looking  forward  to  tlie  trip  ns  a great  lark.  Tliis  lad  is  only 
17  yeai*s  old,  hut  has  been  a teacher  f»a  'two  years  in  an 
anarchist  school  in  New  York.  He  said  that  lie  liad  starteil  in 
at  10  as  a socialist,  but  lind  become  an  annvchi.st  ilirougli  reading 
anarchist  literature  at  the  New  York  public  liliraries.  Invc‘sti- 
gntion  by  rei>orters  disclosed  that  there  was  jileiity  of  sucli  to  be 
found  there,  “ Kroiwtkin’.s  Memorie.s  of  a Revolutionist,"  fur  ex- 
ample, being  kept  there  in  nine  dlfTerent  language.**.  It  was  difll- 
cult  to  get  a copy  of  this  work  because  all  copies  were  generally 
“out.”  However,  the  young  man  told  us  tliat  lie  was  a nepiiew 
of  Peter  Bianky,  so  we  can  hardly  lay  all  blame  for  liis  per- 
verted education  to  the  free  public  fountain  of  knowledge.  He 
told  us  lie  was  going  to  write  two  books,  ami  when  we  asked 
him  wliat  ho  was  going  to  .sny  in  the  seroml  one  lie  replIiMl,  “All 
that  I didn’t  say  in  the  first.” 

And  tiicre  were  quite  n iiuiuber  of  ollier.s  wlio  were  m»t 
stupid— one  a young  giant  with  flaming  red  liair.  He  got  an- 
other package  of  cigarettes  from  me.  I liml  a dozen  i>acks  in  jii> 
pocket.  I feel  n smoker’s  sympatliy  for  another  smok<*r  who 
may  bo  without  tobacc-o  and  had  intended  to  di.stribute  iliese 
small  offerings  of  good  will  to  individuals.  I Iiml  c-oiiie  in  the 
Island  with  a firm  determination  to  he  charitable  and  (<»  dis- 
tinguish between  the  individual  and  Ids  views.  I found  ii  Im- 
possible to  do  so.  As  I listened  to  tlie  convej‘.sntion  of  tlic.se 
men  and  noticed  their  bitter  .sneers  I became  filled  wltli  loatliliig 
for  them  and  decided  tliat  the  rest  of  my  tobacco  sliouUI  go  to 
Americans. 

Altogether,  try  ns  I might  in  the  interest  of  fairness,  (o  avoid 
first-hand  Impressions,  tiiese  men  seemetl,  on  the  average, 
though  with  the  exceptions  noted,  to  be  a very  poor  lot,  botii  as 
to  plij’filque  and  meniaiity.  They  certaiFiiy  would  compare  un- 
favorably with  any  equal  number  of  American  workingmen. 

Berkmnu  went  out  of  tlie  room  once,  by  i>ermlssion  of  the 
guards,  to  get  a package  which  he  had  overlooked  and  on  his 
return  the  others  all  arose  and  remained  standing  until  he  had 
taken  his  seat,  a curious  demonswr^atloD  of  the  fact  that  even  In 
an  anarchist  society  there  is  some  authority  or  leadership  whic*

Alloftether  they  liml  nliout  ttJOO.lKXV  TJie  major  part  of  It  wn.H 
III  c«bti.  ih»nie  of  u \va»  In  uncertlttcd  clieckii  of  f»»rmer  em* 
ployer*.  Of  mui*se,  to  Imve  hnil  Mberty  hoiidH  woultl  have  lieen 
lumpeaknlUa  ami  none  wem  dlocovered.  In  rcopect  to  thla  larffo 
sum  of  money,  they  enjoyed  n privilege  not  grante<1  to  the  rent  of 
us,  for  no  effort  waa  made  hy  the  lntemul*reveniie  ofllre  to  collect 
the  tnz  paid  hy  other  people  on  money  taken  out  of  the  country. 

The  complnlnt  as  to  Inability  to  cash  (heir  checka  was  not  well 
foiimled,  aa  the  iimnlgratlon  nuthorltlea  had  offeretl  to  mah 
such  eheeka  for  them  during  the  hanking  hours  of  the  day,  and 
alao  to  pnicurc  foreign  exchange  In  drafts  on  any  foreign 
country  having  excluingc  rates  with  us,  hut  they  were  unwilling 
to  tniat  the  thnerimient  with  their  chcK'ka.  roaalhly  the  real 
reason  was  (hat  ihey  liad  intended  to  place  the  money  in  the 
tmnda  of  their  n««<x*latefl  liere  for  the  spread  of  anarchistic 
profuiganda.  There  may  have  lK»eD  a few  Instances  where  they 
iiad  Intemletl  to  have  It  for  the  a.sslstance  of  relatives  left  be* 
liimi ; bat,  so  far  ns  f know,  no  I'oaes  of  dependent  relatives  were 
rejiorted  to  the  iinniigratlon  ofliclals.  The  5>eoretary  of  Ijilior 
a dn.v  or  two  l»efore  the  sailing  had  eamvlod  the  deportation 
orders  of  most  of  tliose  who  liai!  ^ves  here.  Hiaiiky  ami  per* 
haiM  one  or  t>vo  othera  were  excc*|>tlons. 

.\ob«Iy  seemeil  to  know  what  the  \*aliie  of  American  money 
woH  In  the  rubles  of  Che  much-vaunted  soviet  republic,  but  all 
agreed*  that  the  pmvhaMng  power  of  the  Aiiiertcaii  doUar  was 
not  Ies.s  than  nine  limes  as  high  In  Russia  as  it  is  here,  even  In 
these  days  of  ilte  retgn  of  old  King  U.  C.  Ij.  We  are  tohi,  though 
I have  not  yet  se<‘n  tin*  actual  proof  of  It.  that  some  of  ib<*se 
Hen  have.  reciMitly  l>ecn  selling  In  New  York  $1  I>onds  of  **the 
.Vheriean  .soviet  republic,'*  pavnhle  ono  day  after  the  *'  nwo- 
lulhii.”  ♦ 

Si  Mie  TO  of  the  ‘JIS  had  l>een  d«‘taine<l  for  some  time  at  Klll.s 
I slat.  I >iimI  had  parth  ipateil  in  a Iningor  strike  as  a protest 
agaii.st  l»elng  alloweil  to  see  their  relatives  only  through  a 
sereeu  Tlio  screen  liad  ^»n  erected  on  account  of  one  or  two 
atleinr*^s  to  pass  w^'aimns.  We  had  .seen  the  men  during  this 
liiinger  strike,  ami  they  didn’t  .seem  to  l>e  suffering  much,  thongli 
lliey  wore  a<*eiumilat1ng  plenty  of  venom.

The  Nation-»\/idc  Round«Up  of  Comm'unists 

The  A.ttitude  of  the  Radicals  to^vard  the  tlass  Raids 
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Another  nation-wide  round-^p  of  dangerous  radicals  was  inau^rated 
January  2nd  resulting  in  the  arrest  of  5,483  men  and  women  in  51  cities, 

A warrant  has  been  issued  for  the  apprehension  of  Ludwig  G.  A.  K,  Martens 
and  deportation  proceedings  will  be  instituted  in  due  course.  The  Depart- 
. ment  of  Labor  has  asked  Congress  for  a special  fund  of  Ol, 000, 000  to  en- 
force the  law  against  alien  radicals  and  Ol50,000  for  expenses  of  deporta- 
tion, The  sense  of  the  country  appears  to  be  tliat  the  deportation  of  un- 
desirable aliens  is  a necessary  policy,  though  a fev/  influential  voices 
are  laised  here  and  tliere  in  opposition  to  deportations.  The  Conimmist 
Labor  party  lias  issued  a statement  defying  tlie  Government  to  deport  their 
members,  declaring  tliat  tlieir  work  will  go  on  with  accelerated  speed.  Var- 
ious radical  organizations  are  being  used  to  combat  deportation  raids  and 

to  provide  legal  assistance  for  corai'iTunists  who  will  fight  to  remin  in 
this  country# 

Proceedings  are  pending  in  the  House  of  Representatives  to  exclude 
ictor  Berger  from  being  seated,  Five  Socialist  memfeers  of  the  New  York 
legislature  are  confronted  v/ith  similar  proceedings,

®*2iti-byndicalist  statute  will  be  tested.  In  the  southern  part 
of  the  state  it  is  said  that  tliere  are  1600  suspects  under  surveillance. 

The  trial  of  11  I#\7,V,'s  accxised  of  the  Gentralia  murder  will  begin  January 
19th  in  Grey’s  ^rbor  Gounty,  Washington,  Sixty^six  I.W,\7.*s  now  serving 
jail  sentences  in  Spokane  Gounty,  V/ashington,  have  been  enjoined  from  con- 
tinuing as  members  of  the  I.W.W,  and  teaching  its  principles.  The  I,\7.W. 
continues  to  show  progress  among  a certain  class  of  alien  workers  and  the 
oiganization  has  also  extended  its  activities  into  Mexico, 

The  Winnipeg  general  strilce  of  last  simmer  is  believed  to  be  largely 
responsible  for  the  extremism  reflected  in  Washington  and  North  Dakota^ 

The  United  Mine  Workers  convention  met  in  Columbus  January  7th  and 
indorsed  the  action  of  their  international  officers  in  calling  off  tlie  coal 
strike.  The  agitation  of  the  steel  strike  continues. 

Thirty-seven  strikes  involving  about  50,000  men  are  reported  as  ended 
during  the  week.  Seventy- three  strikes,  involving  about  100,000  men  are  re- 
ported as  continuing.  Six  new  strikes,  involving  about  10,000  men  are  re- 
ported, Forty-one  strikes,  involving  about  650,000  men  are  reported  as 
threatened. 

The  Comnunist  Parties  are  said  to  have  made  plans  to  organize  the  ne- 
groes to  assist  in  overthrowing  the  existing  political  and  economic  system. 

The  I,  W,  \7.*s  have  been  organizing  negroes  in  Seattle,  and  radical  propaganda 
has  been  disseminated  among  the  negroes  of  Te^^s,  Tv;elve  negroes  condemned 
to  death  for  participation  in  the  Arkansas  Uprising  liave  been  denied  new 
trials  and  have  noted  appeals, 

I.W.T/.  literature  is  being  circulated  by  civilian  employees  at  Spring- 
field  AiTiiory,  Springfield,  Itoss.  Radical  stockyaixi  labor  leaders  in  Chicago 
are  attempting  to  break  up  the  52nd  Canpany  of  Illinois  Reserve  Militia.  A 
strong  pro-government  feeling  is  reported  among  inmates  of  Walter  Reed  Hos- 
pital, in  marked  contrast  to  conditions  prevailin';  there  several  months  ago. 
Attempts  by  Mexicans  to  steal  machine  guns  are  reported  frran  Te:a.s, 
Munitions  frroi  Japan  are  reported  to  be  on  the  T--ay  from  SaiiTin  Cruz  to  Mex- 
ico City.  Itexican  propaganda  is  being  carried  on  in  Texas  through  the  "Tfood- 
men  of  the  V/orld"  camps.  Parofessional  revolutionists  are  reported  to  be  off 
the  coast  of  Honduras  en  route  to  New  York.  A German  Aviation  Mission  is  to 
be  formed  in  Argentina  and  numerous  German  Army  officers  are  nov/  in  that 
« country  and  in  Chile.  A temporary  labor  certificate  is  being  issued  in  Russia, 
v/hich  is  to  constitute  a record  of  the  v/ork  done  by  each  persons  It  is  re- 
ported that  three  thousand  German  soldiers  and  civilians  are  to  be  returned 
frofl  Japan  through  the  Sv/iss  legation  at  Tokyo,

RADIOitL  ACTIVITIES. 

THE  HATION-V/IDE  ROUtlD-U?  OF  COM.WKISO?S: 

Another  nation-wide  round-up  of  danf-’erous  radicals  was  set 
under  wa3;  by  the  Depc.rtment  of  Justice  on  the  night  of  J^nu?.l7/  2nd. 

The  principal  object  of  the  raids,  accordir^  to  an  official  state- 
ment released  to  the  press  is  the  collection  of  evidence  upon  v/hich 
the  Department  of  Labor  might  deport  tnidersirable  aliens.  Over  4000 
vrarrc,nts  issued  before  the  arrests  began,  and  the  men  and  v/omen 
v;anted  v/ere  gathered  in  simaltanoous  raids,  set  to  commence  in  33 
cities  at  7:30  P.h.  on  Oantuary  2nd. 

Tlie  raids  still  continue,  and  the  latest  estir.ir-te  of  arrests 
i^-'5,483  from  51  cities,  Pi'oof  of  ;nembership  in  the  Union  of  Rr.ssian 
v/orkei'C,  or  in  the  Conx'iTiaust  or  Coinimanist  Labor  Parties,  such  as  tlie 
carrj^lng  of  a red  card,  or  the  appearance  of  the  subject's  name  on  t^ 
membership  rolls,  lias  been  consid.ered  pri^X:  facie  evidence  of  cause 
fox’  deportation,  i'Jid  on  Januax'y  &th  the  Depr-x*tviTent  of  Justice  reported 
tlaat  2,907  such  cases  had  been  established.  Additional  warrants  are 
being  issued  as  new  lists  of  Communis ts  are  discovered,  and  the  raids 
continue,  especia-lly  in  New  Yoi'lc,  rxiia-bated. 

Tlie  greatest  number  of  a-rrests  took  place  in  the  New  Yorlc 
o.Tec..  In  Nev/  Yorlc  City,  1,060  wr.rrr.nts  vove  issued,  of  v/hicn  o.ljoiit 

50%  nave  so  far  -eca.  -Ox, — 

persons  v/ill  be  taken  into  custody  in  and  around  lTe\/  York.  Detx-’oit 
is  said  to  be  next  to  ITe^7  York  in  the  number  of  .'.rrests  made;  there 
ovei  700  ra-dicTtls  Ixa-ve  been  rounded  up,  of  v/liou  500  ;.r-y  bo  deported. 
Other  ^-re  -S  most  thoi’ovghl^v"  combec.  'v/ore  in  .Nc'w  x.ngl- -xid,  >ielc.in^ 
more  than  800  prospective  deportees,  Chicago  ■ nd  the  rest  of  Illi- 
nois with  550,  Pliilax^elphia  and  vicinity '.h. tlx  154,  axid  100  each 
in  Cleveland.,  Trenton,  Youjigsto\nx  arid,  several  other  cities. 

More  important  r.xdicals  I;a;/e  been  talcen  ixi  these  raids  tna.n 
on  any  pi-eceding  occa.sion.  The  Covinunist  iu.rtv^  biie  uiore  radic^.l 
and  alien-inspired  of  the  two  subversive  parties,  has  lost  h.eavily. 
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.fi-mong  the  Nov/  York  leciders  who  Ir.ve  been  r-rrosted  C-re/yory  Wein- 
stein is  preeminent.  V/einstein  lio-s  been  "chcvncellor"  of  Martens' 
Soviet  "Embassy",  in  full  charge  of  the  foreign  affairs  of  that 
Bureau,  and  in  this  position  v.as  second  only  to  Martens  in  repre- 
senting Bolslievist  interests  in  innerica.  Ho  was  previously  an 
associate  with  Leon  Trotslcy  in  the  editorship  of  the  Russian  Bol- 
shevist daily,  "NovyMiir". 

Pour  of  the  principal  Goninunist  newspa.pers  in  New  York  v/ere 
seized  during  the  raids,  the  ‘'Gomnivnvist  World",  the  Hunga.ri.an  daily 
"iilore",  the  Jev/is/i  v/eekly,  "Kojnpf",  and.  the  Ulcvainia:i  tri-\/oe3cly, 
Reoitnik",  She  cost  of  production  of  the  editions  seized  is  sta.ted 
to  be  more  tho.n  020,000. 

Other  local  Communist  leaders  arrested  in  Ne’.;  York  were  Oscar 
T.  Tj/verov/sky,  a member  of  the  National  S;:ecutive  Committee  of  the 
Communist  Party  and  a.  prominent  leader  in  the  Union  of  Rvissian  V/ork- 
ers,  E.  H.  Neuwald,  manr.gir.g  editor  of  "Elore",,  and  Victor  Wolod.in 
of  tlie  staff  of  "Novy  Mir". 

Details  are  still  meager  as  to  the  Co;untaiists  captured  else- 

vdiere  in  the  countr;;/,  but  Ojnong  the  arrests  of  prhwary  importance 
are  those  of  Adam  Dulski,  secretary  of  the  Coimiunist  Party  in  Cam- 
bridge, Ma.ssa.chusetts,  Harry  Loeb,  a Communist  leadler  in  Mil’.  a.nlvoe, 
Ime  Kaplan,  the  notorious  La-.;rence  strike  le.''d.o'r,  Ana.fros  Xarelius, 
believed  to  be  one  of  the  principal  Lithuani.vn  radlical  leaders  in 
Ne\/  Englt-.nd , and  the  staff  "Stra.Iidnecks",  a Soci.alist  La.bor  paper 
published  in  South.  Bostonv  '" 

Hie  raids  \,-ere  preceded  by  a series  of  an’ests  staged  in  Chi- 
cago on  tile  night  of  Jajiur.ry  1st  by  State  Attorney  Hoyn.e,  -./ho  h.ad 
200  so;',rc-i-v/arra.nts  and  put  under  arrest  upwards  of  200  I.VMV-'s., 
Cosniiunists,  and  other  suspects.  Among  those  arrested  wore  a largo 
number  of  lead.ing  I.W.U.'s,  including'  V/illi.am  D.  K-Vw-ood,  Hioiir.s 
Vri.itehea.d.,  the  present  generr-l  secrotari,,  James  Crai.ley,  secre- 
fciry  of  the  Construction  Workers'  l.W.W.  Union,  George  And.re- 
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vtchine,  the  strike  lecic^.er  from  Mesc^ba  iron  rcin^e  v/hose  dopo^t^.^tion 


}ioxi  been  success fullj;  opposed  by  Ihiix.  Goldrnc/xi  :’-nd  Eliar-beth  Gurley 
Flymi,  it’.rtin  De  Wr.l,  n,n  dlion  IoV/bW.  le^-'-dor  of  3>atch  origin,  r.nd 
C,  E.  Pr-yne,  former  editor  of  "Hov/  Solidc'.rity*,  v/ho  wr-s  r.rrosted  c.t 
h'’ev;port,  Wr.shiiigton.  Both  VZIiitehecxl  nnd  R’.y./ood  v;ere  held  in  bnil 
for  $10,000,  vhile  the  othei*  I.V/.W.’s  were  usually  held  for  $2500.

trial.  Mr.  Hoyie's  series  of  arrests  in  Chicago  provide  the  first 
s\/eepiiTg  test  for  the^  new  Illinois  anti-sync^.ico.list  act.  T]ie  .‘Iraer- 
ican  citizens  arrested  in  the  raid  v/ill  be  tried  under  this  act, 
vdiile  the  aliens  \;ill  be  ^ir.nded  over,  in  the  same  r;r.nner  as  the 
rest  of  the  2900  cases  now  pendi*ig,  to  the  Department  of  Labor  for 
immediate  deportation.

Till  of  the  Buffalo  ConivTunist  Party,  and  Jcjtios  Kendall,  seci^etary  of 
the  old  Left  V/ing  Socialist  ox^o.nizo-tion  in  Buffalo  and  firr-ncial 


secretary  of  the  local  Holders*  Union. 


The  raids  \/ere  conducted,  in  all  cities  where  they  took  place 
v/ith  uniform  success  and  v/ith  a scrupulous  c-dherence  to  orders 


o^gainst  the  use  of  violence.  A groat  many  of  the  men  sought,  how- 
ever, have  escaped  or  are  in  hiding.  Louis  C,  Frainc.  and  Maximilian 
Cohen,  Ale:ainder  Stocklitsky,  and  Nicliolas  Hourvvich,  the  principal 
lookers  of  the  Commuiiist  Party,  are  in  hiding,  and  the  v/ho ireabouts 
of  John  Head  c.lso  remains  a mystery.

on  behalf  of  rny  country  to  state  tliat  the  Workers*  Repxiblic  of  Russia 
v/ill  be  glad  to  offer  an  asylura  to  the  first  group  of  political  ref- 
ugees from  the  United  States'*. 

The  Department  of  Labor  lio.s  asked  Congress  for  a special  fund 
of  yi, 000, 000  to  enforce  the  lav/  against  alien  radicals,  and  §150, 000 
for  escoenses  of  deportation.  V/ith  over  600  deporta.ble  aliens  a.lready 
on  Ellis  Island  and  over  2,000  more  duo  to  arrive  soon,  it  has  been 
necessary  to  request  tlie  use  of  Camp  Upton  as  a concentration  fcrjnp 
for  Reds,  according  to  ii-ctiig  Commissio*ner  of  Immigration  Ulil*  Kiree 
transports,  the  "America,**  the  "President  Grant*',  a/M  "Fitzpatrick", 
are  now  waiting  to  deport  tlie  aliens*  Tlie  proced^^re  of  tne  coming 
deportation  trials  c-ppears  to  be  a little  uncertain*  On  the  one 
ha.nd  the  bail  for  most  of  those  arrested  has  been  placed  at  $1,000, 
under  general  instructions,  it  seems,  of  the  Secretary  of  Labor,  but 
none  of  the  prisoners  ai-e  beii\g  o-llowed  to  go  free  vintil  all  prelimin- 
ary investigations  have  been  held*  These  are  still  going  on  and  show 
no  signs  of  relaxinc.  V^en  the  trials  actually  conrnence,  the  OAithor^- 
ities  a.re  promising  tliat  they  v/ill  he  speeded  up  vex'y  rr.pidly,  out 
John  V/.

The  D;'.tior.al  Executive  Ca.i-.ittcc  o*f  the  Soci.-list  ?-.rty  hxs 
protested  heL.tedl;;,  .x  mi^ht  be  oxrcctod^  ^./air.st  u-.o  .-xtion  of  the 
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c.uthorities*  In  c.  resolution  pressed  on  Jc-mir-ry  5th*  tlie  Comraittoe 
raises  its  voice  ‘^in  eniphc-tic  and  soleimi  protect  apairst  these  activ- 
ities on  the  part  of  hot-headed  and  over-zealous  gv.o-rci._-ns  for  the  safety 
of  the  United  States*',  Tlie  Socialists  attempted  to  introduce  a resolu- 
tion to  this  effect  in  t]ie  New  Yorlc  Board  of  Alcei'meiiy  hut  the  question 
was  immediately  taolecl. 

The  Communist  Labor  Party  issued  a statement  on  January  5th 
including  the  follcwiiig-  .'provocative  words*  '*Let  them  deport,  let  them 
raid,  let  them  suppress  and  confisc:.te.;  it  all  proves  that  ca.pitalism 
is  losing  and  the  workers  e.re  v/innirig.  Our  work  will  go  on  with  ac- 
celerated speed". 

Santeri  Nuoi’teva,  meanwJiile,,  issued  a defiant  statement  on 
January  6th,  making  the  charge  tliat  "V/e  ?..i;,ve  conclv.sive  evidence  that 
agents  of  tlie  Depa-rtinent  of  Justice  lia-ve  actively  pa.i'ticipated  in  the 
organization  of  tlie  CoimiTunist  Pa-rty  of  .Aa'aerioa,  and  tha_t  those  very 
plaiUcs  in  the  progrcuii  of  the  party  v^iicl.  nov;  form  tlie  basis  of  the 
persecutions  of  thousands  of  people  ha.ve  been  drafted  a.nd  inserted  into 
that  program  by  such  gover^iment  agents'-.  Mr,  Nuorteva  forgets*  appareait- 
ly,  tlrrt  a,ll  such  pla.nks  liad  to  be  voted  upon  by  the  bod^r  of  the  conven- 
tion he  s^ieaks  of,  at  which  tine  most  of  th.em  were  very  scrupulously  ex- 
amined by  the  delega.tes.  It  is  quite  safe  to  conclude  tha,t  nothing  was 
passed  in  Chicago  which  did  not  represe;./c  the  ca'xion  mind  of  the  delegates 
ma-king  up  the  Coinnunist  convention. 

Nuorteva  also  sta.tes:  "\7e  crui  prove  tha-t  the  chief  figu.res  in 

certain  celebrated  bomb  plots  i/ore  agents  of  a similar  nature"*  He  hones 
to  be  able  to  prove  these  things  before  the  Senate  Committee,  but  it  seemf: 
likely  now,  in  viev;  of  the  rapid  movements  of  the  la-st  few  days,  that  a 
more  summary  disposition  of  the  cases  of  Itirtens  a-nd  I'Tuortevc,  v/ill  be  made 
tha-n  could  be  accomplislied  by  Senate  proceedings. 

Tlie  principa-1  organization  of  the  radicals  ncr./  being  utilized 
to  comba-t  the  deportation  raids  is  tlie  joint  group  of  Workers*  Defense 
a.nd  otlier  civil  liberties  societies  formed  last  fall  nnd  nov;  o^-nex-atlng 
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through  the  "Workers*  Defense  Union",  c.t  the  People's  House,  7 E,  15th 
Street,  Nev/  York  City.  Coranittoes  representing  t2ie  Ncitionc.1  Civil  Lib- 
erties Burec-u,  the  vr-rious  Connunist  pr.rties,  the  Politioc,!  Amnesty 
League,  the  Hussian  Labor  Red  Cross  organiza.tions,  and  other  Russian  so- 
cieties, are  meeting  da,ily  at  the  People's  House  under  the  auspices  of 
the  Workers'  Defense  Union,  and  are  providing  "comforts  and  necessities 
of  life"  for  the  deportees.  Ihe  most  in^orta.nt  work  is  that  proyiding 
legal  assistance  for  the  Conmunists  v/ho  v/ish  to  make  a fight  to  remain 
in  this  country,  Cliarles  Recht  and  Harry  V/einberger,  the  Communist 
attorneys,  are  in  charge  of  this  work,  and  Eleanor  Fitzgerald,  former 
"associate"  of  Alexander  Berkman,  is  operating  through  the  Political 
Amnesty  League  in  charge  of  providing  t2ie  deportees  wiCi  comforts  and 


necessities,  Otliers  of  t!ie  gjj-’iucipals  cooperating  in  t!iis  v/ork  are  Eliz- 
abeth Gurley  Flynn,  of  the  Roger  H.  Baldwin  of  the  Civil  Liber- 

ties Bureau,  Rose  Pastor  Stokes  and  Harry  Winitsky  of  the  Communist  Party, 
and  Fred  Biedenka.pp  and  Simon  Schachter  of  the  Workers'  Defense  Union, 

It  is  claimed  that  these  leaders  liave  fuiids  a. t tlieir  disposal 
of  severa.l  million  dollars,  but  tliere  is  little  evidence  to  support  tha.t 
fact.  Much  of  the  money  in  their  possession  has  come  to  tliem  in  the 
form  of  small  contributions  from  radicals,  altho\3gh  there  are  a select 
fev/  '.7ho  ai’e  the  consta.nt  reliance  for  large  contributions  a.t  short  notice, 
Tliese  for  the  most  part  are  well  known  to  tlie  a.uthorities  and  ane  expected 
to  be  shortly  u:der  more  adoqua.te  control. 

V/ith  half  of  the  official  press  of  the  Communist  Pa.rty  now  under 
the  ban,  and  more  tiia.n  a third  of  their  better  lcno->m  leaders,  together 
with  a substantial  portion  of  the  raiik  and  file,  apprehended  by  the  State, 
the  Conmtmist  Pa.rty  lias  und.oubtedly  been  dealt  a very  severe  blow.  Tlie 
Conmunist  La.bor  Party  having  a relatively  mucli  less  number  of  aliens,  itr 
membership  has  suffered  less,  but  as  a whole  rdien  radicalism  in  America 


lic.s  suffered  its  most  dcxiaging  blow  since  the  Armistice. 


VICTOR  BERGER  -iND  OmER  SOCIALIST  POLIPICIiiMS; 

It  is  reported  in  tJie  Socialist  press  that  Jrjnes  R.  Mann,  formerly 
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at  present  over  fifteen  hundred  members,  all  of  whom  are  ex-^officers 
and  soldiers  who  have  coto  back  from  the  war.

The  Cwmnissioner  has  also  been  instructed  to  deliver  to  Mr.  Berk- 
shire, Inspector  of  Immigration  accOTipanying  these  aliens,  the  two 
messjiges  from  the  Coimniesioner  General  of  Immigration  contained  in 
the  letter  of  January  10  from  the  Commissioner  General  to  the  Chief  of 
the  Russian  Division.  He  has  also  been  instructed  to  inform  Mr.  Berk- 
shire that  he  should  telegraph/the  Department  of  Labor  messages  from 
any  hea^is  of  families  who  may  be  among  the  deported  aliens,  respecting 
their  wishes  as  to  the  future  movements  of  their  familiea.

The  Attorney  General  of  the  United  States  is  the  officer  intrusted 
with  the  duty  of  enforcing  the  laws  against  the  enemies,  of  the 
Republic,  and  his  judgment  should  have  great  influence  with  Con- 
gress regarding  the  legislation  required.  During  the  war  Congress 
cast  partisanchip  aside  and  ungrudgingly  gave  the  administration 
every  weapon  it  desired  for  the  national  defense.  Now  that  the  nation 
is  threatened  by  a sinister  ehem^»frbm  within,  why  should  partisan- 
ship be  permitted  to  intervene  and  obstruct  the  Department  of 
Justice  in  carrying  out  its  work?

I am  further  desired  to  request  that  in  the  event  of  the  deporta- 
tion of  such  alleys  being  oidered  frem  the  United  States  direct  to 
Siberia,  you  may  be  so  good  as  to  keep  me  Inforned  of  their  names, 
and  of  tbe  ships  by  which  they  are  to  be  transported  to  that  destina-

You  will  recall  that 
the  latTianauthoritie.  undertook  to  transiort  the  deportees 
across  Latvia  to  the  Soviet  frontier  against  reimbursement  of 
the  cost,  of  this  traneprtation,  a«i  that  the  Latvian  authorities 
desired  to  receive  flour  in  lieu  of  money  payment.  At  the  time 
the  decision  was  male  to  land  the  deportees  in  Finland  the  Latvian 
authorities  had  already  incurred  some  actual  expense  in  making 
preparations  to  receive  the  deported  aUens.  The  American  Com- 
ndssloner  fbr  the  Baltic  Provinoes  of  Buss  la,  Mr.  J.  A.  Oade  at 
Riga,  who  miae  tl*  armagements  with  the  Latvian  authorities, 
now  urges  tlat  in  view  of  the  readiness  shown  to  meet  the  desires 
of  the  American  Oorerm-nt.  that  the  Utvlan  authorities  he  pie- 
sen  ted  with  the  snail  quantity  of  twent^four  tons  of  flour  agreed 
upon  in  the  premises.

The  Bureau  has  received  your  letter  of  the  7th  ultimo,  aalclng 
wliettaer  or  not  there  la  any  baala  for  the  rumors  "that  the  families  of 
the  deported  end  Interned  aliens  are  suffering."  It  la  assuioad  that  you 
hare  reference  to  aliens  of  the  ao-oalled  "radical"  class,  some  of  wh>m 
were  deported  from  the  port  of  Mow  York  on  a vessel  sailing  Deoembor  21, 

1919,  and  sobb  of  whom  are  still  detained  at  various  places  In  the  United 
States,  pending  the  conpletlon  of  the  hearings  in  their  cases.  Of  tho 
latter  class,  a groat  maxiy  have,  of  course,  been  relsaood  temporarily  on 
bonds  — a privllego  which  has  boon  extendi  to  all  who  have  boon  arrested. 

Vlille  certain  representations  have  been  made  to  the  Bureau  that 
the  faiallles  of  some  of  the  men  in  question  are  In  want , no  oonorete  evi- 
dence of  this  fact  has  been  placed  before  It.  That  such  a condition  could 
possibly  prevail  Is  quite  easy  to  understand,  however,  unless  they  may  be 
able  to  obtain  relief  from  soras  other  source,  7;hllo  the  situation  may  bo 
regarded  as  very  unfortunate.  Indeed,  It  should  be  borne  In  mind  that  these

At  the  2?resent  time  I do  not  Icnov/  of  any  cases  of  the 
class  referred  to  v/here  deportation  will  be  required  under  our  law  at 
the  expense  of  the  French  Line,  but  it  may  bo  well  for  the  Bureau  to 
tahe  such  action  as  is  deemed  proper,  possibly  throu^i  tlie  State  pe- 
partment,  to  eliminate  any  possible  controversies  lihely  to  arise.

anarchist  and  kindred  classes*  who  nay  havo  wives  farailies 
residing  In  the  United  rotates.  Doubtless  the  ruling  you  havo 
in  mind  is  the  informal  one  nado  by  him  a few  days  in  advaa.ee 
of  the  sailing  of  the  "Buford,"  vtfiich  had  reference  to  tho 
members  of  the  Union  of  Russian  Vtorkers  who  v/oro  sohoduled 
for  retvirn  to  Russia  via  that  vessel.  This  ruling  did  not 
extend  to  any  relatives  of  the  aliens  about  to  bo  deported 
other  than  the  wives  and  children,  or  possibly  to  a stato- 
mont  ,in  answer  to  a oorresj^ondont , that  the  matter  of  permit- 
ting wives  aM  children  of  deportees  to  Russia  to  aocoapany 
them  would  bo  given  consideration.

became  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  never  swore  allegiance 
to  any  of  the  Baltic  States  and  they  are  therefore  citizens 
and  subjects  of  Russia,  Some  of  these  men  came  from  Provinces, 
now  claimed  by  Poland  and  Lithuania,  together  with  the  Pro-

When  at  Ellis  Island  on  Satui'day  I was  in- 
formed that  it  was  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  ship 
aliens,  who  are  charged  with  being  anarchists  and  who  came 
from  the  above  mentioned  Provinces  or  other  Provinces , now  be- 
longing to  the  independent  state  of  Poland,  to  Danzig,  which 
port  was  given  to  Poland  by  the  Peace  Treaty.

of  the  Kussians  sent  on  the  Buford.  There  was  considerable 
discussion  prior  to  their  deportation  that  they  would  be  sent 
to  either  Kolchak  or  Denikin  and  that  would  have  meant  the 
death  of  these  men,  had  they  been  sent  to  the  above  mentioned. 

I am  reliably  informed  that  if  these  men  are  sent 
to  Danzig  or  any  place  outside  of  Soviet  Russia  that  they 
would  be  either  executed  or  put  in  prison  for  an  indefinite 
time  or  forced  to  join  the  White  Array,  opposed  to  "Bolsheviks”. 

It  is  no  doubt  the  policy  of  your  Department  to  do 
nothing  that  would  jeopardize  the  lives  of  any  of  these  men 
or  cause  their  imprisonment  or  endanger  them  in  any  way.  It 
would  furthermore  cause  unpleasant  c onplications  with  the  Rus- 
sian Government  of  which  Government  they  ape  subjects  and 
citizens. 

You  will  theref  o*e  give  this  matter  the  consideration 
that  It  merits. 

I repeat  that  under  no  circumstances  should  these 
men  be  sent  to  Danzig  but  some  other  route  can  undoubtedly 
be  found  that  would  enable  them  to  reach  Soviet  Russia. 

I suggested  to  Mr.  Caminetti  that  these  men  be 
shipped  to  Constanza,  a port  in  I^oumania,  and  from  there  to 
trans-ship  to  Odessa,  which  I am  reliably  informed  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Soviet  Government.

AllD 

THE  MOP'ERM'  school. 

Francisco  Ferrer,  anarchist  and  anti-clerical,  ;vas  executed 
in  Spain  in  1910.  His  last  words  were  "LONG  LIVE  THE  MODERN 
SCHOOL . " 

Shortly  after  his  death  several  persons  came  together  and 
planned  to  perpetuate  his  name  and  to  establish  a school  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  out  his  ideas  of  revolutionary  education. 

t 

About  1911  the  Modern  School,  or  the  Prsncisco  Ferrer 
School  was  founded.  It  was  located  on  East  14th  Streat  and  was, 

I believe,  known  at  that  time  only  as  the  Francisco  Ferrer 
school.  later  the  school  was  moved  to  East  107th  St- , New  York 
City,  (The  number  was  103  East).  A sign  was  displayed  on  this 
building  which  read,  "THE  FRANCISCO  FERRER  aSSOUIATION^' 


There  was  a restaurant  in  the  basement;  the  school  room 
was  on  the  second  floor;  there  was  an  art  school  on  the  third 
floor  and  some  living  rooms  on  the  fourth  floor. 

In  1915  (and  at  this  time  the  "board  of  directors"  consist 
ed  of  1E0N;JID  D.  j^BOTT,  hllPQlYTE  HAVEL.  JOE  COHEN  and  aXEC 
^ERME^T  some  land  was  ourchas eel  near  .i"belt"on  , I*.  J. , and  the 
scKcol  removed  there.  The  land  at  Stelton  was  purchased  by 
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a syndicate  (understood  to  be  160  acres)  and  sold  in  lota  to 
members  of  the  Francisco  Ferrer  Association,  to  be  paid  for  in^ 
installments  or  as  they  vmuld  . 

Among  those  present  at  the  first  meeting  after  the  execu- 
tion of  Francisco  Ferrer  were  LiSOIlAHi)  D.  A3B0TT;  HARRlf  ZEXLY; 
HIPPOLYTE  HAVEL;  iiI.HA  OOIEHAH  and  AIEZAMDER  BER2MAH. 

These,  and  stne  fev;  others,  are  referred  to  as  "the  old 
guard"  by  anarchists.  Since  its  incipience  the  Ferrer  A.ssocia- 
tion  and  school  has  been  the  headquarters  in  the  United  States 
for  anarchists  and  a rendezvous  for.  all  radicals.  It  was  a 
propaganda  station  for  teaching  and  dissemination  of  the  idea 
that  all  our  schools  and  colleges  are  "a  farce" ...  that  'cap- 
italists are  wicked  and  tyrants  and  a menace  to  society,  and 
governments  were  only  to  oppress  the  poor  and  protect  the  rich". 

The  library  was  made  up  almost  entirely  cf  prohibited 
literature  and  books  of  instruction  in  the  ideas  and  principles 
of  anarchism.  A number  of  these  books  give  advice  on  direct 
action,  such  as  the  killing  of  an  official  or  other  individuals, 
and  on  "demonstrations  against  the  social  system". 

Anyone  having  served  a term  in  prison  for  "policital 
offences"  was  feted  and  spoken  of  as  a hero.  The  majority  of 
the  members  were  lazy  sentimentalists  and  ignorant  devotees  of 
the  leaders. 

It  is  the  boast  of  the  leading  anarchists  that  the  school 
at  Stelton  is  the  headquarters  for  education  in  anarchism,  and 
they  claim  that  the  minds  of  the  children  are  imbued  with  the 
ideas  of  communism.  ' 

The  games  of  the  children  in  the  school  at  Stelton  con- 
sist of  playing  "little  Soviets"  and  little  councils." 

ISQNARI)  ABflQTT:  extolled  the  virtues  and  doctrines 
of  Carl  Berg,  Cart  Ha ^ on  and  Arthur  Caron,  at  the  burial  of 
the  latter  after  they  had  been  blown  to  pieces  in  an  explosion 
of  d3mamite  in  their  apartment  on  Lexington  Avenue,  Hew  York 
City,  July  4th,  1915.  At  a mass  meeting  held  "in  memoriam" 
at  Union  Square,  Abbott  propounded  the  theories  of  "violence" 
and  justified  the  attempt  of  Berg,  Hanson  and  Caron  to  "fight 
oppression  with  force"  (or  words  to  that  effect.)  Berg,  Hanson, 
and  oaron  were  manufacturing  an  explosive  machine  and  it  is 
tha  opinion  of  those  in  charge  of  the  B.  Y.  Police  Beiartraent 
at  the  time,  and  the  c onfi denti ail  opinion  of  all  good  anarchists 
that  the  infernal  machine  was  intended  for  use  against  John  B. 
Rockfeller,  Sr.  at  his  Tarrytown,  H.  Y.  home  on  July  4th,  1915. 
It  is  further  gossiped  among  anarchists  "in  the  knoiv"  that  one 
J.  J.  MURPHY,  who  miraculously  excaped  death  ’^hen  the  infernal 
machine  exploded  in  Caron’s  apartment,  secured  his  "getaway", 
money  from  leonard  1).  Abbott  and  one  hundred  dollars  was  given 
to  Murphy  by  jibbott  in  the  presence  of  iilexandei  Beikmsn  and 
two  other  people  to  enable  Murphy  to  "disappear

Dear  Sir; 

I received  your  letter  of  April  12,  1920,  complaining  of  the 
"stupid"  ruliHi^  of  the  I'reasury  Departneat  that  Victory  notes  are  not 
acceptable  as  security  in  lieu  of  sureties  on  aliens’  bail  bonds.  I 
should  be  glad  to  liave  Victory  notes  acceptable  as  security  in  these 
cases,  but  in  so  far  as  the  treasury  Departirient  is  concerned,  yoxir 
queries  are  completely  answered  by  ^Treasury  Department  Circular 
154r,  dated  June  30,  1919,  and  the  provisions  of  Section  1320  of  the 
Bevenue  Act  of  1916  q^uoted  in  said  circular,  under  v;hich  only  United 

States  bonds  are  autliorized  to  be  accepted  as  seciirity  in  lieu  of 

♦ 

sureties  on  penal  bonds.  Victory  notes  are  not  bonds,  and  do  not, 
therefore,  come  within  the  provisions  of  Section  1320  of  the  Revenue 
Act  authorizing  the  acceptance  of  United  States  bonds.  l*his  is  made 
clear  by  the  provisions  of  Section  1 of  the  Victorj^  Liberty  Loan  Act, 
approved  harch  3,  1919,  a copy  of  which  is  enclosed,  to  the  effect  that 
the  word  bond  or  bonds  shall  not  be  deeiced  to  include  Victory  notes, 
except  in  certain  specified  statutory  provisions  \7hich  do  not  include 
Action  1520  of  the  Hev'enue  Act.  *2he  Secretary  of  the  2‘reasury  is 
without  power  to  alter  the  provisions  of  the  statutes  and  therefore 
felt  obliged  to  exclude  Victor:/  notes  from  the  terms  of  the  circular,

This  natter  has  been  taken  up,  by  virtue  of  comnunications  from  the 
State  Departraont,  with  officials  of  that  Department  on  their  receipt,  Hr. 

Poole,  who  had  charge  of  such  matters,  representing  the  State  Department. 

It  was  then  agreed  that  the  proposal  of  Ur.  Weinberger  could  not  be  accepted, 
as  such  action  v;ould  not  be  in  consonance  with  the  policy  of  the  Department 
of  State  with  regard  to  the  status  of  Soviet  Russia,  the  Soviet  Government 
not  having  been  recognised  by  this  Government.  Discussion  of  the  subject 
took  place  at  different  times,  and  this  attitude  was  agreed  upon  throughout. 

Looking  at  the  matter  from  the  standpoint  of  this  Department,  it  beir^  the 
one  responsible  concerning  deportations,  it  was  considered  by  the  Bureau  inad- 
visable to  countenance  any  proposal  of  the  character  made  by  Ur,  ViZ&inborger. 

Outside  of  the  question  involved  that  to  do  so  would  be  liKilrectly  a dealing 
with  the  Soviet  government  and  to  that  extent  a recognition  of  it,  there  is  the 
question  that  if  such  arrangements  were  made  there  is  no  guarantee  that  alien 
deportees  will  be  taken  to  Soviet  Russia,  and  it  is  incumbent  upon  the  Depart- 
ment in  making  deportations  to  bo  in  a position  to  certify  that  it  has  deported 
to  the  country  to  which  deportation  has  been  ordered. 

The  opinion  that  the  Bureau  has,  and  has  had  for  the  last  two  months,  on  this 
subject  is  that  transportation  could  not  have  been  secured  to  Soviet  Russia, 
as  efforts  have  been  made  in  conjunction  with  the  various  representatives  of  the 
transportation  companies  after  suggesting  to  them  every  conceivable  way  of  reach- 
ing Soviet  Russia  to  secure  transportation  for  the  purpose,  but  without  sixjcess. 
The  Bureau  even  went  so  far  as  to  endeavor  to  secure  a ship  from  Antwerp,  to  vftiich 
point  transportation  could  have  been  secured  upon  our  own  Government  vessels, 
thence  transshipping  to  ai^  point  that  would  reach  Soviet  Russia,  That  also*  • 
was  not  successful. 

As  indicated  in  recent  memoranda  to  your  office  concerning  opportunities  to 
transport  to  Soviet  Russia,  the  Bureau  has  assurance  that  the  ports  of  Roval  and 
Petrograd,  as  well  as  other  ports  in  the  Baltic,  will  be  clear  of  ice  and  naviga- 
tion practicable  on  and  after  Hay  1st.  This  leaves  the  situation  as  follows* 

(a)  The  Government  can  send  deportees  destined  to  Soviet  Russia  to  Antwerp 
on  Government  vessels  engaged  regularly  in  the  traffic,  but  acccfunts  as  late  as 
during  the  last  four  days  indicate  that  it  has  not  been  possible  to  make  ar- 
rangements for  transshipment  from  Antwerp  to  a port  that  will  reach  Soviet 
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Russia. 

(b)  The  proposal  to  utilize  Munnanslc  in  ^Wthern  Russia,  via  ^rgen, 
as  was  mentioned  in  previous  memoranda,  is  awaiting  reply  from  liie  Norwegian 
companies,  three  of  vAiich  are  engaged  in  the  traffic,  two  as  far  as  Varda,  in 
Norway,  and  one  to  Bergen,  Norway,  Reports  within  <4ie  last  four  days  indicate 
that  they  are  not  in  position  to  make  arrangements  to  take  suoh  passen^rs  to 
Hurmanslc,  but  were  considering  the  matter  furtiior,  si^jposedly  with  their 
goverrmeiit . 

(c)  Present  conditions  in  Grennaiy  and  lack  of  infomiation  concemiig 
transportation  facilities  make  it  impracticable  to  consider  the  proposal  of 
sending  people  overland  to  Soviet  RusBia  from  Antwerp* 

(d)  At  this  writing,  with  the  knowledge  that  Reval  will  be  open  to  navi- 
gation thither  from  and  after  the  1st  of  May,  the  only  praotloable  method  is 
to  reqxBst  the  use  of  a Govemmotit  vessel  from  the  War  Department  or  the  U.  S« 
Shipping  Board,  to  transfer  from  New  York  all  deportees  destiied  to  Soviet  Rus- 
sia via  Reval;  or,  to  continue  the  effort  to  transfer  such  d^ortees  to  Ant- 
werp by  the  present  Government  vessels  plying  regularly  betweai  New  York  and 
Antwerp,  and  secure  from  the  Shippir^  Board,  or  from  private  con?)anie8,  tiens- 

portation  to  Reval. 

Yhe  Bureau  nfiiintains  that  the  Government  of  the  United  States  is  con^tent 
to  seni  these  aliens  to  Soviet  Russia  as  soon  as  it  is  practicable  to  do  so, 
aid  that  the  utilization  of  proposals  such  as  those  made  by  Kr.  Weinberg r 
should  not  be  considered.  It  goes  vdlhout  saying  that  if  any  private  individual 
can  secure  transportation  for  these  people,  there  can  be  no  question  that  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  can  do  so* 

fViQ  question  of  the  number  of  deportees  has  had  to  be  taken  into  con- 
sideration, and  a recoraraendation  for  the  use  of  a Government  vessel,  while 
contemplated,  has  not  been  made  vdiile  the  ports  of  Reval  and  Petrograd  were 
known  to  be  icebound,  aid  while  the  than  pending  cases  were  still  undecided. 

For  it  was  considered  that  if  a ship  is  to  be  secured  we  ou^t  to  wait  until 
action  has  been  taken  on  all  the  cases  that  were  ponding  during  the  past  two  weeks 
as  well  as  those  tiiat  are  expected  to  come  into  the  Departaent  during  the  bal- 
ance of  this  month*  It  now  appears  not  ohly  probable  but  practically  certain 
that  the  bulk  of  the  outstanding  cases  will  be  in  and  acted  i^on  befbre  the 
eid  of  this  month.  Therefore  ti»  Bureau  recommends  that  steps  be  taton 
with  the  War  Department  with  a view  of  securing  a ship  for  departure  on  or 
about  May  1st,  either  for  Reval  or  Petrograd,  according  to  ^ioh  is  the  better 
port,  aid  with  that  end  in  view  preparations  be  made  to  get  ready  all  those 
who  are  now,  aid  such  as  may  hereafter  be,  ordered  deported,  so  that  all  will 

be  in  raadiness. 

It  is  further  reooraraanded  that  the  United  States  Shipping  Board  be  oonsrolted, 
with  a view  of  ascertainiiK  if  equal  or  better  facilities  c™t  be  obtained  for  t 

the  proposed  movement.

Mr.  Moses,  from  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  submitted 

the  following 

REPORT. 

[Pursuant  to  S.  Res.  263.] 

By,  resolution  of  the  Senate  adopted  December  20,  1919,  the  Com- 
mittee on  Foreign  Relations,  through  the  full  committee  or  by  a 
subcommittee,  was  authorized  to  malte  inquiry  into  the  status  and 
activities  of  Ludwig  C.  A.  K.  Martens,  the  representative  in  this 
country  of  the  Soviet  regime  in  Russia. 

On  the  23d  of  December  a subcommittee  was  designated  to  deal 
witli  the  subject,  and  its  membership  comprised  Messrs.  Moses, 
Borah,  Knox,  Pomerene,  and  Shields.  Messrs.  Knox  and  Pomerene 
found  it  impossible  to  render  the  necessary  service,  and  the^  w'ero 
replaced  by  the  appointment  of  Messrs.  Brandegce  and  Pittman, 
resj)cctively. 

Subsequently,  the  Senate,  bv  resolution,  authorized  the  subcom- 
mittee to  employ  counsel,  an<i  the  Hon.  Wade  II.  EIUs,  of  Ohio, 
was  retained  in  this  capacity.  Mr.  Kllis  was  assisted  by  John  B. 
Trevor,  Esq.,  of  New  York  City,  who  sen’ed  the  committee  gratu- 
itously and  whose  knowledge  gained  through  service  with  tlie  Lusk 
committee  was  of  great  value. 

The  resolution  under  which  the  committee  acted  was  as  follows: 

[Senate  reaolutioo  263,  Slzty*«ixtb  CongreiiB,  necood  •etHloo.] 

Whereas  one  Ludwig  C.  A.  K.  Martens  claims  to  he  an  ambassador  to  the 
T’nited  States  from  the  Russian  Soviet  Government;  and 
Whereas,  according  to  newspui>er  reports,  he  refuses  to  answer  certain  ques- 
tions before  the  Lusk  Investigating  committee  in  the  city  of  New  York,  a 
committee  appointed  to  Investigate  pn)paganda  against  this  Government,  on 
the  ground  that  he  Is  such  amhussador  arid  entitled  to  diplomatic  prlvllegea; 
and 

Whereas  said  Martens  has  headquarters  In  the  city  of  New  York  and  is  alleged 
to  he  directing  propaganda  against  this  Government;  and 
Whereas,  according  to  his  testimony  before  said  Lusk  committee,  he  came  to 
this  country  as  a German  citizen  and  Is  a member  of  the  Communist  Party', 
pledged  to  overthrow  capitalistic  systems  of  government  the  world  over ; and 
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2 BUSSIAN  PROPAGANDA. 

Wtiereas  said  Martens,  according  to  hJa  said  testimony,  regards  this  Goverb*^ 
• ment  as  a capitalistic  government : Now.  therefore,  be  It 

Retolved,  That  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  is  hereby  authorized  and 
•directed,  tlirough  the  full  committee  or  through  any  subcommittee  thereof,  to 
investigate  as  speedily  as  possible  the  status  of  said  Martens;  what  alleged 
government  or  power  in  Eurot>e  he  represents;  what,  if  any,  recognition  of 
any  kind  has  been  accorded  him  by  this  Government;  whether  or  not  he  is  an 
alien  enemy;  what  propaganda,  if  any,  he  is  currying  on  for  the  overthrow 
of  governments;  and  all  facts  and  circumstances  relating  to  his  activities  m 
this  country  and  his  alleged  diplomatic  representation,  and  all  facts  relative 
to  tlie  activities  of  any  other  party,  parties,  or  organization  bearing  upon  or 
ndatlng  to  Russian  propagniuYn  In  this  country,  and  make  report  to  the  Senate 
of  such  tindings. 

Tile  said  committee  Is  hereby  empowered  to  sit  and  act  at  such  time  ir.id 
place  us  it  may  deem  necessary ; to  retjulre,  by  subpoena  or  otherwise,  the 
attendance  of  witnesses,  the  production  of  books,  papers,  and  documents;  to 
employ  stenographers  at  a cost  not  exceeding  $1  per  printed  page.  The  chair- 
man  of  the  committee,  or  any  member  thereof,  may  administer  oaths  to  wit- 
nesses. Subpoenas  for  witnesses  shall  be  issued  under  the  signature  of  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  or  subcommittee  thereof.  Every  person  who,  huviug 
been  summone<i  os  a witness  by  authority  of  said  committee  or  any  subcom- 
mittee thereof,  wlllfuily  makes  default,  or  who,  having  appeared,  refuse.s  to 
answer  any  question  iiertlnent  to  the  Investigullou  heretofore  authorized,  .shall 
be  held  to  the  i>enalties  provided  by  section  102  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  the 
United  States. 

The  expense  thereof  shall  be  paid  from  the  contingent  fund  of  the  Senate,  on 
vouchers  orderetl  by  said  commlttc^e.  signed  by  the  chairman  thereof,  and 
approved  by  the  Committee  on  Contlngeiit  Expenses. 

The  subcommittee  held  its  first  meeting  January  12,  and  continued 
its  sessions  from  time  to  time  until  March  29,  when  the  hearings 
were  formally  declared  closed.  It  was  the  constant  purpose  of  the 
subcommittee*  to  restrict  the  inquiry  to  the  narrow  lines  set  for  it 
by  the  resolution  above  cited,  and  this  effort  was  measurably  suc- 
cessful, although,  as  is  natural  in  cases  where  counsel  appear-— Mar- 
tens being  represented  by  former  Senator  Thomas  W.  Hardwick,  of 
Georgia — much  matter  of  a controversial  or  argumentative  nature 
will  be  found  in  the  record. 

Inasmuch  as  the  major  line  of  inquiry  under  the  resolution  dealt 
with  the  subject  of  Martens’s  activities  in  this  country,  the  com- 
mittee deemed  Martens  himself  to  be  the  most  competent  source  of 
information.  Accordingly,  he  was  the  chief  and  almost  the  only 
witness  to  be  heard,  and  his  examination  was  developed  naturally 
along  the  lines  of  his  ow'n  admissions  and  from  documentary  assist- 
ance, which  in  substantially  every  case  was  fully  authenticated  be- 
fore being  made  use  of. 

The  ri^its  of  Martens  were  fully  protected  not  only  through  the 
presence  of  his  counsel,  who  sat  with  him  from  the  beginning  of 
the  inquiry  to  the  end,  whereas  four  sessions  of  the  committee  were 
held  before  suitable  counsel  could  be  obtained  for  it;  and  he  was 
permitted  at  the  outset  to  state  his  case  from  prepared  manuscript 
with  the  utmost  vigor  of  expression  and  with  only  slight  interruption 
or  interrogatory.  The  committee  deems  this  .statement  essential  by 
reason  of  Martens’s  protest  in  the  closing  days  of  the  inquiry  that 
he  had  not  been  permitted  to  make  suitable  explanatory  replies  to 
the  inquiry  to  which  he  had  been  subjected.  On  this  point  the  rec- 
ord will  speak  for  itself. 

The  committee  finds  itself  unable  to  reconcile  the  self-evident  con- 
tradiction in  much  of  Martens’s  testimony.  He  is  a thorough  liu- 
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'^ist,  he  was  aided  by  able  counsel,  and  his  previous  examination 
by  a joint  committee  of  tlie  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  York 
had  fortified  him  for  the  line  of  inquiry  which  was  pursued  here. 
In  consequence,  it  is  unnecessair  to  go  beyond  the  record  to  sustain 
the  findings  of  the  committee  lurtlier  than  to  point  out  certain  in- 
evitable and  wholly  warrantable  deductions. 

Following  seriatim  the  items  of  inquiry  enumerated  in  the  reso- 
lution of  the  Senate,  the  status  of  Martens  is  disclosed  by  the  testi- 
mony under  several  heads : 

(1)  What  alleged  Government  or  power  in  Europe  does  he  rep- 
resent? 

His  credentials  (p.  14)  were  issued  by  the  “People’s  Commis- 
sariat of  Foreign  Affairs”  of  the  “Russian  Socialist  Federated 
Soviet  Republic,”  from  Moscow,  under  date  of  January  2,'  1919. 
They  were  signed  by  G.  Chichearin,  “ People’s  Commissar  for  For- 
eign Affairs,”  and  were  sealed  with  the  official  seal  of  the  commis- 
sariat. This  Government,  as  was  brought  out  in  the  course  of  the 
testimony  (p.  23),  was  set  up  in  November,  1917,  by  a counter- 
revolution to  the  movements  of  March  in  that  year,  which  had 
accomplished  the  overthrow  of  the  dynasty  and  government  of  the 
Romanoff  Czars.  This  republic  operates  under  a constitution,  bv 
the  terms  of  which  (p.  ICO)  “all  property  rights  in  the  lanJ, 
treasures  of  the  earth,  water,  forest,  and  fundamental  natural  re- 
sources within  its  boundaries  are  abolished”  ; which  confirms  “the 
transfer  of  all  banks  into  the  ownership”  of  the  Government;  by 
which  there  “ pass  over  without  indemnification  to  the  dispo.si- 
tion  * • ♦ of  the  county,  provincial,  regional,  and  Federal  so- 
viets,” all  private  live  stock  and  inventoried  property  of  nonlabor- 
ing homesteads;  and  under  which  “private  merchants,  trade  and 
commercial  brokers”  (p.  162);  “monks  and  clergy  of  all  denomi- 
nations” (p.  194),  and  in  general  all  persons  who  do  not  “perform 
useful,  social  functions”  (p.  163),  have  no  right  either  to  vote  or 
to  be  voted  for. 

For  instance  (p.  39)  Martens  explained  that  a man  who  owns  a 
farm  in  Russia  and  who  leases  it  to  another  may  not  vote  or  be  voted 
for.  Under  this  constitution  all  banlcs  were  converted  into  a state 
monopoly  (p.  168),  and  holdings  of  bonds  in  excess  of  10,000  rubles 
were  confiscated  (p.  169) ; these  confiscations  having  taken  place 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  and  were  confirmed  by  that 
instrument.  _ Under  this  constitution  no  Ru.ssian  is  permitted 'to  in- 
vest his  capital  or  to  ship  it  out  of  the  country  or  to  receive  interest 
upon  it  (p,  173),  This  constitution  also  provides  for  the  disanning 
of  the  property  classes,  the  arminc  of  “all  toilers”  and  tlie  organ- 
ization of  “ a Socialist  red  army  ” (p.  164).  Under  this  constitution, 
in  an  election,  the  records  are  received  by  a Soviet  (p.  200)  which 
appoints  a commission  of  verification;  which  in  turn  reports  back 
to  the  Soviet  and  the  Soviet  “decides  the  question  when  tliere'is  a 
doubt  as  to  which  candidate  is  elected.”  By  this  means  deputic.s  are 
elected  to  “the  All-Russian  Congress  of  Soviets”  and  by  this  con- 
gress the  prime  minister  is  chosen,  to  hold  office  during  the  pleasure 
of  his  electorates  (p.  200). 

From  this  government  Martens  took  his  letters  of  credence  as 
above  stated ; and  there  were  later  supplemented,  under  date  of  May 
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» 

25,  1919  (p,  14),  by  a further  certificate  siraed  by  Chicherin 
addressed  “ To  whom  it  may  concern,”  in  wmch  Martens  was  given 
certain  authorization  to  take  over  and  administer  all  property  in 
America  “ belonging  to  the  Russian  Federative  Socialist  Soviet  Re- 
public” and  to  exercise  further  functions  cognate  to  those  of  a diplo- 
matic or  consular  representative. 

Aside  from  his  own  declarations  the  committee  found  no  means 
to  ascertain  Martens’s  real  mission  in  the  United  States,  His  let- 
ters of  credence  and  documents  supplementary  thereto  were  not  in 
a form  to  warrant  his  assumption  of  diplomatic  privilege.  They 
were  not  indeed  even  in  the  form  attaching  to  the  commission  upon 
• which  a consular  officer  receives  his  exequatur.  The  policy  which 
he  adopted  in  pursuance  of  his  authorization  as  he  interpreted  it 
was  equally  unique  and  nebulous.  For  example,  he  protested 
throughout  the  entire  course  of  his  examination  that  his  sole  purpose 
in  this  country  was  to  establish  and  develop  cordial  relations  be- 
tween Soviet  Itussia  and  the  United  States,  especially  through  the 
building  up  of  commercial  intercourse.  In  support  of  this  purpose 
he  declared  that  he  had  attempted  to  enter  into  contractual  relations 
with  many  American  enterprises  to  whom  he  offered  contracts  for 
tools,  machinei-y,  clothing,  etc.,  to  be  sent  to  Russia.  These  proffers,  ' 
however,  proved  to  be  wholly  tentative;  and  the  form  of  contract 
which  he  employed  in  the  few  instances  where  such  engagements 
were  executed  was  wholly  unilateral  and  the  burden  not  only  of  sup'- 
plying  the  w’ares  in  question,  but  of  securing  their  shipment  to  Soviet 
Russia,  was  placed  entirely  upon  the  producer  and  no  earnest  money 
was  ever  deposited  in  a jingle  instance;  while  the  American  contrac- 
tor by  one  means  or  another  was  led  to  bring  pressure  upon  the 
(jovernment  of  the  United  States  for  the  purpose  of  forcing  either 
a modus  vivendi  with  or  an  actual  recognition  of  the  Russian  Soviet 
Government.  To  the  committee,  therefore,  the  conclusion  is  inescap- 
able that  the  entire  fabric  of  trade  negotiations  which  Martens  un- 
rolled was  part  of  an  ingenious  sclieme  of  propaganda  to  create  sym- 
pathy, based  upon  cupidity,  for  the  Russian  Soviets  and  to  produce 
by  indirect  means  the  admission  of  Soviet  Russia  into  the  companion- 
ship of  international,  relations  which  other  means  had  failed  to 
secure. 

The  next  inquiry  suggested  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate: 

“ What  if  any  recognition  of  any  kind  has  been  accorded  him  by 
this  Government?” 

It  has  been  observed  that  neither  Martens’s  original  letter  of 
credence  nor  the  supplementary  certificate  was  in  the  usual  form 
of  diplomatic  credentials;  and  in  fact  he  testified  (p.  36)  that  he  is 
not  familiar  with  the  ordinarv  manner  of  diplomatic  procedure,  but 
that  he  knows  of  no  reason  why  the  usual  form  of  such  communica- 
tions should  have  been  departed  from  in  his  case.  He  testified  that 
he  filed  his  letter  of  credence  with  the  Department  of  State  on  the 
19th  of  March,  1919,  accompanying  it  with  a memorandum  (p.  23) 

“ dealing  with  the  intentions  of  the  Government  of  Russia,  as  well 
as  with  the  internal  affairs  of  that  country,”  He  had  other  communi- 
cations with  the  State  Department  (p.  27) ; but  to  none  of  them  was 
any  reply  vouchsafed.  He  never  presented  himself  in  person  at  the 
State  Department  (p.  89)  or  sought  the  usual  audience  with  the 
Secretary  of  State,  which  is  customary  for  diplomatic  representa- 
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tiyw;  and  he  “ totally  abandoned  all  efforts  to  secure  personal  recog- 
nition ” (p.  81)  after  having  sent  his  letter  of  credence  to  the  de- 
partment by  mail. 

, He  testifaed  (p.  89)  that  “he  was  still  trying  to  get  recognition”; 
but  that  no  official  representatives  had  ever  been  sent  by  him  to  the 
State  Department  (p.  90),  Unofficial  representatives  had  conversa- 
tions witn  officials  at  the  State  Department,  including  the  Under- 
secretaiy  of  State,  and  from  these  Martens  received  oral  reports. 

Protesting  constantly  that  his  sole  purpose  in  the  United  States 
was  to  develop  trade  relations  between  this  country  and  Soviet  Rus- 
sia, and  t^tifyin^(p.  91)  that  he  had  never  communicated  ki  any 
manner  with  the  War  Trade  Board  or  with  any  other  department 
of  the  Government,  he  asserted,  however,  that  certain  American  in- 
dustrial companies  with  whom  he  sought  to  make  contracts  had  com- 
municated with  the  President  (p.  135),  and  with  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral (p.  75),  with  a view  to  securing  a change  in  the  policy  of  this 
Government  toward  the  Soviet  Government  to  the  end  of  opening 
up  trade  relations. 

He  made  no  effort  to  claim  for  himself  or  for  any  member  of  his 
staff,  any  of  the  usual  privileges  accorded  a diplomatic  officer  (p.  43) 
such  as  to  bring  any  household  effects  without  payment  of  customs, 
_^tc.;  and  he  ne.yer.  asserted  his  diplomatic  quality  43)  until  he. 
was  summoned  for  examination  before  the  so-called  Lusk  committee 
of  the  Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

In  fact,  his  appointment  as  representative  of  the  Soviet  Govern- 
ment appears  to  have  been  shrouded  in  some  mystery.  I*e  testified 
(p.  100)  that  he  had  had  no  knowledge  concerning  liis  designation 
rior  to  receiving  his  appointment  and  that  his  credentials  were 
nought  to  him  by  a courier.  It  appeared  from  documentary  evi- 
dence, however  (p.  308),  that  a bureau  had  been  organized  in  the 
city  of  New  York  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  communications 
with  Russia,  the  membership  of  this  bureau  embracing  eight  per- 
sons, among  whom  were  Martens  himself,  Santcri  Nuorteva,  wlio 
was  secretary  of  the  Martens  bureau,  Gregory  Weinstein,  who  was 
Martens^s  personal  secretary,  and  a Prof.  Lomonosoff,  who,  having 
l>een  earlier  connected  with  the  regularly  accredited  Russian  em- 
bassy in  this  countr}’,  later  cast  in  his  allegiance  with  the  .soviet  gov- 
ernment and  with  Martens’s  bureau.  According  to  this  evidence 
(p.  309),  it  was  at  first  proposed  that  Weinstein  should  become  the 
Soviet  representative  in  the  United  States;  but  a question  regarding 
Weinstein’s  integrity  having  arisen  and  two  weeks*  time  being 
allotted  to  him  to  clear  himself,  at  the  expiration  of  this  period 
Weinstein  came  before  the  committee  with  the  information  tliat 
Martens  had  received  the  appointment.  The  dis<mei5ancy  between 
this  evidence  and  Martens’s  assertion  that  the  first  intimation  of  his 
appointment  had  come  wlien  the  courier  handed  him  his  credentials 
IS  apparent.  But  in  whatever  manner  his  appointment  was  brought 
about,  it  IS  wholly  clear  that  he  recei^d  no  recognition,  ^even  per- 
soi^Ily,  from  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

His  communications  to  and  from  his  Government,  or  its  repre- 
sentatives, were  almost  invariably  carried  by  couriers — whose  names 
were  withheld  from  the  committee  and  wliose  travels,  it  is  fair  to 
assume,  were  facilitated  by  spurious  passports  or  otherwise  in  direct 
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violation  of  the  statutes  coverings  foreign  intercourse  during  th^ 
period  of  Martens’s  supposed  representation  here.  These  couriers 
brought  to  him  not  only  letters,  instructions,  and  other  written  com- 
munications, but  also  brought  in  large  sums  of  money  in  the  aggre- 
gate at  least  $150,000  in  violation  of  the  trading  with  the  enemy 
act,  and  of  other  statutory  and  regulato:^  restrictions.  These  cour- 
iers, in  the  number  of  about  20,  he  testified,  comprised  both  Ameri- 
can citizens  and  foreign  subjects. 

The  inquiry  whether  or  not  Martens  is  an  alien  enemy,  which  the 
resolution  of  the  Senate  directs,  brought  out  that  Martens  was  born 
at  Bachmut,  in  the  Province  of  Ekaterinoslav,  in  Russia,  in  1874, 
and  that  his  parents  were  German  subjects.  His  birth  was  registered 
in  Russia  as  of  German  parentage  and  he  was  educated  in  Russia 
as  an  engineer,  following  that  profession  until  1899,  when,  after 
having  spent  three  years  in  prison  for  revolutionary  activities  (pp. 

7 and  8),  he  was  deported  by  the  Russian  authorities  to  Germany, 
where  he  was  held  as  a German  subject  to  the  military  service  which 
the  German  Government  required.  In  1906,  Martens  took  up  resi- 
dence in  England,  where  he  remained  for  10  years  (p.  10).  Until 
die  beginning  of  the  war  in  1914,  no  occasion  arose  in  England  for 
the  determination  of  his  citizenship;  but  in  .October  of  that  year 
(p.  11))  a registration,  in  most  cases  accompanied  by  internment, 
of  German  subjects,  was  set  on  foot.  Martens  then  registered  as  a 
German  subject,  “ as  a purely  technical  matter,”  according  to  this 
testimony  {p.  11)^  alleging  that  to  be  the  reason  why  he  was  not 
interned.  Following  his  decision  to  come  to  America,  permission 
to  make  the  journey  was  accorded  by  the  British  inspector  under 
the  alien  act,  and  Martens  and  his  wife  came  to  the  United  States 
on  the  2d  of  January,  1916  (p.  11),  and,  upon  landing  at  Neiv  York, 
he  declared  himself  to  be  a German  subject  (p.  11),  making  the  regu- 
lar declaration  under  oath.  He  contended  before  the  committee, 
however,  that  he  did  this  solely  because  of  the  British  permit  which 
he  carried  and  which  identifieef  him  as  a German  subject. 

Upon  the  issuance,  December  31,  1917,  of  the  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  the  registration  of  German  enemy  aliens  in  the  United 
States,  Martens  did  nOt  so  register;  basing  his  claim  (pp.  18-19) 
upon  the  assertion  that  he  had  been  made  a Russian  citizen  by  virtue 
of  a decree  of  the  provisional  government  of  Prince  Lvov.  This 
citizenship,  he  testified  (p.  19),  was  procured  for  him  by  an  applica- 
tion made  by  his  relatives  in  Russia  without  special  authority  from 
him  and  with  no  formal  paper  from  him  in  any  manner,  fie  was 
unable  to  furnish  any  copy  of  this  decree  (p.  20),  though  he  de- 
clared (p.  20)  that  a document  to  this  effect  was  issued  to  him,  given 
into  the  possession  of  his  sister  in  Russia  and  that  she  dispatched, 
it.  to  him  by  mail.  This  information,  he  declared  (p.  20),  came  to 
him  in.  a letter  from  his  sister,  but  he  was  unable  to  produce  the* 
letter  in  question.  He  expressed  the  belief  (p.  17)  that  the  letter 
pntaining  his  certificate  of  citizenship  had  been  seized  Ijy.the  Brit- 
ish censor  of  mails,  but  from  the  American  embassy  in  London  came 
information  that  no  such  letter  had  ever  come  into  the  possession’ 
of  the  British  censor. 

^lartens’s  citizenship  has  been  called  in  question  more  than  once.’ 
By  his  own  testimony  (p.  15)  he  applied  for  Russian  citizenship,' 
which  was  refused  on  the  ground  (p.  16)  that  he  had  not  performed- 
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his  military  duty  in  Germany,  He  insisted  throughout  that  his  Ger- 
man  citizenship  was  merely  “technical”;  but  he  further  testified 
(p.  17)  that  his  German  citizenship  sufficed  to  bar  liira  from  the 
amnesty  proclaimed  against  political  offenders  in  Russia  upon  the 
overthrow  of  tlie  Czar’s  Government,  and  it  became  necessary  for 
Iiim  to  obtain  Russian  citizenship  by  other  means.  He  evicfently 
was  in  a privileged  class  in  this  respect  for  he  testified  (p.  19)  that 
there  were  exceptional  circumstances  applying  to  his  case  and  that 
another,  not  as  well  known  as  he,  could  not  be  given  citizenship 
without  formal  application.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  wortli 
knowing  that  the  letter  from  Martens’s  sister,  which  constitutes  the 
only  written  evidence  he  ever  received  touching  the  application  and 
decree  involved  in  his  assumption  of  Russian  citizenship,  was  not 
deemed  of  sufficient  importance  to  have  been  kept  by  him  with  his 
official  papers,  and  in  consequence  it  could  not  be  produced  in  evi- 
oence  (p.  31). 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  Martens  refused  to  disclose  the  names 
of  any  of  his  couriers  it  is  impossible  to  say  whether  those  wliom 
he  described  as  American  citizens  also  owed  allegiance  to  the  Rus- 
sian vSoviet  Government,  where  citizenship  is  procured  in  so  shadowy 
a manner  that  it  might  be  possible  for  one,  either  native  born  oV 
naturalized  in  America  and  in  consequence  exercising  suffrage  and 
ouier  functions  of  citizenship  here,  to  be  at  the  same  time  a citizen 
of  Soviet  Russia,  whose  only  prerequisite  for  citizenship  as  shown 
by  the  testimony  is  an  application,  which  may  be  made  in  absentia, 
accompanied  by  a declaration  that  the  applicant  is  an  honest  man. 
In  any  event  tliese  couriers,  whether  American  citizens  or  not,  shared 
with  Martens  the  responsibility  for  the  repeated  violation  of  Ameri- 
can statutes  which  their  actions  involved. 

It  is  perliaps  questionable  whether  those  who  have  associated  with 
Martens  in  this  country,  and  who  have  been  paid  by  him  for  anv 
services,  have  also  been  guilty  of  violation  of  the  law;  although  in 
this  connection  reference  may  be  had  to  those  section.s  of  the  penal 
code  which  will  be  found  in  the  record. 

^ In  the  absence  of  evidence  other  than  that  of  Martens’s  own  asser- 
tion, unsupported  except  by  his  presumed  letter  of  credence— which 
it  may  be  observed,  issued  from  a government  which  the  United 
states  docs  not  raeognizi^— the  normal  international  relations  to 


on  for  the  overtlirow  of  governments,  as  directed  by  the  resolution 
of  the  Senate,  the  testimony  is  somewhat  complicateil  It  is  evident 
from  the  constitution  of  the  Government  which  he  affects  to  repre- 
sent (p.  16y)  that  the  “fundamental  problem”  of  Soviet  Russia  is 
to  bring  about  “the  victory  of  socialism  in  all  lands.”  In  tliis  rno- 
tive  Martens  admitted  (p.  166)  the  United  Stales  is  “absolutelv” 
included.  There  were  also  adduced  in  evidence  two  letters,  copies  of 
which  were  furnished  by  Martens  himself,  purporting  to  liave  been 
addressed  by  Nicholas  Lenin,  prime  minister  of  Soviet  Russia  to 
Aniencan  working  The  first  of  these  letters  (p.  Ill), dated 
August  20,^^1918,  counted  “on  the  inevitability  of  the  international 
revolution  (p.  116),  while  the  second,  dated  January  21,  1019,  laid 
empiiasis  (p.  117)  on  the  tremendous  rapidity  with  which  “ tlie 
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workers  in  various  countries  have  gone  over  to  communism  and  bol^ 
shevism,  and  boasted  (p.  120)  “that  the  soviet  power  is  gi-eat  and 
^reading,  growing  and  establishing  iteelf  all  over  the  world  ” 
Ihese  documents,  the  authenticity  of  which  Martens  admitted  (p. 
121),  were  justified  by  liiin — the  earlier  appeal  on  the  ground  that 
tins  was  nwessary  counterpropaganda  against  the  activities  which, 
i®  . . the  so-called  Creel  committee  had  carried  on  in 

Soviet  Ru^ia  (p.  122).  He  pointed  out  that  this  letter  was  written 
prior  to  lus  api^intment  as  Soviet  representative  in  this  country. 
But  the  second  letter  dated  January  21,  1919,  and  also  offered  by 
himself  in  evidence  (p.  117),  was  written  some  three  weeks  after 
Martens  s appointment,  and  he  justified  it  (p.  179)  upon  the  ground 
that  American  troops  were  in  Russia  opposing  Bolsheviks,  though 
he  qualified  this  justification  by  declaring  (p.  180)  that  propaganda 
of  this  character  a few  months  later  would  have  no  justification! 

It  appeared,  however,  that  even  at  this  time  when,  as  he  con- 
tended, propaganda  of  this  character  would  be  unjustifiable  there 
met  in  Moscow  the  so-called  Third  Internationale,  which  is  the 
parent  body  of  all  Communist  organizations  and,  in  fact,  its  inter- 
national court  of  last  resort.  From  this  body  issued  a manifesto, 
signed,  among  others,  by  Nicholas  Lenin,  the  soviet  prime  minister, 
and  by  Leon  Troteki  the  soviet  minister  of  war,  who  are  the  ruling 
spirits  in  the  Soviet  Government.  It  is^addressed  “ to  the  proletariat 
of  all  lands,  and  purports  to  contain  (p.  182)  “the  authentic  direct 
message  from  the  conquering  proletariat  of  great  Russia  to  the  toil- 
ing  masses  of  the  world”;  it  pictures  “alongside  the  dethroned 
dynasties  of  the  Romanoffs,  Hohenzollerns,  and  Hapsburgs  and  The 
capitalistic  cliques  of  these  lands  the  rulers  of  Franco,  England, 
Italy,  and  the  United  * • revealed  in  the  light  of  un- 

folding  events  and  diplomatic  disclosures  in  their  immeasurable 
vileness. 

/ sentimente  (p.  183)  Martens  said  that  he  agreed:  and 

(p.  18.1)  in  an  article  signed  by  him  and  published  m the  New  York 
Call  on  Thursday,  May  1,  1919,  he  declared  that  “the' attitude  of 
the  workers  erf  the  world  toward  the  Russian  workers’  revolution 
has  proved  that  the  spirit  of  international  solidarity  of  the  workers 
IS  not  dead.  It  is  resurrecting  in  the  Third  Internationale  a new 
glory,  ^d  he  concluded  his  article  with  the  e.xclamation,  “I^n" 
hve  the  Third  Internationale!”  He  later  (p.  185)  testified  that  he 
approved  of  the  Third  .Internationale  and  its  princinles.  It  :dso 
appeared  (p.  187)  that  the  Russian  Soviet  Government  by  a decree 
issued  m December,^  1917,  appropriated  2,000,000  rubles  “for  ihe 
needs  of  the  revolutionary  international  movement  for  the  disposi- 
tion  of  the  foreign  representatives  of  the  commissariat  for  foreign 
affairs.  Martens  himself,  by  the  prima  facie  evidence  of  his  own 
letter  of  credence,  is  such  a representative;  and  this  appropriation 
of  money  for  the  purpose  of  propaganda  in  foreign  lands  lie  jus- 
tified (p.  189)  on  the  ground  that  at  this  time  “Russia  was  in  the 
throes  of  a revolution  and  civil  war  and  was  attacked  by  all  srov- 
ernments.”  ^ 

He  added  that  he  supposed  the  amount  thus  allocated  was  much 
2,000,000  rubles.  He  declared  that  the  bureau  tIirou*yli 
which  this  money  was  to  be  expended  has  now  passed  out  of  exist- 
ence, but  admitted  that  his  information  on  this  point  was  gained 
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newspapers  (p.  190).  In  this  connection  it  was 
developed  that  a report  alleged  to  have  been  sent  by  Martens  to 
Trederick  Strom  (p.  191)  the  soviet  representative  at  .Stockholm, 
spoke  of  Martens  s agents  being  “ busy  in  the  western  States  and  in 
Canada  where  they  are  * • • creating  secret  committees  for 
propaganda  and  becoming  acquainted  with  professional  organiza- 
tions and  local  press,”  and  that  “American  workers’  associations  are 
passionately  interested  in  the  state  of  Russia  and  tliev  are  becominc

through  the  simple  tahsmanic  influence  of  an  appointment  as  diplo- 
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nintic  representative;  and  while,  on  the  face  of  the  record,  his  ut- 
terances and  his  personal  activities — shaped  doubtless  by  competent 
advice,  as  well  ns  by  his  own  previous  experience — bore  superficial 
evidence  of  a determination  to  act  correctly,  the  whole  collateral 
deduction  must  be  that  his  concealed  course  was  in  line  with  that 
Avhich  he  had  hitherto  pursued,  namely,  of  hostility  to  the  existing 
order  wherever  he  has  found  himself. 

Even,  however,  if  it  should  be  conceded  that  his  constant  associa- 
tion with  organizations  of  foreign  origin  and  of  a purpose  hostile  to 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  had  been  thrust  upon  him  by 
the  nature  of  his  mission  here,  there  is  no  justification  for  the  de- 
tached and  iftdifferent  attitude  which  he  manifested  toward  revolu- 
tionary, inflammatory,  and  even  anarchistic  uttterances  of  his  asso- 
ciates on  the  public  platform  and  elsewhere.  His  constant  assevera- 
tion that  these  episodes  had  nothing  to  do  with  him,  were  none  of 
Ins  business,  and  that  he  was  too  busy  to  allow  them  to  find  lodgment 
in  his  mind  contrasts  strangely  with  the  solicitous  haste  manifested 
by  his  letter  to  Emma  Goldman;  and  it  is  wholly  proper  to  conclude 
that  his  knowledge  of  events  was  equally-  complete  in  all  cases  and 
that  his  action,  or  nonaction,  in  each  was  gauged  by  his  own  sense 
or  sentiment  as  to  how  a given  course  of  conduct  would  affect  either 
his  personal  standing  here,  or  his  ultimate  purpose  in  this  country. 

As  indicating  the  difficulty  of  separating  Martens  and  his  activi- 
ties from  propaganda  carried  on  for  the  purpose  of  replacing  the  ex- 
isting Government  of  the  United  States  with  sovietism,  it  is  instriuv 
tive  to  note  (p.  52)  his  emphatic  testimony  that  he  never  “ attempted 
in  any  way  to  have  the  people  of  this  country  advocate  a soviet  form 
of  government  ” ; that  he  was  not  connected  directly  or  indirectly  with 
any  organization  or  association  which  advocated  sovietism  in  this 
country:  and  that  he  had  never  given  support,  either  moral  or 
financial,  to  such  an  organization.  This  testimony,  however,  was 
followed  immediately  by  an  admission  (p.  52)  that  he  was  “very 
often  in  touch  with  these  organizations”  and  that  “on  several  occa- 
sions ” he  “ accepted  their  invitations  and  spoke  about  Russia,  but 
never  in  regard  to  the  internal  affairs  of  the  United  States.”  These 
^eeches,  he  testified  (p.  53)  were  fully  reported  in  the  New  York 
Call,  yet  in  connection  with  speeches  made  by  others,  and  likewise 
reported  in  the  New  York  Call,  he  protested  vehemently  that  they 
were  incorrectly  reported  (p.  24),  This  leads  to  the  suggestion  that 
Martens  possibly  occupied  a privileged  position  in  the  columns  of 
the  New  York  Call  such  as  he  testified  attended  him  when  he  sought 
to  obtain  Russian  citizenship. 

Referring  to  the  secret  activities  of  Martens  it  will  be  noted  from 
the  testimony  (pp.  212,  220,  and  elsewhere)  that  he  denied  all  Imowl- 
edge  or  relationship  with  the  Russian  Socialist  Federation,  except  in 
so  far  as  the  evidence  presented  by  counsel  for  the  committee  com- 
pellecL  qualifications  in  reply  to  interrogations.  For  example,  the 
telegram  addressed  to  the  convention  of  the  Russian  Socialist  Feder- 
ation in  Detroit  (p.  284)  is  documentary  refutation  of  the  witness’s 
statement  that  he  never  gave,  directly  or  indirectly,  moral  support 
to  an  organization  which  advocated  a soviet  form  of  government  in 
the  United  States.  The  record  shows  (p.  251)  that  in  spite  of  re- 
peated denials  on  the  part  of  the  witness  he  was  regarded  by  his  most 


important  assistant,  Mr.  Nuorteva,  and  his  friend.  Dr,  Mislig,  treas- 
urer of  the  Russian  federation,  as  an  actual  member  of  the  associa- 
tion. This  association,  be  it  noted,  not  only  advocates  n soviet  form 
of  government  but  is  organizing  for  the  purpose  of  overthrowing 
the  present  form  of  government  under  which  we  live  by  force  anJ. 
violence.  Martens  denied  explicitly  (p,  281)  that  he  had  engaged  in 
secret  political  activity,  yet  when  confronted  with  the  minutes  of  the 
secret  convention  held  by  the  Russian  Socialist  Federation  in  Detroit 
in  August,  1919,  he  was  compelled  to  admit  making  a speech  before 
the  delegates.  On  at  least  two  other  occasions  also  he  had  tried  to 
reach  a basis  of  cooperation  in  conference  with  the  executive  commit- 
tee of  the  association.  In  this  connection  attention  should  be  directed 
to  the  unusual  admission  by  the  witness  (p.  318)  that  not  one*  of  the 
10  or  12  men  who  attended  the  executive  committee’s  meetings  arose  in 
the  convention  to  substantiate  his  account  of  the  proceedings  before 
the  committee,  and  nobody  denied  the  statement  of  Gurin  regarding 
the  affair  except  himself.  In  other  words,  Martens  by  his  own  testi- 
mony admits  that  all  the  testimony  as  to  these  occurrences  is  directly 
against  his  sole  contention. 

Reports  of  the  public  ineeting.s  ho  testified  (p.  58)  were  sent  by 
him  to  his  Government;  and  he  testified  further  that  ho  had  knowl- 
edge o^^the  “ parties  or  organizations  interested  in  this  kind  of  prop- 
aganda,’^ and  that  his  reports  to  his  Government  dealt  with  “ the 
sympathies  expressed  by  the  different  political  parties.”  He  in- 
formed his  Government  as  to  the  character  of  speeches  made  by  him 
at  these  meetings,  and  as  to  the  character  of  speeches  made  by  otlicr : 
speakers  (p.  58),  accompanying  his  repoi-t  by  newspaper  clippings 
containing  printed  accounts  of  the  meetings.  Yet  when  quc.stioncd 
regarding  some  of  the  speeches  which  were  made  in  his  presence  at 
these  meetings  and  which  are  readily  classified  as  inflammatory,- 
revolutionary,  and  anarchistic,  he  declared  that  he  paid  no  attention 
to  them  and*  did  not  know  what  they  contained — though  he  was 
equally  positive  in  his  assertions  that  these  speeches  had  been  incor- 
rectly reported. 

In  pursuing  the  inquiry,  directed  by  the  resolution  of  the  Senate, 
into  his  activities  in  this  country,  the  testimony  developed  that,  with- 
out waiting  for  recognition  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  which 
he  assumed  to  be  accredited,  Martens  established  liijiiself  and  his 
bureau  in  offices  in  the  city  of  New  York  (p. 40) ; and  that  he  made 
a demand  upon  Tloris  Bakhmeteff,  Russian  arnba.«.sador  in  tlii.s  coun- 
try, for  the  <lelivery  to  him  of  all  property,  moneys,  credits,  furni- 
ture, archives,  papers,  etc.,  in  his  possession  fp.  32).  This  demand 
was  not  compiled  with;  and  Martens  proceeded  to  the  organization 
of  his  general  offices,  where  he  employed  a staff  of  some  35  jx»opIe, 
among  wlioni  were  13  American  citilen.s — two  of  whom.  Ktumeth 
Durrant  and  Wilfred  R.  Humphreys,  had  been  connected  w'th  the  ■ 
so-ealled  Creel  burean,  officially  knoAvn  as  the  Committee  on  Puljlic 
Information  of  tlie  American  Government  (pp.  41^3).  Martens's 
bureau  was  maintained  at  an  expense  of  about  $2,500  a week  (p.  45), 
which  was  met  by  funds  transmitted  “ mainly  by  couriers  from  Rus- 
sia ” (p.  44)  for  whom  no  diplomatic  immunity  was  asked,  whose 
names  were  refused  by  Martens  when  they  were  demanded  by  tlie 
committee,  and  who  traveled  clandestinely  so  far  as  any  evidence 
permits  a deduction. 
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The  carefully  planned  inocuousness  of  Martens’s  public  activities 
hwe  do  not  extend,  however,  to  some  of  the  more  intimate  and  nec- 
essary procedure  growing  out  of  his  position.  It  is  evident  that  he 
regarded  customary  and  legitimate  means  of  communication  as  un- 
sinted  to  his  purposes.  So  far  as  can  be  learned,  it  is  only  within 
the  past  few  weeks  that  he  made  use  of  the  cable  to  communicate 
with  his  Government  or  its  representatives  on  neutral  European  soil ; 
and  the  ordinary  course  of  the  mail  was  apparently  never  utilized 
by  him. 

In  connection  with  his  bureau  Martens  published  a weekly  news- 
paper known  as  Soviet  Russia,  which  has  a circulation  of  from 
15,000  to  30,000,  about  one-half  of  this  number  going  to  subscribers, 
some  2,000  being  “ sent  without  charge  to  public  men  in  the  country,” 
and  the  balance  distributed  by  news  agencies  (p.-57).  He  also  con- 
templated opening  a technical  school  for  Russians  purposing  to  return 
to  their  country  (p.  57),  but  this  plan  was  never  consummated.  He 
proposed  “ to  call  a technical  conference  of  those  who  desired  to  help 
Soviet  Russia  ” and  for  this  purpose  registered  over  20,000  people. 
This  registration  took  place  not  only  at  the  office  of  the  soviet  bureau ' 
in  AVest  Fortieth  Street,  in  New  York  City,  but  also  at  the  Rand 
School,  where  some  form  of  branch  office  was  maintained  (*  345). 
A questionnaire  was  furnished  to  each  registrant,  and  m its  original 
form  a registrant  was  asked  if  he  preferred.  “ to  remain  in  America 
to  work  with  the  Soviet  Government”  (p.  347).  Martens  adduced 
no  adequate  explanation  of  what  this  “ work  with  the  Soviet  Govern- 
ment ” in  this  country  would  comprise. 

Martens  himself  appeared  to  have  had  very  little  to  do  with  the 
practical  management  of  his  bureau.  He  seems  to  have  been  some- 
thing on  the  order  of  a show  figure,  and  he  frequently  responded  in 
tactful  terms  of  gratitude  to  letters  and  resolutions  of  greeting  which 
were  sent  to  him  by  numerous  organizations  of  a socialist  nature,  both 
American  andHRussian  in  their  membership.  One  of  these  letters  of 
greeting  presented  in  evidence  (p.  279)  came  from  the  Socialist  Party 
of  the  eighth  assembly  district  of  New  York,  in  which  the  members 
of  this  organization  pledged  themselves  “ to  work  unceasingly  for 
the  propagation  of  those  principles  and  policies  and  tactics  that  will 
aid  directly  in  the  establishment  of  a socialistic  federated  soviet  repub- 
lic in  America.”  Against  such  sentiments  Martens  testified  (p,  280) 
he  did  not  prote.st,  saying  that  he  regarded  this  as  nofte  of  his  concern, 
and  adding  that  he  did  not  regard  it  as  a crime  “ to  propagate  the 
soviet  idea  in  the  United  States  ” (p.  281), 

Prominent  among  Murtens’s  activities  was  his  attendance  upon 
public  meetings  generally  held  under  the  auspices  of  some  of  the 
numerous  branches  of  the  Socialist  Party.  One  such  (p.  215)  was 
addressed  by  Gregory  AVeinstein,  who  was  reported  in  the  news- 
papers to  have  said  “we  have  come  here  to  tell  Comrade  Martens 
that  we  intend  to  prepare  to  take  over  this  great  country  just  as  the 
working  class  has  taken  over  Russia.”  Another  held  April  1,  1919, 
presided  over  bv  Nicholas  Hourwich,  a near  relative  of  whom  later 
became  the  head  of  a department  in  the  Martens  Soviet  Bureau,  and 
who  was  quoted  in  the  New  York  Call  as  having  said  in  his  opening 
address  that  “the  left  wing  proposed  to  bring  bolshevism  to  Amer- 
ica” (p;  218).  Martens  declared  that  he  did  not  remember  having 
heard  eitlier  of  these  declarations,  that  he  made  no  protest  about  it 


at  any  rate,  that  he  is  a Bolshevist,  that  he  “ would  be  very  glad  to  see 
America  bolshevistic”  and  that  “any  means  which  would  produce 
this  condition  would  be  justified”  (p.  218),  At  this  same  meeting 
one  Louis  Baske,  editor  of  a Hungarian  newspaper  published  in  New 
York,  also  spoke  and  declared  ‘^there  is  only  one  way  to  help  the 
Hungarian  and  Russian  Soviet  Governments,  That  is  to  revolu- 
tionize America  ” (p.  219).  Martens  testified  that  he  did  not  remem- 
ber hearing  this  statement  and  that  he  would  not  have  felt  himself 
called  upon  to  disavow  it  if  he  had  heard  it  (p.  219).  Numerous 
other  meetings  of  like  nature  were  held,  and  the  list  of  the  speakers 
who  participated  in  them  bristles  with  the  names  of  men  who  were 
under  either  indictment  or  sentence  for  violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  who  have  since  enjoyed  such  notoriety  or  who  have 
become  fugitives  from  justice.  Two  of  these  gentry,  it  is  probably 
worth  noting,  were  harbored  by  Martens  following  their  trial  and 
sentence  for  sedition  in  New  Jersey,  and  were  given  a place  upon  the 
pay  roll  of  his  bureau  (p.  245), 

The  Weinstein  meeting  above  referred  to  was  a subject  of  contro- 
versy in  the  testimony  which  the  committee  brought  out.  Martens 
himself  asserted  (p.  269)  that  Weinstein — and  also  Hourwich — were 
“ report  wrongly,”  although,  as  above  cited,  he  had  at  first  denied 
havmgWiy  recollection  of  what  they  said.  A reporter  for  the  New 
York  Sun,  who  was  present  at  the 'Weinstein  meeting,  testified  (p. 
394)  that  he  saw  both  Weinstein  and  Martens  sitting  close  together 
on  the  stage  at  this  meeting,  and  that  he  heard  Weinstein  make  the 
declaration  of  their  intention  to  take  over  America  as  the  working 
^ class  has  taken  over  Russia;  that  Martens  made  no  reference  or  pro- 
test to  these  statements  though  he  spoke  after  AVeinstcin  had  uttered 
them;  and  it  was  testified  further  (p.  395)  that  the  audience  “ap- 
plauded wildly,  stamped,  and  cheered  ♦ • ♦ whenever  the  Soviet 

Government  of  Russia  was  mentioned  ” and  that  “ they  always  hissed 
when  reference  was  made  to  the  United  States  Government.”  It  is 
proper  to  state,  however,  that  Martens,  though  he  liud  previously 
testified  that  lie  remembered  nothing  about  AV'einstein’s  speech,  later 
asserted  that  AA^einstein  had  spoken  at  this  meeting  in  the  Russian 
language. 

Martens  testified  (p.  269)  that  he  paid  no  attention  to  the  pub- 
lication in  the  press  of  inflammato^  speeches  “ pubnshed  wrongly,” 
as  he  declared,  in  reports  of  meetings  which  he  attended,  explain- 
ing that  “it  was  absolutely  physically  impossible”  for  him  to  do  so. 
But  he  appears  (p.  209) — possibly  because  he  was  then  in  hiding 
from  the  process  of  the  Lusk  committee — to  have  had  leisure  tj 
observe  reports  which  were  published  to  the  effect  that  he  had  “bit- 
terly insulted”  Emma  Goldman  when  she  was  undergoing  trial  and 
sentence  for  deportation;  and,  on  December  15,  1919  (p,  271),  wroic 
to  Emma  Goldman,  then  at  Ellis  Island  under  sentence  of  deporta- 
tion, saying  that  he  had  not  the  pleasure  of  her  acquaintance,  but 
that  he  sympathized  with  her  for  the  “insults”  to  which  she  hurl 
been  subjected  in  this  country  and,  on  behalf  of  Soviet  Russia, 
offered  her  asylum  as  a political  refugee. 

The  impropriety  of  Martens’s  persistent  public  appearaiice  at 
meetings  held  under  the  auspices  of  organized  partisan  groups,  and 
where  his  speaking  companions  were  so  frequently  selected  from 
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men  under  surveillance  indictment,  or  sentence  for  their  seditious'^ 
and  anarchistic  activities,  is  plainly  manifest.  Had  he  been  regu- 
larly accredited  in  the  ambassadoriarquality  which  he  affects,  such 
conduct  would  have  secured  for  him  the  speedy  severance  of  his 
personal  relations  with  this  Government,  the  immediate  tender  of 
his  passports,  and  his  prompt  departure  from  the  country.  That  he 
has  greatly  impaired,  if  not  wholly  destroyed,  his  diplomatic  use- 
fulness by  such  a course  seems  wholly  clear;  and  even  if  the  recog- 
nition which  he  has  sought  to  bring  about  for  his  Government 
could  now  be  obtained,  it  is  wholly  improbable  that  Martens  would 
be  held  by  the  executive  department  to  be  a suitable  representative. 

The  resolution  of  the  Senate  further  directed  the  committee  to 
investigate  “all  facts  relative  to  the  activities  of  any  party,  par- 
ties, or  organizations  bearing  upon  or  relating  to  Russian  propa- 
ganda in  this  country.” 

The  natural  source  of  inquiry  under  this  head  is  the  diplomatic 
establishment  maintained  here  under  the  title  of  the  Russian  em- 
bassy, whose  head  is  Boris  Bakhmeteff,  and  who  has  been  recog- 
nized under  such  quality  since  his  accrediting  to  this  Government, 
and  who,  by  a certificate  of  the  State  Department,  still  enjoys  the 
privileges  and  immunities  which  accompany  such  recognl^n. 

In  consequence,  both  he  and  his  staff  were  not  subject  to'We  proc- 
ess of  the  committee;  and  recourse  was  had  to  the  Department  of 
State,  which  furnished  full  documentary  evidence  dealing  with  the 
disposition  of  moneys  which  had  been  advanced  to  earlier  Russian 
Governments  from  ‘the  Treasury  of  the  Ignited  States,  and  with 
which  purchases  of  war  and  industrial  materials  had  been  made  in 
this  country.  In  this  connection  Martens,  in  his  testimony,  had 
given  the  committee  to  understand  that  a misappropriation  of 
American  money  had  taken  place.  His  testimony  on  this  point, 
however,  was  of  a most  cursory  and  hearsay  nature;  and  the  docu- 
ments furnished  by  the  State  Department  and  contained  in  the  rec- 
ord provide  a complete  accounting  for  all  these  moneys  and  mate- 
rials purchased  therewith.  From  these  documents  it  appears,  als^ 
that  the  maintenance  of  the  recognized  Russian  Embassy  in  this 
country  and  the  carrying  on  of  its  related  activities  are  provided 
for  by  funds  accruing  from  a loan  privately  negotiated  in  this 
country  and  in  England. 

Other  organizations  more  or  less  sentimental  in  character  were 
also  found  to  exist  in  this  country  for  the  carrying  on  of  activities 
in  opposition  to  the  sf>viet  regime^  in  Russia;  biit  in  most  cases  they 
were  discovered  to  have  only  nominal  or  “ paper”  existence,  and  the 
committee  deemed  it  unprofitable  to  pursue  this  line  of  inquiry. 

In  sum  the  committee  finds  in  obedience  to  the  instructions  of  the 
resolution  of  the  Senate  that — 

(1)  Martens  has  no  status  whatever  in  this  country  in  any  diplo- 
matic or  other  governmental  representative  quality. 

(2)  Martens  assumes  to.  represent  the  Russian  Federated  Soviet 
Republic — a regime  established  in  Russia  by  revolution  and  function- 
ing  under  a constitution  which  has  been  above  summarized;  a regime 
which  has  never  been  recognized  by  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  and  which  in  international  law  has  no  standing  as  a con- 
stituted authority. 
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(3)  Martens  has  received  no  recognition  officially  or  even  per- 
sonally by  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

(4)  Martens,  by  the  accepted  practice  of  this  Government  in  all 
its  treaty  or  other  international  obligations  and  usages,  is  a Ger- 
man subject,  and  in  consequence  an  alien  enemy. 

(5)  Martens’s  propaganda  in  this  country  for  the  overthrow  of 
governments  is  established  by  his  own  testimony,  as  shown  in  the 
body  of  the  report,  that  he  has  publicly  associated  and  sympathized 
with  those  advocating  such  a course.  He  admitted  to  the  committee 
his  persistent  revolutionary  character,  his  desire  to  see  the  establish- 
ment of_  the  “ dictatorship  of  the  proletariat  ” in  all  lands,  and 
his  opinion  that  it  would  be  better  for  this  country  if  the  soviet 
government  were  established  here.  It  was  also  proved  that  he  con- 
tinued to  employ  in  the  staff  of  his  embassy  persons  who  have  pub- 
licly and  in  his  presence  advocated  the  bringing  of  bolslievism  to 
America  and  he  admitted  to  the  committee  that  ‘‘  any  means  which 
would  produce  this  condition  would  be  justified.” 

All  this  leads  the  committee  to  the  conclusion  that  Martens’s 
activities  here  have  been  of  a nature  to  render  him  more  suitable  for 
investigation  and  action  by  the  Department  of  Justice  than  by  the 
coinmi|^p  of  the  Senate.

In  the  past  it  has  been  generally  accepted  that  America  was 
ihe  one  country  wherein  all  men  were  the  possessors  of  certain 
inalienable  rights,  where  liberty,  fraternity  and  equality  ruled 
sujueme.  I hese  ideas  have  been  inoculated  into  our  minds  from 
infancy;  press  and  platform  and  pulpit  have  extolled  the  inesti- 
mable benefits  flowing  from  American  institutions.  We  have  been 
told  times  without  end  that  the  Avill  of  the  people  was  at  all 
limes  supreme;  that  the  constitution  guaranteed  freedom  of 
exj)ression  to  all  and  provided  ample  means  for  any  changes 
that  the  sovereign  people  might  ordain,  and  that  the  congress  was 
forbidden  to  pass  any  law's  abridging  the  rights  of  free  speech, 
free  press  and  public  assemblage. 

But  actual  facts  have  shown  that  these  fine  words  are  but  a 
snare  and  a delusion;  liberty  and  equality  have  turned  out  to 
be  a means  whereby  a powerful  minority  is  enabled  to  oppress 
and  dominate  a majority.  In  the  eyes  of  the  ruling  class  the 
sacred  ” constitution  has  about  the  standing  of  a Hun  treaty. 
To  the  intelligent  and  conscious  worker  the  boasted  freedom  has 
become  but  a sorry  joke;  the  freedom  of  the  press  exists  only  so 
long  as  papers  sing  the  song  of  industrial  and  financial  overloads. 
Prison  terms  have  effectively  gagged  those  who  raised  their  voices 
to  protest  the  ravishing  of  the  workers;  the  rights  of  free  assem- 
blage have  vanished  into  thin  air  before  the  effective  swinging  of 
the  2>oliceman’s  club.

After  the  paper  ivas  printed  secretly,  various  members  would 
moet  and  prepare  the  same  for  mailing,  - several  of  them  then  ’ 
taking  bundles  to  Hew  York  and  other  cities  and  depositing  a few 
of  the  copier  in  numerous  letter  boxes.  The  same  method  had  been 
follcv/ed  in  the  mailing  of  "Era  Hueva". 

Neither  the  editor’s  name  nor  the  place  of  publication 
appears  on  the  paper. 

In  the  issue  of  Sept.  13,  1919  (p. 2):  ".jigainst  monopoly  and 
all  the  ills  which  follow  from  it  there  is  only  one  remedy,  - - 
the  abolition  of  private  property.  Every  other  expedient,  even 
if  not  silly  and  useless,  is  a dishonest  subterfuge'  of  which  the 
politicians  make  use  in  order  to  deceive  the  proletarian  masses." 

In  the  same  issue,  Malatesta,  (See  historical  sketch  above) 

- writing  from  England  on  the  subject  "The  Proletarian  Dictator- 
ship", says:  "It  seems  to  me  that  upon  this  question  the  opinion 
of  anarchists  could  not  be  doubtful  and  in  fact,  before  the 
Bolshevist  revolution,  was  doubted  by  no  one.  Anarchy  signifies 
non- p 0 ve mme nt  and  therefore  with  greater  reason  NO  DICTATORSHIP 
whicn  is  absolute  government  without  control  and  without  con- 
stitutional limitations,"  imd,  referring  to  the  Bolsheviki,  he 
continues  "V/e  respect  their  sincerity,  we  admire  their  energy, 
but,  as  we  have  never  been  in  agreement  with  them  on  theoretical 
ground,  we  shall  not  be  able  to  consolidate  with  them  vjhen  they 
pass  from  theory  to  practice  " 


Page  3,  columns  2 and  3,  contain  excerpts  from  the  works 
of  HICH;iEL  BJJCUNIH,  under  the  heading  "Our  Conception  of  Rev- 
olution", ’Of  .which  the  following  is  an  example;  "The  means  and 
the  condition,  if  not  the  principal  end  of  revolution,  is  the 
annihilation  of  the  principle  of  authority  in  all  its  possible 
manifestations;  it  is  the  abolition,  the  complete  and,  if  need 
be,  violent  destruction  of  the  state,  because  the  state,  the 
younger  brother  of  the  church:  as  Proudhon  has  very  well  proved, 
is  the  historical  consecration  of  all  despotisms,  of  all  privi- 
leges, the  political  reason  for  all  economic  and  social  en- 
slavements, the  very  essence  and  center  of  every  reaction." 

In  an  article  on  "Race  Hatred"  (Page  3,  Col,  3-4),  and  re- 
ferring to  the  condition  of  negroes,  the  following  appears:  "In 
the  United  States,  this  land  of  the  free  and  the  home  of  the

houses,  alimentary  substances  and  other  articles  of  consxmption, 
pnfl  equal  distribution  amongst  ^1,  proportionately  to  the  needs 
and  to  the  available  quantities,  • -Seiaure  on  the  part  of  the 
workers,  of  the  land,  shops,  the  means  of  transportation,  raw 
material,  machinery  and  other  working  tools;  and  an  immediate 
organization  of  production  and  exchange  by  tho  co-operation  of 
every  one,  to  the  advantage  of  every  one  in  the  manner,  always 
modifiable,  and  to  render  it  perfect  as  judged  best  by  the  in- 
terested ones,  * * * Organized  resistance  against  the  possible 
attempts  or  reaction  and  restoration  of  the  false  regime.  Opposi 
tion  to  every  attempt  of  new  governments,  new  oppressive  and 
authoritative  organizations*" 

It  is  interesting  to  note  the  above  by  comparison  w.ith  the 
tactics  of  the  Manif  esto  of  the  Communists-  Anarchists  as  pub- 
lished by  the  Union  of  Russian  Workmen  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada.  "Umanito  Nova"  is  the  more  detailed  and  more  extreme,  - 
especially  when  considering  the  Communists  waild  have  at  least

Ludovico  Caminita,  (see  L*Era  Nuova)  speaks  every  Friday 
night  on  the  subject  of  anarchy*  James  Gallo,  son  of  Peraino 
Gallo  (see  personal  paragraph)  is  tffk  leading  spirit  in  the 
association  and  chairman  of  the  '^educational"  committee* 

On  Dec*  9,  1919*  Prior  to  the  departure  on  the  "Buford", 

Emma  Goldman  and  Alexander  Berkman  wrote  a joint  letter  to  the 
"Young  Men's  Ferrer  Club",  - the  original  having  been  recovered* 
It  contains,  in  part,  the  following: 

"V/e  appeal  to  you  most  probably  for  -the  ^st  time 
*Priends  we  have  often  in  the  past  called^pon  you 
to  support  the  great  struggles  for  free  speech**  * * 
and  for  numerous  similar  causes.  Your  response  has 
always  been  fine  - spirited,  and  generous.  Indeed  it 
was  your  affection  and  cooperation  that  have  been  our 
greatest  inspiration  and  support." 

The  Ferrer  Colony  at  Stelton,  N.  J*  is  an  anarchist 
settlement  established  about  3 years  ago  and  consisting  of  about 
200  families  as  permanent  settlers.  In  the  summer  the  colony  It 
increased  to  300  by  visiting  radicals  who  commute  to  Philadelphii. 
and  New  York*  The  colony  is  not  incorporated  but  their  "Modern 
School"  is  incorporated  under  the  lav/s  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
and  attempts  are  being  made  to  organize  schools  at  Detroit, 
Buffalo,  Cleveland,  Pittsburgh,  San  Francisco,  Erie,  Pa*  and 
Washington  State. 

They  publish  a monthly  magazine  called  "The  Modern  School'* 
which  magazine  is  devoted  to  libertarian  ideas  in  education*  The 
editor  is  Carl  Zigrosser  and  the  Circulation  Manager  E*  S*  Pratt 
In  the  number  for  September  1918  appears  an  article  entitled 
"The  Ferrer  Modern  School";  Interpretation  and  Appraisal,"  bj^ 
v/illiam  Thurston  Brown,  from  which  the  following  is  taken: 

The  Ferrer  Modern  school  consists  " a group  of  men 
and  women  with  visi  on^who  launched  this  school  eight 
ye'ars  ago,  in  New  York  - and  whom  with  still  greater  and 
vision,  planted  it  here  three  years  ago  last  May. 
They  saw  about  than  a visionless  school  system;  the 
public  machine  in  charge  of  the  system.  They  felt  edxu:a‘ 
tion  to  be  the  most  precious  thing  life  holds  the  possib

While  \vc  have  in  Ferrer  Colony  the  beginnings  of  a 
moral  and  spiritual  atmosphere  impossible  in  the  average  Com- 
munity, on  account  of  its  blindness  and  conservatism,  more 
remains  to  be  done  in  this  diractlon  and  an  aesthetic  con- 
science has  been  conspicuous  by  its  absence.*  * * "nhat  of 

the  school  itself-  its  curriculum,  its  methods,  its  results? 

It  takes  time  to  demonstrate  results  in  education.  Its 
proofs  can  be  seen  only  in  character,  in  personality,  in  the 
quality  of  manhood  aid  womanhood,  in  the  vital  citizensiaip 
produced.  Progrebs  is  also  registered  in  the  growing  clear- 
ness of  vision  and  conviction  as  to  goal  and  methods  in  the 
minds  of  teachers,  llore  numbers  in  the  teaching  staff  do  not 
signify.  Passing  examinations  is  no  test.  The  evidence  of 
progress  is  to  be  found  in  the  minds  and  spirits  of  teachero 
quite  as  much  as  in  the  mind  and  spirit  of  pupils. 

Co  .nvincing  denonstrati ov  of  the  value  of  our  school 
has  been  made  by  the  record  of  pupils  who  have  gone  from  'chlv:

But 
Russia,  bled  vdiite  by  over  four  years  of  war  and  starved 
by  the  Inhuman  blockade,  is  not  a place  where  one  may  hope 
to  take  root  easily.  However,  if  I could  at  least  hear 
from  those  dear  to  me  I left  behind,  life  would  not  be.»

•I  suppose  you  will  wonder  whether  I have  become 
active  here  in  some  work.

The  Department  of 
JUntico  has  no  poworc  conferred  upon  it  cither  by  the  ^ct  of 
Oct.  16,  1918  or  the  Amendment.  Under  the  Jaw  the  c::oli^ 
Sion  and  deportation  acts  and  amendne  nta  are  vested  in  the 
Department  of  Labor,  and  the  Department  of  Jtisticc  in  all  of 
its  work  in  tho  pact  on  this  subject  has  acted  merely  in 
cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Labor.

1.  Pursuant  to  telegraphic  appointment  by  the  National  Ad- 
jutant of  the  American  Legion,  datdd  August  7th,  1920,  the  under- 
signed Oommittee  met  at  the  office  of  the  American  Legion,  Nation- 
al Legislative  Committee,  Washington.  D.  C.,  at  10  a.m.,  August 
16th,  1920,  and  elected  Mr.  M.  Cordon,  Chainnan  of  the  Com- 
mittee. 

2.  The  Secretary  of  the  National  Legislative  Committee  hand 
ed  us  a letter  containing  more  detailed  instructions  for  our  work 
This  letter  reads  in  part  as  follows; 

"The  published  report  of  the  House  sub-committee 
on  Immigration  indicates  that  Lcuis  P.,Post, 
Assistant  Secretary  of  Labor,  has  wilfully  fallb 
and  refused  to  enforce  the  Act  of  Congress  of 
October  16th,  1918,  relating  to  the  deportation 
of  aliens  who  are  advocating  the  over-throw  of 
the  Government  and  the  unlawful  destruction  of 
property.

These  doouments  show  that  different  Committees  of 
Congress  have  made  full  investigation  of  the  work  of  Mr.  Louis 
P.  Post,  as  Assistant  sSeoretary  of  Labor,  in  regard  to  the 
deportation  of  aliens.  Unfortunately,  however,  the  adjourn- 
ment of  Congress  prevented  a final  report  from  the  Congression 
al  Committees.  We  do  not  know  what  recommendations  will  ul- 
timately be  made  by  one  or  all  of  these  Committees. 


"Any  alien  shall,  upon  the  warrant  of  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  be  taken  in  custody  and  be 
deported"  Sec.  19  of  the  Act  of  February  5th, 
1917. 


4.  In  order  properly  to  understand  the  situattion 
and  the  attitude  and  decisions  of  Mr.  Most,  we  summeirize  the 
machinery  and  methods,  provided  by  Congress,  for  the  deporta- 
tion of  aliens. 


There  is  now  no  federal  statute  making  xailawful 
anarchy  or  agitation  for  the  forcible  overthrow  of  the  Govern- 
ment or  resistance  to  its  laws.  The  immigration  laws  apply 
exclusively  to  aliens. 


The  Immigration  laws  Provide: 


They  provide  that  the  Secretary  of  Labor  on  his 
worrant  may  deport  to  the  country  from  which  they  oame  alia  .

teach  the  unlawful  destruction  of  property;  ( f ) aliens  who  fi' ;• 
members  of  or  affiliated  with  any  organization  that  entertain: 
u belief  in,  teaches  or  advocates  the  overthrow  by  force  ox 
▼iolanoe  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  or  of  all 
forms  of  law,  or  that  entertains  or  teaches  disbelief  in  or 
Opposition  to  all  organized  governments,  or  that  advocates  -che 
duty,  necessity  or  propriety  of  the  unlawful  assaulting  or 
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killing  of  any  officer  or  officers,  etc. 

Application  fojr  a warrant  may  be  made  by  any  person  to  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  and  if  satisfied  that  probable  cause  exi^s, 
for  deportation,  the  Secretary  issues  the  warrant,  which  is  xot-. 
warded  to  an  immigration  inspector  of  the  Department  of  Labor. 

This  examining  inspector,  under  the  customary  procedure,  examines 
the  alien  who  is  informed  that  he  may  have  counsel.  The  examin- 
ing inspector  forwards  a written  report  containing  a transcript 
of  the  testimony  to  the  Commissioner  Ceojeral  of  Immigration,  to- 
gether with  his  recommendation  in  the  premises.  The  Commissioner 
General  of  Immigration  sends  the  report  with  his  own  recommenda- 
tion to  the  Secretary  of  Labor.  In  practice  during  Mr.  Post's 
term  of  Office,  these  reports  have  come  to  him,  for  what  in 
practically  every  instance  has  been  the  final  d ecision.  Mr.  . 
Post  either  orders  the  deportation  of  the  alien  or  the  cancella- 
tion of  the  warrant.  Of  course,  if  he  deemed  another  investiga- 
tion necessary,  because  of  insufficient  evidence,  he  might  order 
a re-examination  of  the  alien.  Instances  of  such  re-examination 
have  been  extremely  rare,  so  ^ar  as  we  are  able  to  determine. 

Little  public  attention  seems  to  have  been  attracMied  by  Mr. 
Post  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  until  about  the  month  of 
March,  1920,  when,  in  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  of  Labor  and  of 
Lctlng  Secretary  Abercrombie,  who  theretofore  had  been  giving 
attention  to  immigration  matters,  he  assumed  the  administration  of 
duties  pertaining  thereto.  It  had  been  the  practice  of  the  Com- 
missioner General  of  Immigration  to  investigate  deportation  cases 
and  to  forward  his  report  with  a memorandvim  df  finding  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Secretary  or  Acting  Secretary  for  approval.  Mr. 
Abercrombie  appears  to  have  given  weight  to  these  recommendations. 

The  law  fixing  the  duties  of  the  Commissioner  General  and 
Assistant  Secretary  respectively  is  broad  enough  to  allow  the 
growth  of  this  custom  of  maJiing  recommendations.  Mr.  Post,  how 
ever  held  that  the  Commissioner  General  was  merely  his  "sheriff  " 
and  had  no  legal  authority  to  make  a memorandum  or  recommends bi 
and  that  he,  Mr,  Post,  the  "alter  ego",  as  he  says,  of  the 
Secretary,  parso/ially  assumed  original  jurisdiction  of  these  oa 
It  is  very  significant  that  this  change  in  practice,  which  had 
existed  since  1903,  was  simultaneous  with  the  development  of  a 
vast  mnnber  of  alien  deportation  oases  for  membership  in  our 
affiliation  with  an  organization  that  believed  in  the  overthrew 
by  force  or  violence  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

When  Mr.  Post  assumed  jurisdiction  there  were  in  the  CTistodp 
of  the  Department  under  detention  warrants,  about  two  thoucand 
aliens  who  had  been  arrested  on  warrants  procured  from  the  Sec.r-!  - 
tary  of  Labor  by  the  Attorney  General,  and  held  for  deportation. 

This  action  was  taken  in  an  effort  by  the  Department  of  Jus- 
tice to  break  up  a world-w'ide  movement  for  the  forcible  overthro'v 
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jf  established  government  seriously  threatening  the  peace  and 
safety  of  our  people.  Mr.  Post  states  that  in  his  opinion  no 
f?iich  serious  movement  existed  in  reality  but  that  there  was  a 
systematic  newspaper  campaign  to  deceive  the  public,  financed  by 
peat  interests  to  create  a psychological  condition  from  which 
he  intimated  that  the  American  legion  might  now  be  suffering- 


Before  the  Rules  Committee,  he  attempted  to  leave  the  same 
xDipresaion,  and  to  charge  that  seme  newspaper  reporters  wore 
drawing  salaries  from  outside  interests,  but  he  was  then  called 
upon  for  names  and  facts,  and  oould  not  give  a single  instance 
in  point.  With  this  as  his  daolafed  viewpoint,  and  under  these 
conditions,  Mr*  Post  set  aside  departmental  precedent  and  took 
to  himself  the  original  and  final  decision  of  the  cases  of 
radical  aliens  held  for  deportation*  The  Department  cancelled  ^ 
from  January  1st  to  June  15th,  1920,  2,115  deportation  warrants, 
ordered  deportation  in  530  cases  and  deferred  60. 


Porty-two  persons  were  actually  deported,  but  none  since 
Mr.  Post  took  charge  of  the  matter.  Naturally,  this  situation 
drew  an  inquiry  from  Congress,  comment  from  the  Press,  and  a full 
investigation  ensued,  which  had  not  been  completed  before  the 
adjournment  of  Congress,  and  hence  no  report  for  recommendation 
was  made  on  the  general  subject  or  on  the  resolution  introduced 
by  Mr.  Hooh  of  JCansaa,  calling  for  the  impeachment  of  Mr.  Post. 
Many  oases  were  produced  and  examined  in  this  investigation,  but 
it  VDuld  unduly  extend  this  report  to  cite  or  summarize  more 
then  a very  few.

In  practice  the  Department  of  Juatico  because  of  its  vast 
corps  field  agents  has  applied  to  the  uecrotary  of  Labor  for  the 
warrants  of  arrest,  and  has  furnished  evidence  to  the  Inspector 
in  some  instances.  Mr.  Post  informed  tho  Committee  that  the 
Attorney  General  had  always  been  notified  whontho  hearings  were 
to  be  had  by  the  Examining  Inspector.  Mr.  Hoover  contradicts 
this  statement,  and  informs  us  that  the  Department  of  Justice  is 
practically  never  represented  at  tho  hearings.  He  further  in- 
forms us,  that  Mr,  Post  never  calls  upon  the  Department  of  jt  .~ 
tics  nor  for  any  additional  evidence  which  that  Department 
may  have  procured,  subsequent  to  the  arrest  of  the  alien.  Ti  e 
alien  usually  has  adroit  counsel  to  represent  him  on  the  heaTin> 
Leading  questions  seem  to  be  the  rule  on  these  hearings,  so 
that  in  effect  the  counsel  is  giving  testimony  for  the  alien.. 

No  counsel  is  present  to  cross-  examine  the  alien  in  behalf 
the  Government,  the  examining  Inspector  being  the  only  persot- 
to  bring  out  any  contractions  or  inconsistencies  in  the  alier  ., 
testimony.  In  fact,  Mr.  Hoover,  informs  us  that  the  Departmej-  >. 
of  Justice  is  not  only  not  informed  of  the  time  and  place  of 
hearing,  but  also  that  ho  personally  was  denied  the  right  of  Jv- 
rent  cross-  examination  of  Ludwig  0.  A.  K.  Martens,  the  so-or  ..'.c 
Ambassador  from  Soviet  Russia.  He  states  that  he  was  required 
to  present  his  questions  through  an  intermediary,  and  thereb, , 
his  cross-  examination  was  deprived  of  all  its  effectiveness, 
Post  contradicts  this  statement,  and  says  that  Mr.  Hoover,  not 
only  had  the  right  of  direct  cross-examination,  but  also,  that 
permitted- the  Department' of  Justice  to  state  its  choice  of  the 
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jvja  examining  inopeotor  to  Marten’s  case,  and  that  such  In- 
,peotoT  was  appointed  to  conduct  the  hearing.

Mr.  Post  in  several  instances,  which  we  now  discuss  has

The  Paul  Bosco  case  is  a most  striking  case  whic’j, 
impressed  your  Committee  with  -the  nullification  of  a law  by  o- .. 
♦rt  with  its  interpretation.  Passing  over  the  facta  lean  a- 

TO  the  issuance  of  the  warrant  for  Bosco,  we  find  that  during  ij'. 
war  ho  was  convicted  under  the  Sspionage  Law  for  the  distribuuioj 
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of  Seditions  literature,  and  aontdneed  to  serve  a term  of  ter. 
years  in  the  i’ederal  penitentiary,  which  sentence  was  later 
reduced  to  Uvo  years.  At  the  time  sentence  was  passed  upon 
Bosoo  he  defiantly  d eclared  that  he  hoped  when  he  should  be 
released  he  would  find  the  red  flag  waving  over  the  American 
flag.  He  was  given  a hearing  on  the  warrant  of  the  Atlanta 
Penitentiary,  and  he  waived  the  right  to  an  attorney  stating 
that  he  did  not  see  the  necessity  of  one,  and  that  he  was 
willing  for  the  hearing  to  proceed.  He  stated  that  he  was 
not  an  anarchist,  but  that  he  hed  no  objections  to  anarchists 
or  their  prinoiples.  He  further  stated  that  whenever  laws 
are  against  the  people,  he  saw  no  reason  why  the  people 
should  not  resist  their  enforcement  by  force,  if  the  law  were 
attempted  to  be  enforced  by  force.  He  further  stated  that  if 
the  United  atates  authorities  were  not  willing  for  working 
men  to  exercise  industrial  democracy,.  Ihen  he  would  not  ob- 
ject to  going  back  to  free  Russia.  In  the  course  of  the 
hearing  this  question  was  asked  Basoo: 


"When  your  sentence  and  term  in  penitentiary  was  announc- 
ed in  the  crowded  court  at  Parkersburg,  did  you  not  state 
definitely  that  you  hoped  that  when  you  were  released  from 
the  penitentiary  that  you  would  find  the  red  flag  waving  over 
the  American  Flag?” 

Answer;  'Tfes,  I said  that." 

Question  "Do  you  still  hope  that?" 

Answer;  "Yes." 

The  inspector  reported  that  Bosco  was  an  anarchist  of 
the  worst  type,  and  recommended  deportation  at  the  end  of  hin 
penitentiary  sentence.  Mr.  Post,  upon  the  record  as  present- 
ed, ordered  his  deportation.  Later  on,  in  pursuance  of  the 
order  of  deportation,  Bosco  was  taken  to  New  York.  Several 
attorneys  interceded  for  him,  but  it  seems  that  Harry  Wein- 
berger, Esq.,  of  New  York,  was  his  principal  counsel,  and  we  I 

find  that  in  a letter  to  the  Department  of  labor  he  states; 

"I  want  to  make  certain  requests  in  the  case  and  you  may  even 
consider  them  demands",  - which  unusual  effrontery  to  an  offi 
cial  department  your,  committee  can  not  comprehend.  In  this 
file  a letter  was  addressed  Weinberger  and  never  sent,  stat- 
ing that  owing  to  the  activities  of  Bosco  and  his  general 
dangerous  oharecter,  the  Department  cannot  consider  his  re- 
lease under  bond  in  a sum  of  less  than  ^6,7500 , later  on, 
however,  Bosco  upon  order  of  Mr.  Post,  was  released  from  cus- 
tody on’bail  of  .jil,000.  The  case  was  reopened,  and  upon  the  J 

rehearing  the  only  evidence  presented  was  that  of  Bosco  who  ^

Mr.  Post  cancelled  the  warrant  for  his  deportation  be- 
cause alien  said  he  joined  the  Communist  Party  to  study  social 
conditions  as  an  aid  to  preparing  his  thesis. 

Wirth  is  now  doing  "social  service"  in  the  Boys'  Court 
at  Chicago,  in  a position  to  employ  his  pernicious  doctrines  to 
the  perversion  of  youth. 

Pranz  Widmar.  This  alien  was  an  Austrian  who  admitt- 
ed that  he  had  been  in  this  country  since  1897,  without  seeking 
naturalization,  and  since  1903,  an  anarchist,  the  publisher  and 
editor  of  "L'Era  Nouva"  and  other  an^^rchistic  publications  in 
which  he  published  articles  commending  the  assassination  of  the 
"hyena,"  former  Governor  dteunenberg,  of  Idaho,  and  articles 
with  such  headings  as  "Do  We  Want  Bloodshed?  Yes:Mueh  of  it.'  " 
The  publication  of  this  paper  was* stopped  by  the  war  power  of 
the  Government  in  1917.  Mr.  Post  cancelled  this  deportation 
warrant,  on  the  unsupported  statement  of  Vn’idmur  that  he  was  no 
longer  an  anarchist.  Mr.  Post  in  explaining  this  to  your  Com- 
mittee declared  that  he  does  not  hold  as  a maxim  "once  an  anar- 
chist, always  an  anarchist." 

We  also  asked  Mr.  Post  for  his  file  in  the  case  of 
Jack  Carney,  but  unfortunately  could  not  see  this  file,  al- 
though we  waited  for  more  than  an  hour  and  a quarter.  »Ve  wriu'^.; 
to  see  the  Jack  Carney  file  particularly,  because  Mr.  Post  hau 
cancelled  his  warrant,  and  we  are  now  informed  that  a jury  in  ; 
State  Court  .in  Illinois  has  convicted  Carney  of  treasonable  . ■ 
which  would  seem  to  show  that  Carney  was  a moat  proper  sub  jo  . 
for  deportation. 


A striking  instance  of  the  manner  in  which  Mr.  Pos 
has  exercised  the  authority  conferred  upon  him,  by  virtue  of 
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the  Immigration  laws  is  that  of  flnrique  Magon.  The  facts 
the  Magon  case  are  in  brief; 


in 


Magon  is  a Mexican  vho  fled  to  the  United  states  to 
avoid  punishment  for  his  acts  in  Mexico.  After  en- 
tering the  United  States,  the  alien  and  his  brother 
affiliated  themselves  with  well  known  and  acknowledg- 
ed anachists.  They  located  in  California  and  publish- 
ed an  anarchistic  paper.  They  v;ere  arrested  and  con- 
victed of  violation  of  the  postal  regulations.  While 
in  the  Federal  priso^  at  Leavenworth,  a deportation  pre 
oeeding  was  accorded  Snrique  Magon.  On  his  examina- 
tion we  find: 


"Q.  In  this  paper  and  in  other  literature  that  is 
published  by  you  or  over  you  signature,  uou  have  advo- 
cated anarchy? 


"A.  I do." 

Q.  "Do  you  believe  in  anarchy?" 
Q.  "You  are  an  anarchist?"

"I  do." 

"I  am  a cemmunist 
anarchist. 


Mr.  Post  disregarded  this  testimony  and  decided  that 
i/^agon  was  not  an  anarchist  and  cancelled  the  deportation  warrant. 
^ There  is  other  testimony  which  clearly  shows  that  Magon  was  an 
anarchist  and  advocated  "between  the  tvjo  social  classes  a war  to 
the  death." 


A very  instructive  case  is  that  of  Thomas  Truss.  Truss 
was  shown  to  be  a member  of  the  Commhnist  Party.  The  Secretary 
of  labor  made  a ruling  by  which  membership  in  the  Communist 
Party  was  held  to  be  cause  for  deportation  of  an  alien.  Mr.  Pos 
held  that  Truss  was  an  "automatic"  member.  We  direct  attention 
to  the  fact,  that  the  Act  of  Congress  does  not  enter  into  any 
discussion  of  "automatic"  or  "consoioas"  membership. 


Conclusions;  We  siJDmit  thrreforen;  that  Mr.  Post  dis- 
regarded recommendations  of  Inspectors  aud  the  Commissioner 
General  of  Immigration,  and  introduced  technicalities  every  one 
of  which  has  operated  for  the  benefit  of  the  alien  and  against 
the  United  States.  As  well  said  by  Congressman  Vaile  at  the 
hearing,  Mr.  Post  introduced  "technical  defense  to  defeat  an 
actual  condition."  We  were  much  impressed  by  the  concern  Mr„ 
Post  felt  for  the  sufferings  of  the  alien,  and  the  rights  of  the 
alien,  but  we  did  not  hear  from  him  a single  expression  of  con- 
cern for  the  rights  of  the  United  States.

1,  Interviewed  Mr.  Kagan,  who  stated  that  while  he  was  in 
Moscow  he  met  a Mrs.  Harrisorr  who  represented  herself  as  a reporter 
for  the  Associated  Press.  After  gaining  her  confidence  Mrs .Harrison 
admitted  that  she  was  not  a reporter  hut  was  emplcyed  by  the  United 
States  Secret  Service.  Her  address  is  o/o  The  Press  Quarters  pro- 
vided by  the  Soviet  Government  in  Moscow. 

I 

2.  As  for  the  durability  of  the  present  Soviet  regime, Kagan 
stated  that  in  his  opinion  it  will  not  stand  up  very  long  for  the 
reason  that  the  Bolshevik  soldier  is  under  a misapprehension  due  ^o 
the  fact  that  the  Soviet  officials  are  spreading  propaganda  toat 
Poland  is  trying  to  conquer  Russia.  For  that  reason  ^e  Bolshov^ 
soldier  in  Russia  is  supporting  Bolshevism  indirectly  in  defuse  of 
his  country.  It  appears  that  the  working  class  is  dissatisfied  with 
the  present  form  of  Soviet  government  in  Russia.  There  is 

little  harmony  among  the  officials  of  the  government.  The  a^  has 
no  strength  and  is  short  of  ammunition.  It  also  appears  that 
old  Russian  officers  are  lemming  the  Bolshevik  forces,  not  directly 
for  Bolshevism  but  for  the  national  question  Poland  is  trying 
conquer  Russia."  To  this  end  Kagan  claimed  it  xs  splendid  Propa- 
ganda for  Lenin  and  Trotzky  in  their  attempt  to  conquer  the  world. 

3.  As  to  the  extent  and  strength  of  peasant  unrest, Kagan 
stated  that  about  seventy-five  percent  of  the  peasants  are  dissatis- 
fied because  they  are  compelled  to  give  all  to  the  gwernment.  It 
aopears  that  only  ten  percent  of  the  peasants  are  Bolshevxsts,  and 
that  the  balance  have  no  faith  in  the  present  form  of  government. 

4,  As  to  the  attitude  of  the  Moscow  population  to  the  Soviet 
Government, Mr.  Kagan  stated  that  due  to  the  fact  toat  Moscow  is  the 
capital  that  out  of  the  population  of  1,500,000  about  fifteen  per- 
cent is  Bolsheviki  and  the  balance  anti.  The  anti-Bolshevik  is 
made  up  of  professional  men,  ex-business  men  and  the  working  olass.

INDIVIDUALS. 


LOUIS  F.  POST,  former  Assistant  Secretary  of  Labor,  and 
apostle  of  the  radicals,  has  been  making  addresses  during  the 
meek,  appearing  twice  in  Bosto'n.  On  the  23rd  he  appeared 
before  the  Harvard  Students’  Liberal  Club,  - the  organization 
of  ZACHARIAH  CHAFEE,  JUDGE  AMDERSON,  and  other  "pinks".  During 
tnis  add.ress  ne  made  some  statements  which  vsould  be  humorous 
Lad  they  come  from  a confessed  radical.  For  instance,  he 
i.ci.l  the  Liberal  Club  that  practically  all  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  detection  and  prosecution  of  crimes,  allotted  to  the 
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Goldman  and  Berkman’s  dangcrousness. 
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Department  pf  Justice,  is  used  as  a salary  for  private  detective 
agencies  hired  by  the  Department.  Also  that  during  the 
Sommuniet  raids,  the  chains  used  to  chain  the  aliens  in  Boston 
alone,  when  piled  upon  the  floor,  made  a pile  up  to  one's 
waist.  He  also  used  tne  old  radical  argument  in  connection 
with  Salsedo,  stating  "now  do  we  know  he  humped  out  of  the 
window?  There  are  several  ways  of  getting  out;  he  might  have 
walked  out,  he  might  have  been  taken  in  a swoon  and  fell  out, 
or  he  mignt  have  been  thrown  out".  This  is  a good  indication 
of  Post's  mental  makeup.  He  also  referred  to  GOLDMAN  and 

BERKMAN.  He  said  the  worst  that  could  be  said  about  them  vvas 
that  Goldman  had.’ said  she  was  an  anarchist,  and  that  Berkman 
had  once  shot  a man  but  had  served  his  term  and  had  been 
living  in  tnis  country  as  a peaceful  resident.  This  is  another 
indication  of  Post's  mental  tuakeup.  The  Harvard  Liberal  Club* 
was  a fitting  setting  for  Post's  address  and  it  v<as  felt  that 
he  could  not  be  out  of  the  service  long  without  connecting  with 
the  bunch  of  parlor  bolsheviks  and  notoriety  seekers  which 
he  had  so  much  favored  during  his  occupancy  of  the  office  of 
Assistant  Secreatry  of  Labor.  Of  course,  he  was  cordially 
received  and  has  been  accepted  into  the  fold*  .of  the  "modern 
intellectuals".  An  interesting  side-light  ofi  this  organization 
will  be  found  under  the  title  "Miscellaneous  Organizations",  - 
"Inter-Collegiate  Liberal  League". 

BENJAMIN  GITLOW,  formerly  N.Y^  State  assemblyman  who?  was 
recently  sentenced  to  not  less  than  five  years  in  prison 
under  the  State  Criminal  Anarchy  Act,  came  before  the  Apellate 
Division  of  the  New  York  Supreme  Court  on  the  first  of  April. 
Justice  Laughlin  for  the  entire  court  affirmed  the  conviction. 

In  his  opinion  he  takes  a stand  directly  opposed  to  that  of 
Judge  Anderson  in  the  COLYER  CASE’. 

DR,  ISAAC  A,  HOURWICH,  formerly  Counsel  for  Martens,  and 
his  Bureau,  together  with  J.  W.  HARTMAN,  editor  of  "Soviet 
Russia",  are  active  on  behalf  of  the  Society  for  Relief  of 
Soviet  Russia,  Recently  Hartman  has  been  in  the  middle  west 
active  among  the  Communists. 

According  to  press  reports,  ERRICO  MALATESTA,  the  well- 
known  anarchist  leaders  who  is  now  confined  in  prison  in 
Milan,  where  he  has  been  since  last  October,  has  declared  a 
hunger  strike,  Malatesta  is  at  least  66  years  of  age.  He  is 
becoming  very  weak  and  hsi  condition  is  critical^  It  is  ex- 
pected that  he  will  not  survive. 

FLOYD  RAMP,  referred  to  in  last  week's  bulletin,  continues 
to  be  active  in  the  middle  west  giving  particular  attention 
to  unemployment  and  labor  unrest. 

JACOB  ABRAMS,  HYMAN  LACHOWSKY,  SAMUEL  LIPMAN  and  MOLLIE 
STEIMER  are  known  to  the  field.  Their  sentences  of  twenty 
and  fifteen  years  respectiv.ely,  with  certain  fines,  have  been 
commuted  so  that  within  a comparatively  short  time  they  will 
be  released,  subject  to  deportation  prdvided  the  ZDepartment 
of  Labor  orders  the  deportation.  In  any  event,  it  is  deemed  ad- 
visable that  the  field  offices  have  on  file  likenesses  of  these 
individuals.  Therefore,  the  same  appear  on  the  following  page.

$25.00  a vreek  for  expenses.  Ihis  work  vas  done  by 

Sion  - the  Secretary  of  L‘s  union  told  mo  this  - aM  the  girl  that  worls 
in  the  office  of  the  Retail  Clerks  Union  (L's  union)  did  the  correspondence 
and  helped  L ^vith  the  work  for  the  leather  men  while  she  was  doing  the 
ro^nxlar  T/ork  for  the  Retail  Clerks.  In. fact,  one  of  tho  old  members  of 
the  Retail  Clarks  told  L.  that  there  was  a oh:mce  to  pick  up  some  extra 
money  - that  the  leather  men  wanted  him  to  organize  their  work.  Loon 
said  all  right  - sand  them  in.  L.  asked  $2000.  and  a weekly  salary, 
but  the  leather  men  finally  agreed  to  tho  anount  stated  above.  L.  was 
doing  the  v;ork  for  his  ovm  union  at  the  sai.a  time  - the  ^ ^ m 

leather  :nen  lasted  forf  ive  or  six  xreeks.  L.  receives  v^5.00  a week  from 
his  0^X1  union.  L.  told  mo  before  he  vrent  to  R.  that  ho  had  made  some 
extra  money  and  v«s  able  to  leave  something  for  the  children  in  ^ase 
anything  hL  happened  to  him.  He  didn't  tell  r^e  particulars  - 1 didn  t ask 
for  any  - it  none  of  my  business.  But  I made  it  my  business 
nnd^ut  while  I ^vas  in  Chicago.  L.  tells  me  that  it  cost  h^  Pf 
nothing  except  while  ho  was  in  Gemsany.  Olga  vnrks  in  som,e  dross^lng

dono  in  the  past,  could  be  done  again*  The  truth  of  it  could  be  bh- 
talned  only  by  iiaving  a h?mdwriting  export  go  ovor  the  original  signa- 
ture* I \70uld  want  good  proof  before  I took  any  stock  in  Bailen*s  reports. 

Bailen  has  also  made  reports  against  a man  by  the  name  of  Bellow, 
an  official  in  the  progressive  branch  of  the  cigar  markers*  union  - 
Bellow  has  been  known  as  an  Anarchist  for  the  last  fiftoon  or  twenty 
years  - E*  knows  him  well*  (I»m  telling  you  about  Bellov;s  to  show  you 
how  mixed  up  the  \’diolo  Bailen  matter  is)*  Bailen  clelras  that  Bellow 
has  given  information  about  his  union  and  that  he  **sold  out  the  cigar- 
makers*  strike”*  After  Bailen  had  been  paid  $200*  he  hands  over  reports 
against  BellJW*  The  fact'  that  Bailen  received  money  for  reports  is  not 
imom.b:*  the  lawyer  (Uritz),  or  the  men  in  the  Jewish  Forward  office,  in 
Chicago,  vho  published  Bailen»s  reports  against  Bellow.  The  man  who 
says  he  paid  Bailen  $200*  told  mo  that  Bailen  would  not_,give  reports 
until  he  had  received  money*  An  expert  was  called  to  go  over  the  copies 
(photographs  of  reports),  he  said  that  he  could  tell  nothing  without  the 
originals,  and  the  laivyer  refused  to  allow  tho  originals  out  of  his 
safe.  When  I told  Siskin  (one  of  tho  men  in  the  Forward  office)  that  it 
looked  to  me  like  a blackmailing  affair  on  the  part  of  Bailen  and  a means 
to  get  money  for  his  own  defense.  Siskin  said,  »Oh  no,  he  is  not  allowed 
by  his  lawyer  to  receive  any  money,  that  the  lawyer  would  drop  him 
Irjifledlately  if  he  took  money”.  I told  Siskin  that  the  man  who  gave 
Bailen  $200*  for  the  reports  clal  s that  he  would  not  give  up  the  repot ts 
without  first  receiving  money  and  that  $200*  had  been  sent  to  Bailen* 

Siskin  said,  ”this  caimot  be  true”.  You  can  see  from  this  how  mixed 
up  the  Thole  business  is,  and  even  the  men  working  together  on  the 
matter  do  not  seem  to  tell  one  another  \^at  is  being  done  to  got  these 
reports  out  of  this  miserable  dog  of  a Bailen*  I’ll  do  my  best  to  see 
Bailen  and  see  vUitit  I can  get  out  of  him*  Hillr*Tan  of  the  Amalgamated 
refused  to  ask  Bailen  to  con©  to  see  him  (he  v/ould  do  it  for  Hillman) 
said  that  he  would  have  nothing  to  do  with  3-ilon,  v.-ould  not  talk  v/ith 
him  or  permit  him  in  his  office  - that  he  too  dangerous* 

After  Sam  Agursky  cajne  from  R and  told  that  Leon  vfis  in  prison  ^ 
in  R*  many  6i*  tiie^  so-called  radical  friends  begaA  to  rake  up  some 
mysterious  action  on  the  part  of  L (or  \-diat  seemed  unexplainable  to  their 
small  minds).  This  one  mentioned  one  thing  and  another  aomething  else 
until  it  has  gathered  into  quite  an  avalanche.  Each  one  repeating  \dxat 
others  have  wondered  about,  then  some  one  repeating  this  ”wondor”  as  a 
fact  and  adding  something  with  each  repetition*  Sam  Agursky  claims 

to  iiave  discovered  the  fact  that  L’s  children  spent  their  vacation 
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last  sumimr  vdth  a xnother-ln-law  of  Bailen,  at  \7arren,  \7ia.  Loon  said 
that  he  didn't  even  Icnow  the  name  of  the  people  v;here  hia  children  v/ent* 

He  aslffid  Olga  vihan  ho  returned  to  Chicago  from  his  trip  abroado  Olga 
says  that  a i>s.  Holmes,  who  worls  in  the  Blune  Bldg.  Llichigrn  Avo., 

Chicago,  suggested  this  i.lapla  Dell  Fi-uit  Farm,  ov.-ned  by  Ebert,  Warren, 

V7is.,  as  a good  place  for  the  children.  The  Eberts  are  relatives ’’of 
this  llrs.  Holmes,  and  lira.  Holmes  says  that  there  are  no  Bailens  in 
their  family#  The  name  of  the  son-in-law  of  the  Eberts*  Is  Victor 
Orchard#  Urs.  Holmes  scoffed  at  such  an  accusation.  I did  not  have 
time  to  go  to  Warren,  Wis.  {on  account  of  my  sister's  illness)  to  in- 
vestigate personally  about  this  Ebert  fam#  I have  asked  ono  of  my 
friends  to  do  it  for  me,  some  one  I cad  trust  to  get  \^at0ver  facts  there 

are  about  it# 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  ones  so  eager  to  tai®  information 
about  L to  Russia,  did  not  t£dce  the  trouble  to  ascertain  facts,  but 
simply  repeated  the  yossip  floating  about  — and  tliis  gossip  started  after 
Sam  A.  said  Leon  is  in  prison  in  R. , and  that  ho  had  oeon  asked  to  got 
"facts"  about  L.  Dr.  Cohn  v/rote  Rockjr  after  speaking  to  paao  Hgur.Tich 
about  L.  end  ha  told  Dr.  O.  that  r,-ord  had  come  from  Russia  to  look  up 
L.G.’s  record.  I understand  that  Dr,  Hourv/ich*s  son  is  now  in  Russia 
and  ho  is  a raving  maniao  against  any  one  who  might  say  anything  against 
the  tactics  of  the  Bolshevi  :fl.  I know  hi  ',  from  K.Y.  and  know  how  in- 
tolerant he  is,  and  Leon  tells  me  that  he  had  some  xvords  with  him  while 

ho  was  in  R. 

I had  a few  of  the  old  friends  end  comrades  to  my  place  to  meet 
Lo  and  to  hoar  his  impression  of  affairs  in  R.  I did  not  have  to  de- 
nend  on  L for  the  f-cto  ho  told  - others  had  told  me,  but  no  one  coming 
out  was  r-ble  to  tell  such  a concise,  v/ell  consti-uctod  story  and  who  had 
suoh  a grasp  of  the  whold  situation  as  Loon.  It  is  very  hard  for  even 
the  Anarchists  to  swall0’.7  the  truth  as  it  comes  to  us  now  and  then  - 
they  have  their  hearts  set  on  this  "land  of  promise",  particularly 
the  Russian  born.  It  is  a religion  with  them.  During  the  course  of 
L’s  talk.  Dr.  C.  beoame  <julte  heated  and  finally  put  the  question  to  L. 
"Which  would  you  prefer,  the  Bolsheviks  oro  say  the  reactionary  general 
Kolchak"?  Leon  had  bean  talking  for  about  three  hours,  ansv/oring 
heated  questions  that  ware  being  put  to  him  and  interrupting  his  general 
story  - ho  answered,  "I  prefer  Kolchakf.  I knew  \*at  Leon  meant  as  I had 
talked  with  him  until  four  in  the  morning  the  night  before.  Dr.  C. 
lumped  up  and  as  lie  was  leaving  he  said  to  me,  "Something  must  bo  vrrong 
with  him  to  say  he  preferred  a reactiona.ry  general  to,  after  all,  our  own 
comrades,  the  Bolslievlks".  I tried  to  eccplaln  to  him  by  tolling  him 
that  Leon  meant  that  a reactionary  genoral  would  be  i;arch  more  easily  over- 
thrown.  Within  a few  days.  Dr.  C.  called  up  Isaac  Hourwich  (who  knows  ✓ 
nothing  about  L.  after  all)  v/ho  told  hiiytha  nows  from  Russia  wanting  in- 
formation,  ato.  Dr.  C.  then  wrote  Rocker. 

Tho  foundation  of  E.*s  statement  thatttiore  had  been  some  talk 
against  Leon  some  years  ago  is  this.  During  the  Mooney  case  in  San 
Francisco,  when  there  .Tore  only  four  or  five  to  do  anything  for  those 
labor  people  arrested,  a couple  of  Jewish  young  men  and  Luoj^Bob^^ 

(wife  of  Bob  now  in  Russia)  - the  same  type  of  minds  as  the 

G^^rs  who  did  so  mch  to  spread  the  rumors  against  Leon  when  Aguraky 

said  Leon  was  arrested  - came  to  me  and  saids  "Wo  are  not  sure  about 
L.Go-  ha  wont  to  Europe  one  time  and  we  don’t  kno,  how  ha  got  the  money  ✓ 
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and  he  never  made  any  explanationso  L.  v/us  hel^ilng  Sob  Minor  in  the  de-  Z' 
fense  ■norlc  for  Uooney  and  the  others.  A.  b.*s  and  ny  office  vas  being 
raided  and  \7o  \TOre  under  suspicion  on  aojount  of  our  pai>er  2he  Blast  being 
used  to  create  publicity  and  solicit  funds  for  defense  \wrk,  etc.,  etc., 
tin»3  were  too  strenuous  to  go  on  any  hunt  for  facts  about  Leon’s  trip  to 
Europe  several  years  previous*  I told  Bob  Ifinor  what  had  been  stated 
to  me.  His  reply  wasj  "Fitzl,  Leon  is  the  only  one  working  with  me  that 
has  brains  enou^  to  carry  out  any  work  that  needs  to  be  done  - the  only 
one  I can  depend  on  to  do  the  job  given  him  to  do*  I don’t  believe  it", 

I said,  "All  right.  Bob,  use  your  own  Judgaent  and  go  ahead  - I’m  only  » 

telling  you  what  was  told  to  me  and  I have  no  t4me  to  get  any  facts"* 

I did  not  know  L.  intimately  then  -he  came  to  our  office  a few  times 
with  a little  money  for  the  paper  and  secured  some  subscriptions  for  the 
paper,  talked  with  him  a few  moments  at  different  times.  He  looked  all 
right  to  mo.  Then  met  him  tgaln  in  Chicago,  three  years,  ago,  during  the 
Llooney  Convention  (a  delegation  of  about  1000  labor  men,  mat  on  behalf 
of  Llooney  and  Billings)  I had  corresponded  with  him  on  different  occa- 
sions, about  the  v/ork  for  the  L'ooney  case,  books,  etc.  You  know  the 
kind  of  acquaintances  one  makes  in  the  radical  movement.  Then  beforo 
ho  went  to  R.  ha  came  to  h.Y.  to  see  me,  to  ask  my  advice  and  asked  if 
I could  arrange  a certain  thing  for  him.  We  talked  for  awhile,  my  in- 
tuition regarding  him  said  O.K*  - I told  him  to  coma  the  next  day,  I 
would  then  tall  hi  i whether  I would  do  the  thing  he  wanted.  I did  it. 

Before  ha  left  for  his  trip,  I told  him  about  this  San  Francisco 
talk  and  about  their  coming  to  me  vixen  he  vas  helping  Bob  Kinor.  Ho 
only  smiled.  His  time  was  short,  I was  up  to  my  ears  on  a case  that 
needed  help  badly  - and  the  matter  dropped.  Then  whan  he  came  back 
from  Ro  I got  together  the  ones  v/ho  had  done  the  talking  in  xl.Y. 

They  admitted  that  some  one  told  them,  or  this  was  the  L^press  ion  of 
some  one  else,  nothing  to  any  of  their  definite  statements  that  nad  been 
made  before  they  faced  L.  When  vre  were  alone  I again  asked  L.  about 
the  trip  to  Europe  long  ago  that  bothered  the  S.F.  friends.  , 

T^as  a story  that  took  about  tvro  hours  to  tell  - he  went  into  his 
life’s  history*  His  trouble  v/ith  Olga  vhen  they  v/ere  first  together  - 
how  she  had  him  arrested  for  non-support  - his  sentence  of  six  months, 
his  escape  and  changed  name.  Then  in  San  Fxancisco  he  wondered  if  ho 
could  not  tahB  a tramping  trip  working  his  way  to  and  from  Europe.  Had 
boon  reading  Jack  London’s  stories  and  wanted  to  find  out  if  he  was 
self-reliant  enough  to  do  such  a stunt.  After  one  of  the  mMeroua 
misunderstandings  with  Olga  one  day  ho  put  on  a flannel  shirt,  took  a tooth 
brush,  a pencil  and  pad  and  a few  dollars  in  his  pocket  ^d  made  his  way 
to  Europe  and  back  - gave  no  explanations,  didn't  think  it  nooossary  - 
and  then  the  \.onder  started.  Ho  wont  into  details  in  telling  me  his 
life’s  story,  talking  rapidly  and  in  his  excitement  in  one  part  oi  iiis 
story,  he  said,  "There’s  nothing  wrong  with  me,  it's  the  net  I seem  to 
bo  in".  It  was  not  so  much  this  statement,  but  the  n-nnner  in  which  he 
said  it,  breaking  into  his  story  with  this  side  remark.  I sjent  three 
days  and  nearly  three  nights  talking  •.vith  L when  he  returned  from  R. 

Ha^rang  true  to  me.  and  for  this  reason  I took  this  trip  to  Ohicago  to  see 
if  I could  not  got  to  the  bottom  of  this  miserable  talk  against  him. 

The  more  I talk  with  hi  and  come  to  know  him  well,  the  more  YuHy  1 

believe  in  him  and  the  more  keenly  I feel  the  whole  situation. 

tho  girl  friend  xdio  lives  with  me,  hoard  his  talk  one  evening,  has  the 

sane  feeling  about  him  that  I do*  I can’t  help  thinking  that  it  is  an 
attempt  on  the  part  of  those  with  less  ability  U found  considerable  potty 
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personr.l  feeling  on  the  jart  of  the  ones  rxlcing  accusations)  to  discredit 
und  it  also  soerriS  to  be  the  tactics  on  the  part  of  government  offi* 
cials  to  discredit  active  labor  men  by  crying  "spy".  Nothing  kills  a 
man's  efforts  quicker. 

The  Superintendent  of  tire  building  whore  the  Chicago  Federation 
of  Labor  have  their  offices  told  me  that  two  Department  of  Justice  men 
offered  to  give  him  money  if  he  (Superintendent)  would  leave  L's  dffice 
door  so  that  they  could  get  in  and  search  his  desk  and  office.  The 
Superintendent  refused  to  do  it.  The  Superintendent  also  told  me  that 
ho  had  bean  arrested  for  speeding  and  while  at  headquarters  he  had  been 
Questioned  about  L.G.  - v.-as.  told  that  ho  \vas  a s.  o.  b.  and  caused  them 
more  trouble  during  the  Betail  dorks'  Strike  than  all  the  rest  of  the 
unions  ijut  together.  Fitzpatrick  told  me  that  when  L.  first  oame  to 
Chicago  anil  they  helped  L.  to  arrange  speaking  dates,  etc.  for  the 
Kooney  case,  L.  was  arrested,  beaten  and  hold  in  prison  for  several 
days.  L.  got  word  out  to  him  and  flockels  - they  went  dov.-n  to  inquire 
about  him  and  was  told  by  the  Department  of  Justice  men  to  keep  their 
hands  off  (meaning  Fits  and  iiiockels)  that  they  should  have  nothing  to 
do  vith  a fellow  like  L.  v/ho  was  an  An.  and  they  were  going  to  deport 
hlr.  Fitzpatrick  had  some  talk  vdth  the  D.  of  J « men,  told  them  they 
the  Chicago  Federation  of  Labor  would  not  stand  for  their  men  being 
•iicked  up  and  beaten  and  held  for  no  apparent  cause.  After  much  talk 
i,.  was  finally  paroled  in  charge  of  Fitzpatrick  and  nockols.  Flt^ 
told  me  that  those  rumors  and  gossip  had  come  to  him  - that  L.  had 
asked  on  his  retuni  from  R.  to  have  a co;nmittoe  from  the  Chicago  Fed. 
of  L.  appointed  to  investigate  these  rumors.  Fitzpatrick  told  me 
that  when  anyone  brought  him  facts  they  would  consider  it,  that  until 
then  they  would  do  nothing  about  it.  They  had  nothing  against  L.  - 
ho  via.3  doing  good  \Tork  for  thorn.  Ho  said  that  many  labor  men  had  been 
framed  on  and  this  may  be  another  attempt.  Bring  me  fonts  and  proofs, 
otherwise  we  will  not  listen,  Fitz.  said. 

Vflien  Agurdey  vas  in  Chicago  (Sam)  he  said  that  Leon  had  snown  in 
Russia  credentials  from  Fitzpatrick  and  Bill  Haywood.  Fitzpatrick  said 
that  the  Chicago  Federation  of  Labor  had -a  policy  of  nover  issuing  cre- 
dentials outside  of  Chicago  and  that  he  had  not  given  La  credential  for 
E.  Fitz.  told  Agursky  and  tho  oonmltteo  with  him,  L,  dies  have  a Fe  - 
oration  card,  and  ha  also  has  a letter  from  the  Federation  authorizi^ 
him  to  work  under  their  auspices  for  the  hooney  case  in  Chicago,  v7hen 
Leon  was  asked  about  giving  Fitxpatriok  credentials  and  one  from  Bill 
Hajr.TOOd  ho  said  he  never  presented  such  credentials  in  E, 
have  his  Chicago  Fed  card  and  a letter  from  one  of  tho  I.'W.V/.  Socro- 
tarles  vdilch  has  Bill  Haywood's  name  on  it,  of  course,  but  it  was  not 
signed  by  Bill.  I have  forgotten  the  name,  Prady  or  Proudy,  some- 
thing like  that. 

L.  works  every  day  in  his  union  - is  now  living  at  the  VfesM^on 
Hotel  - brou^t  his  boy  to  tho  Stelton  School  to  be  cared  for  - ho  is  very 
unhappy  about  all  this  - particularly  unhappy  about  such  ^st^blng  noOT 
going  to  Rocker  and  to  you.  His  face  v/as  so  animated  and  "lit  up  w^n  , 

talking  about  Rocker  and  you,  the  .«.rk  that  you  ai-e  planning  J®, . 

in  ^movei.0.;,  that  I couldn't  help  saying,  "you  are  very  fond  of  Sasha". 

He  smiled  and  said,  "It  is  tho  greatest  thing  iii  my  life".  Then  when 
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I -Ba  in  Chicago  ruvining  -roimd  trying  to  find  out  about  these  rumors, 

I saw  hi'n  one  evening,  ha  broke  dovn  and  wept*  I asked  what  has  hajjponedo 
He  said,  **they  are  poisoning  3asha  too”*  It  v^s  my  o\-ai  \70man*3  intui- 
tion th::t  really  tobd  me  anything*  It  is  this  part  of  the  vhole  business 
that  is  killing  him  - he  doesn’t  care  much  about  all  this  talk  except 
that  it  is  beginning  1 to -destroy  your  faith*  I believe  in  hL':.,  jasha, 
honestly  and  truly  to  the  bottom  of  niy  heart*  I want  to  find  out  about 
Bailen’s  accusations  against  him  but  the  proofs  must  be  A 1*  This  is  a 
long  story  that  I have  tried  to  tell  - I hope  th-t  I have  made  viiat  I 
wanted  to  say  clear*  I shall  be  so  glad  to  meet  you  '.hen  you  come  - 
you  say  early  in  Septerabero  If  possible,  send  copy  of  this  letter,  or 
part  concorning  L to  Sasha  B*  and  E*G*  I am  also  writing  them  and 
Hooker*  Dear  Sasha  Berkraan  thlhlcs  that  I have  failed  hi.m  - I did  write 
several  letters  since  the  last  one  he  recolved  sending  them  by  people 
going  - gT:ive  GoiQe  to  the  deportees  - but  finally  they  \vere  not  allovjed 
to  go  as  Hussia  would  not  receive  them*  I expected  to  get  to  London 
as  manager  of  the  "Emperor  Jones"  that  was  to  open  in  London  July  16th 
in  one  of  Coohrrn’s  theatres*  Our  star,  Oh’-rles  Grilpin,  \vas  taken  ill 

find  so  thy  tiip  was  called  off*  I lost  an  opportunity  to  have  ray  fare

I have  been  away  from  Tew  Yoric  for  nearly  a month  and  find 
yonr  letter  upon  r^y  return.  Spent  considerable  tine  in  Chicago  on  the 
Leon  matter,  and  with  n\y  sister  in  V.’isconsin*  Fotind  her  very  ill  - now 
I rrust  meike  a.’rangerafints  to  have  her  brought  here  for  operation  where  I 
can  look  after  her  and  at  the  same  time  attend  to  ny  work.  I am  tell- 
ing you  this  because  I did  not  have  the  time  to  do  all  the  investigating 
for  Leon  that  I needed. 

It  looks  to  ne  li  ce  a darn  outrage  and  an  at  tempt  on  the 
part  of  the  CoT.jrrunists  to  discredit  him.  I can*t  help  feeling  this 
very  strongly  after  following  up  some  of  the  Accusations  and  getting 
the  facts.  In  such  matters  persooial  feelings  do  not  enter  into  it 
so  far  as  I am  concerned,  Sasha  dear.  I an  telling  you  my  fe(^ing3, 
impressions  and  facts  that  I was  able  to  gather.  I cabled  you  from 
Chicago  after  receiving  Stella’s  letter  telling  me  that  she  had  re- 
ceived a letter  from  E.G.  - that  E.  had  written  you.  Rocker  and  had  also 
sent  a letter  for  Harry  K.  These  ^'friends  of  long  standing"  from  \-diom 
gets  her  information  are  doubtless  Ben  Agursky  (sometimes  called 
Ben  August,  brother  of  Sara  Agursky  in  R.-this  Sam  somehow  seems  to 
have  sense  enou^  to  get  back  and  forth  across  the  water  and  acts  as  a 
good  poodle  dog  for  the  C’>s)  and  the  other  is  Bob  Robins.  Bob  is  a 
good  fellow  and  means  well,  but  is  too  apt  to  repeat  rumors  without 
actually  fliding  out  things  for  himself.  Ben  A.  took  with  him  to 
Russia  a photograph  of  a letter  written  by  tills  self-confessed  detect- 
ive Bailen  stating  that  L is  a soy  for  the  Burns  detective  agency. 

Bailen  madei  no  charges  against  L at  the  time  ha  ^ve  out  such  a nass 

of  accusations  ag-'inst  so  many  in  the  radical  and  labor  movement.  It 

was  only  after  Agursky  was  here  and  out  the  information  both 

here  an:’  in  Chicago  -that  L was  arrested  in  H and  if  evidence  could  be 

foimd  against  doubtless  would  be  shot. 

Those  are  the  charges  that  Ben  A took  with  hin  to  Russia; 

1)  He  had  passport  and  went  and  came  legally; 

This  I cannot  answer  very  well  until  I see  you  in  person. 

There  is  no  cause  to  worry  about  that  accusation. 

2)  T\md  boys  of  ours  were  a’^rested  and  L.  is  accused  6f  informing 

on  em. 

I was  told  by  a person  si:5)posed  to  be  reliable  that  one  of 
the  boys  stated  to  him  that  L.  vjas  the  only  one  had  knowledge  of 
the  affair.  I saw  the  boy,  talked  with  him  personally,  asked  him  if 
he  had  imde  such  a statement  to  any  one  and  if  he  felt  that  L.  was 
resnonsible  for  their  arrest.  He  told  me  that  he  never  nade  such  a 
staterent  - he  found  out  that  five  others  had  knowledge  of  the  affair  - 
he  did  not  knov;  how  many  others  had  knowledge  from  others  mixed  up  in 
the  case  consciously  or  unconciously  — thit  he  always  had  the  greatest 
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confiaenoe  in  L.-  still  has  - that  people  had  coma  to  him  almost  fore- 
ine  him  to  accuse  L.  Insisting  on  that  "don't  yon  think  ho  is  the  one  , and 
"sould  you  trust  him  now  kno^ving  what  you  do”  - the  hoy,  alter  being  almost 
pushed  to  the  vail,  (these  are  his  exact  vrords  to  me)  said,  "no,  I 
wouldn't  trust  any  one  as  I have  learned  by  experience".  The  boy  sai 
that  his  meaning  had  bean  misinterpreted  and  the  statement  went  out  that 
"he  did  not  trust  him”.  I oannot  go  into  the  details  of  this  case,  but 
I was  entirely  satisfied  that  L.  could  not  possibly  bo  accused  of  having 
a hand  In  bringing  them  to  trouble. 

3)  Where  does  he  get  so  much  money  for  traveling? 

Before  L.  made  arrangements  to  to  R.  he  did  some  organizing  vortc 
for  a group  of  leather  men  - small  shopke^ers,  all  of  them  workers  them- 
selves, handling  soles,  heels,  etc.  I saw  many  of  these  little  shops 
on  Halsted  Street,  in  baseman ts,  small  one- room  stores,  etc.  L.  also 
worked  out  some  kind  of  a credit  system  whereby  they  could  keep  their 
accounts  more  systematically.  Leon  got  them  all  together  to  agree  on 
prices,  plan  of  wrk,  etc.  - sort  of  a protection  from  the  big  wholesale 
deale"s.  I v«nt  to  see  the  treasurer  of  this  leather  orffinization,  who 
has  a shop  in  a little  store  on  Halsted  Street.  He  told  me  that  L. 
received  61600.  for  the  work  of  organizing,  $75.00  a week  salary  and 
$25.00  a week  for  aepenses.  This  -.vork  i®s  done  by  the  oonsmt  of  L s 
union  - the  Secretary  of  L's  union  told  mo  this  - and  the  girl  that  works 
in  the  office  of  the  Retail  Clerks  Union- (L's  union)  did  the  correspondence 
and  helped  L with  the  work  for  the  leather  men  while  she  was  doing  the 
re^nrlar  work  for  the  Retail  Clerks.  In  fact,  one  of  the  old  manbers  of 
the  Retail  Clerks  told  L.  that  there  was  a chance  to  pick  up  some  extra 
monev  - that  the  leather  men  wanted  hie.  to  organize  their  work.  Leon 
said  all  ri^t  - send  then  in.  L.  asired  $2000.  and  a weekly  salary, 
but  the  leatter  men  finally  agreed  to  the  amount  stated  above.  L ;^s 
doing  the  work  for  his  own  union  at  the  same  time  - 

leather  mai  lasted  for  five  or  six  weeks.  L.  received  $75.00  a week  from 
his  own  union.  L.  told  me  before  he  want  to  R.  that  he  had  made  some 
extra  money  and  was  able,  to  leave  something  for  the  children 
anything  had  happened  to  him.  Ho  didn't  tell  me  particulars  - I didn  t ask 
for  any  - it  was  none  of  ny  business.  But  I made  it  my  business  to 
find  out  vdiile  I was  in  Chicago.  L.  tolls  me  that  it  cost  him  practically  • 
nothing  except  while  he  was  in  Gernmy.  01^  works  in  sane  dressm^i^ 
QstablfshmeS  and  she  receives  ^75.00  weekly  - I dlto't  have  time  to  investi- 
gate this  personally  - but  one  of  the  friends  in  Chicago  said  that  ho 
saw  one  of  her  checks  and  it  was  for  $75.00. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Union  vtoere  L works  could  not  say  enough  in 
L's  praises.  He  told  me  that  "our  man  just  laugh  at  all  these 
anl  accLdtl-onlwe  knew  v*iat  he  had  done  for  us”,  'when  L.  returned  from 
R.  they  ir:maiiately  asked  him  to  come  back  into  their  union 
thai  that  first  he  must  go  to  Seattle  - the  union  oven  advanced  him  money 
when  he  left  for  the  Seattle  trip,  before  he  had  started  work  for  them  again. 

41  TJiat  he  organized  a bosses  union  to  conpete  with  his  own  union. 

I have  e:a)lained  this  above.  Those  little  leather  shops  cannot  in  any 
way  compete  with  the  Retail  Clerks.  This  accusation  is  absurd. 

5)  Confessed  detective  Bailen  clairns  that  L Is  a spy  and  that  he 
knftwa  L’s  nunber» 
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This  I have  not  been  able  to  investigate.  I am  trying  to  get  a 
letter  from  Uritz  {Bailen^s  lawyer  also  lawyer  for  the  Coininunists)  asking 
Eailen  to  tallc  with  me*  Uritz  has  given  Bailen  instructioi^s  to  give  no 
reports  or  interviews  without  his  consent.  Bailen  has  made  sweeping 
statements  aga-iist  a great  many  active  persons  in  the  radical  and  labor 
movem-Tit.  I aiu  told  that  some  of  the  stories  have  proved  to  be  true.  Bailen 
also  claims  to  have  reports  of  Fraina  v/ho  is  now  in  Russia  - says  Fraina  is 
a spy,  Uritz,  the  lawyer  in  Chicago,  who  is  using  Bailen»s  material  to  defend 
the  Communists,  says  himself  that  B is  a d-m  liar  and  a scoundrel,  but  some  of 
his  stuff  is  true*  Bailen  claims  that  he  had  reports  of  L to  the  Detective 
agency.  It  is  not  a difficult  natter  for  ^les  to  get  the  fac-simile  signatu.-e 
stan^  of  union  officials  and  stamp  so-called  reports  with  them,  'fhis  has  been 
done  in  the'past,  could  be  done  again.  The  truth  of  it  could  be  obtained  only 
by  having  a handwriting  expert  go  over  the  original  signature.  I would  ^vant 
good  proof  before  I took  any  stock  In  Bailen^s  reports. 


Bailen  has  also  made  reports  against  a man  by  the  name  of  Bellow, 
an  official  in  the  progressive  branch  of  the  edgar  markers’  union  - Bellew 
has  been  known  as  an  anarchist  for  the  last  fifteen  or  twenty  years  - E. 
knows  him  well.  (I’m  telling  you  about  Bellew  to  ^ow  you  how  mixed  up  the 
whole  Bailen  matter  is).  Bailen  claims  that  Bellew  has  given  infornation 
about  his  union  and  that  he*8ord'^dut  the  cigar-makers’  strike".  After  Bailen 
had  been  paid  $200.  he  hands  over  reports  against  Bellew.  fact  that  Bailen 

received  money  for  reports  is  not  known  by  the  lawyer  (Uritz),  or  the  men  in 
the  Jewish  Forward  office,  in  Chicago,  who  published  Bailen’s  rer)Orts  against 
Bellew.  The  man  who  sayd  he  paid  Bailen  $200.  told  me  that  Bail^  would  hot 
give  reports  until  he  had  received  mon^.  An  expert  was  called  to  go  over  the 
copies  (photographs  of  reports),  he  said  that  he  could  tell  nothing  without 
the  originals,  and  the  lavyer  refused  to  :llow  the  originals  out  of  his  safe. 
"Tien  I told  Siskin  (one  of  th  men  in  the  Forward  office)  that  it  looked  to 
me  like  a blackmailing  affair  on  the  part  of  Bailen  and  a means  to  get  mon^ 
for  his  own  defense.  Siskin  said,  "Oh  me,  he  is  not  allowed  by  his  lawyer 
to  receive  any  money,  that  the  la\vyer  would  drop  him  i: mediately  of  he  took 
money”.  I told  Siskin 'that  the  man  who  gave  Bailen  $200.  for  the  reports 
claims  that  he  would  not  give  vtp  the  reports  Mthout  first  receiving  money  and 
that  i)200.  had  been  sent  to  Bailen.  Siskin  said,  "this  cannot  be  true”.  You 
can  see  from  this  how  mixed  up  the  whole  business  is,  and  even  the  men  working 
together  on  the  matter  do  not  seem  to  tell  one  another  what  is  being  done  to  get 
these  reports  out  of  this  miserable  dog  of  a Eailen.  I’ll  do  try  best  to  see 
Bailen  and  see  what  I can  get  out  of  him.  Hillman  of  the  refused 

to  ask  Bailen  to  cane  to  see  him  (he  wo\d.d  do  it  for  Hillman)  said  that  he  would 
have  nothing  to  do  with  Bailen,  would  not  talk  v/ith  him  or  permit  him  in  his 
office  - that  he  r/as  too  dangerous. 


After  Sam  Agursky  came  from  R and  told  that  Leon  was  in  prison 
in  R.  many  of  these  so-called  radical  friends  began  to  rake  v.p  some 
mysterious  action  on  the  part  of  L (or  w3iat  seemed  unexplainable  to  their 
small  minds).  TTiis  one  mentioned  one  thing  and  another  something  else 
until  it  has  ^thered  into  quite  an  avalanche.  3ach  one  repeating  v/hat 
others  have  wondered  about,  then  some  one  repeating  this  ”wonde5?"  as  a 
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fact  anti  adding  something  with  each  repltition,  San  Agursky  clalma 
to  have  discovered  the  fact  that  L»s  children  spent  their  vacation 
Ir-st  sunmer  with  a mother-in-law  of  Bailon,  at  V/arren,  V/ls.  Leon  said 
t at  he  didn^t  evai  know  the  name  of  the  people  where  his  children  went, 

Ke  asked  Olga  \*en  he  returned  to  Chicago  from  his  trip  abroad,  Olga 
says  that  a rars.  Holmes,  who  works  in  the  Blme  Bldg,  llichigan  Ave*, 

Chicago,  suggested  this  laple  :)ell  Fruit  Farm,  owned  by  3?ert,  Warren, 

T/is.,  as  a gnod  place  for  the  children.  The  Jberts  are  relatives  of 

this  Krs,  Holmes,  and  Krs,  Holmes  says  that  there  are  no  Bailons  in 

their  family.  The  name  of  the  son-in-law  of  the  J^erts*  is  Victor 

Orchard,  Urs,  Holmes  scoffed  at  such  an  accusation,  I did  not  have 

time  to  go  to  Warren,  V/is,  (on  account  of  my  sister »s  Illness)  to  in- 

vesti^te  personally  about  this  Sbert  farm.  I have  asked  one  of  iny  friends  to 

do  it  for  me,  some  one  I can  trust  to  get  whatever  facts  there  are  about  it. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  the  ones  eager  to  take  information 
about  L to  Russia,  did  not  take  the  trouble  to  ascertain  facts,  but  siirply 
repeated  the  gossip  floating  about  - and  this  gossip  started  aft  (a*  Sam  A, 
said  Leon  is  in  prison  in  R, , and  that  he  had  been  asked  to  get  "facts” 
about  L#  Dr,  Cohn  wrote  Rocker  after  speaking  to  Isaac  Hourwich  about  L, 
and  he  told  Jr.  Ci  that  word  had  come  from  Russia  to  look  up  L.G*s  record. 

I understand  that  Er,  Hourwich*s  son  is  now  in  Russia  and  he  is  a ravir_g 
ruaniac  against  any  one  who  might  say  anything  against  the  tactics  of  the 
Bolsheviks.  I know  him  from  K.Y.  and  know  how  intolerant  he  is,  and  Leon 
tolls  me  that  he  had  some  words  with  him  while  he  was  in  H, 

I had  a few  of  the  old  friends  and  comrades  to  ray  place  to  meet 
L.  and  to  hoar  his  ingress! on  of  affairs  in  R.  I did  not  have  to  depend 
on  L for  the  facts  he  told  - others  had  told  me,  hut  no  one  coining  out  vas 
able  to  tell  such  a concise,  well  constructed  story  and  who  had  such  a 
grasp  of  the  whole  situation  as  Loon.  It  is  very  hard  for  even  the  Anarchists 
to  swallow  the  truth  as  it  comes  to  us  nov/  and  then  - they  have  their 
h^earts  set  on  this  "land  of  promise”,  particularly  the  Russian  born.  It  is  a 
religion  with  them.  During  the  course  of  L’s  talk.  Dr.  C.  became  quite  heated 
and  finally  p'ht  the  question  to  L.  '*^.Vhich  vrotild  you  prefer,  the  Bolsheviks 
or  say  the  reactionary  general  Kolchak?  Leon  had  been  talking  for  about 
three  hours,  answering  heated  questions  that  were  being  put  to  him  and  in- 
terrupting his  general  story  - he  answered,  ”I  prefer  Kolchaic".  I know  *j^at 
Leon  meant  as  I had  talked  with  him  until  four  in  the  morning  the  ni^t  before. 
Dr,  0.  jumped  up  and  as  he  t^s  leaving  he  said  to  me,  "Something  must  be  wrong 
with  him  to  say  he  preferred  a reactionary  general  to,  after  all,  ovtr  own 
comrades,  the  Bolsheviks",  I tried  to  explain  to  him  by  telling  him  that 
L -on  meant  that  a reactionary  general  would  be  nmch  more  easily  overthrown, 
\7ithin  a few  days.  Dr,  C.  caHed  up  Isaac  Hourwich  (who  knows  nothing  about 
L.  after  all)  who  told  him  the  news  from  Russia  wanting  information,  etc. 

Jr.  C.  then  wrote  Rocker, 

The  foundation  of  3*s  statement  that  there  had  bean  some  talk 
against  Leon  some  years  ago  is  this;  Juring  the  l.'.ooney  case  in  San 
Francisco,  v<hen  there  were  only  four  or  five  to  do  anything  for  these 
labor  people  arrested,  a couple  of  Jer^vish  young  man  and  Lucy  Robins  (wife  of 
Bob  Robins,  now  in  Russia)  - the  sane  type  of  minds  as  the  Sara  Grubers 
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\vho  did  so  iTTUoh  to  spread  the  rumors  ag-iinst  loon  when  Ag-ur^y  ^aid 
Leon  v/as  arrested  - came  to  me  and  said*  "'^-'e  are  not  sure  about  L.G.-  he 
went  to  Surooe  one  time  and  we  don't  know  how  he  got  the  money  and  he  never 
made  any  e nlanations.  L.  was  helping  Bob  Minor  in  the  defOTse  work  for 
rooney^d  the  others.  A.  B's  and  riiy  office  was  being  raided  and  we  were 
under  suspicion  on  account  of  our  paper  The  Blast  being  us^  to 
nublicity  and  solicit  funds  for  defense  work,  etc,  etc.,  times  ware  too 
krenuou^  to  go  on  any  hunt  for  facts  about  Leonas  trip  to 

vears  previous.  I told  Bob  Minor  v/hat  had  been  stated  to  mo.  His  r^ly  \;asj 
"vitai.  Leon  is  the  only  one  working  with  me  that  has  brains  ^ough  to 
out  any  v-ork  that  needs  to  be  done  - the  only  one  I can  depend  on  to  ^he 
iob  given  him  to  do.  I don't  believe  it".  I said,  "a11  right.  Bob,  use  your 
ovm  judgment  and  go  ahead  - I'm  only  telling  you  what  was  told  to  me  ^ 
have  no  time  to  get  any  facts".  I did  not  know  L.  intimately  then  - he  came 

to  our  ofiice  a few  tiLs  with  a little  money  for  the  f ^ 

subscriptions  for  the  paper,  talked  with  him  a f®v  mommts  at  different  Umes. 
He  looked  all  ri^t  to  mo.  Then  met  him  again  in  CJhicago,  throe  years  ago, 
du-^iL  the  I^oonef  convention  (a  dele^tion  of  about  1000  lebor  m^.  net  on 

oasions.  about  the  vrark  for  the  Mooney  case,  books,  etc.  You  know  the  kim 
of  aoquPintances  one  imkes  in  the  radical  movement.  TBien  before  he  went  to  R. 
Se  Se  to>!?!  to  see  me.  to  ask  my  advice  ahd  asked  if  I could  arrange  a 

csr*-ain  thing  for  him.  "/e  talked,  for  a while,  my  intuition  . 

said  0?K.  - I told  him  to  come  the  nffict  day,  I would  then  tell  him  whether  I 

would  do  the  thing  he  vrantsd.  I did  it. 

Before  he  left  for  his  trip,  I told  him  about  ^is  San 
talk  and  about  their  coming  to  me  when  he  '.^s  helping  Bob  I-inor.  ^ ®‘  y 
smiled.  His  time  vms  short,  I was  up  to  my  ears  on  a case  that  ne^^  help 
badly  - and  the  natt®  droppei.  Then  when  he  came  lack  ^ 

gethL  the  ones  who  had  done  the  talking  in  IT.Y.  They  admitt^  that  some 
one  told  them,  or  this  ■■•as  the  iiqoreosion  of  some  one  else,  nothing  to 
sav  of  tiieir  definite  statements  that  had  been  made  before  they  faced 
we^vere  alone  I again  asked  L.  about  the  trip  to  Europe  long  ago  that  bothered 
flip  m friends.  Veil,  it  was  a story  that  took  ab  .ut  tvo  hours  to  tell 
the  , life's  history.  His  troublo  with  01^  whan  they  were  _ 

fir-t%o4ther  - how  she  had  him  arrested  for  non-support  - his  s^te^e  of  siis 
M?el-ape  and  changed  name.  Then  in  Gan  Frrncisco  ho  wondered  if  he 
t t?ke'‘a  tra-.Ming  trip  worljing  his  -ay  to  and  from  Europe.  Had  be® 
JaS  Lndor^f  stori  es' and  Sanded  to  find  out  if  he  ivas  self-reliant 

eno^to  do  such  a stunt.  After  one  of  the  numerous  mis^ers.t^dln^  v.dth 

Ol^o-e  c'a-  he  nut  on  a flannel  shirt,  took  a tooth  brush,  a P®^il  ^ 
nad^n'^  a few  dollars  in  Ms  pocket  and  nade  his  v/ay  to  Europe  and  hack 

*-ave  no  e:^ plana t ions,  didn't  think  it  necessPJy  - and  th^  the  ™"^®‘ 

He  went  into  details  in  telling  me  his  life's  story,  talking  rapidly  ^n  i 
hxs  SeiJ^ment  in  one  part  of  his  story,  he  said.  "There's  nothing  wrong  with 
^--ho  not  T seem  to  be  in”*  It  v.’as  not  so  much  tMs  statement,  but  i 

from  r(*  i^e  1 ^ talk  ^{jainst  him*

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The  more  I talk  with  him  and  come  to  know  him  well,  the  more  fully  I 
believe  In  him  and  the  more  keenly  I feel  the  whole  situation.  Pauline 
the  girl  friend  v/ho  lives  with  me,  hoard 'his  talk  one  evening,  has  the  * 
same  feeling  about  him  that  I do.  I can’t  help  thinking  that  it  is  an 
attempt  on  the  mrt  of  those  with  less  ability  (I  found  considerablo  petty 
personal  feeling  on  the  part  of  the  ones  naking  accusationa)  to  discredit 
him,  and  it  also  seems  to  be  the  tactics  on  the  part  of  government  offi- 
cials to  discredit  active  labor  men  by  crying  "spy".  Nothing  kills  a 
nan’s  efforts  quicker# 

The  superintendent  of  the  builulng  vdiere  the  Chicago  Federation 
of  Labor  have  their  offices  told  me  that  two  Department  of  Juatioa  men 
offered  to  give  him  money  if  ho  (Superintendent)  would  lease  l»s  office 
door  so  that  they  could  get  in  and  search  his  desk  and  office.  The 
Superintendent  refused  to  do  it.  The  Superintendent  also  told  me  that 
he  had  been  arrested  for  speeding _and  while  at  headquarters  he  had  been 
questioned  about  L.G.-  was  told  that  he  was  a s.  o.  b.  and  caused  them 
more  trouble  durl,ng  the  Retail  Clerks'  Strike  than  all  the  rest  of  the 
unions  put  together.  Fitzpatrick  told  me  that  when  L.  first  name  to 
Chicago  and  they  helped  L.  to  arrange  speaking  dates,  etc.,  for  the 
irooney  case,  L.  was  arrested,  beaten  and  held  in  prison  for  several  days. 

L.  got  word  out  to  him  and  Nockels  - thqy  went  down  to  inquire  about  him 
^d  was  told  by  the  Department  of  Justice  men  to  keep  their  hands  off 
(meaning  Fitz  and  Nockels)  that  they  should  have  nothing  to  do  with  a folloviT 
like  L.  who  vss  an  An.  and  th^  were  going  to  deport  him.  Fitzpatrick  had  some 
tap:  with  the  D.  of  J.  men,  told  them  they  the  Chicago  Federation  of  Labor  would 
not  stand  for  their  mai  being  picked  up  and  beaten  and  held  for  no  apnarent 

finally  paroled  in  charge  of  Fitzpatrick  and 
ITockels.  Fitz  told  me  that  these  rumors  and  gossip  had  come  to  him  - that 
L had  asked  on  his  return  from  R,  to  have  a committee  from  the  Chicago  Fed, 
of  L.  appointed  to  investigate  these  rumors.  Fitzpatrick  told  me  that  when 
anyone  brou^t  him  facts  they  would  consider  it,  that  until  then  they  v/ould 
do  nothing  a^ut  it.  They  had  nothing  against  L.  - he  v^as  doing  good  work  for 
than.  He  said  that  many  labor  men  had  bean  framed  on  and  this  may  be  another 
attempt.  Bring  me  facts  and  proofs,  otherwise  we  will  not  listen,  Fitz.  said. 

\Vhen  Agursky  was  in  Chicago  (Sam)  he  said  that  Leon  had  shown  in 
Russia  credentials  from  Fitzpatrick  and  Bill  Haywood.  Fitzoatrick  said 
that  the  Chic^  Federation  of  Labor  had  a policy  of  never  issuing  cre- 
dentials outside  of  Chicago  and  that  he  had  not  feivan  L a credential  for  R. 

Fitz.  told  Argursky  and  the  committee  with  him,  L does  have  a Federation 
card,  and  he  also  has  a letter  from  the  Federation  authorifclng  him  to  work 
under  their  auspices  for  the  Mooney  case  in  Chicago,  \Vhen  Leon  was  asked 
about  giving  Fitzpatrick  credentials  and  one  from  Bill  Haywood  he  said  he 
never  pres®ted  such  credentials  in  R.  He  did  have  his  Chicago  Fed.  card 
and  a letter  frem  one  of  the  I.V/.W,  Secretaries  ’.*ich  has  Bill  Haywood's 
name  on  it,  of  course,  but  it  was  not  signed  by  Bill.  I have  forgotten  the 
Prady  or  proudy,  something  like  that* 

L.  works  every  day  in  his  union  - is  now  living  at  the  -Vashingtan 
otel  - brought  his  boy  to  the  Stelton  School  to  be  cared  for  - he  is  very 
unh^py  about  all  this  p particularly  unhappy  sbout  such  disturbing  news 
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going  to  Hooker  and  to  you.  His  faoe  was  so  animated  and  *ait  vdien 
talking  about  Hooker  and  you,  the  work  that  you  are  planning  and  can  do 
in  the  movement  that  I couldnU  help  saying,  »*you  are  very  fond  of  Sasha*». 

He  smiled  and  said,  *'It  is  the  greatest  thing  in  my  life**.  ^h&x\dien  I 
v/as  in  Chicago  running  around  trying  to  find  out  about  these  rumors, 

I saw  him  one  evening,  he  broke  do^vn  and  wept.  I asked  what  has  happened. 

He  said,  **they  are  poisoning  Sasha  too**  It  vas  my  own  woman's  intuition 
that  reallytold  me  anything.  It  is  this  part  of  the  vhole  business  that 
is  killing  him  - ho  doesn't  care  rauoh  about  all  this  talk  eoccept  that  it  is 
beginning  to  destroy  your  faith.

This  is  just  the  day  two  years  ago  that  we  were  taken  aboard 
the  ”Buford".  It  was  midnight,  December  20-21,  1919,  when  we  Ware  called 
out,  going  aboard  about  7j05  A.  H.  December  21st.

The  persecutions  of  the  revolutionary  elements 
in  Russia  have  not  been  alleviated  in  connection  -.vith  the 
Bolshevik  changes  of  the  political  and  economical  poli- 
cies. On  the  contrary  it  has  been  more  intensified,  more' 
precise.  The  prisons  in  Russia,  the  Ukraine,  and  Siberia 
are  filled  with  man  and  woman  - yes,  in  some  instances 
with  children  - who  dare  to  liuroor  opinions  in  opposition 
to  the  Comnunist  party  in  power.  V.e  say  intentionally 
"harbor  oninions",  because  in  ;hissia  of  today  it  is  not 
at  all  necessary  to  express  in  v;ords  one's  opinions  in 
order  to  become  a legitimate  victim  of  the  "tjekan",  the 
almighty  Bolshavik  secret  police,  which  da  facto  is  the 
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saprema  power  of  tha  country,  und  the  will  of  which  Icnows 

neither  law  nor  retiponbihility . 

But  of  all  the  revolutionary  eloraentB  in  Rubssia 

it  is  the  Anerchibts  who  suffer  under  the  most  merciless 
end  systematic  persecutions.  Their  stran^xila  tion  by  tha 
Bolsheviks  hepm  as  early  as  1918,  when  the  co.mmunist 
povernraent  in  April  without  warninr  and  provocation 
attacked  the  .Anarchist  Club  in  Moscow  and  by  means  of

machine  puns  and  cannona  annihilated  the  whole  orpaniza- 
tion.  This  was  the  beginning  of  the  chase  alter  tne  Anar- 
chists, hut  it  was  sporadic  in  its  character,  breaking 
out  from  time  to  time,  completely  aimlessly  and  often  con- 
tradictoi^lj,  Anarchistic  publications  consequently  were 
Bometimes  permitted  and  sometimes  s\^preEsed.  Anarchists 
v;ara  arrested  in  one  place  while  they  v;ere  released  in 
other  places.  They  v.are  shot  at  times  and  on  the  other 
hand  were  offered  advantageous  posts.  But  this  chaotic 
situation  was  brought  to  a close  by  tha  10th  Communistic 
Congress  in  April,  1^21,  at  which  time  Lenine  declared 
open  war  without  pardon,  not  only  against  the  Anarchists 
but  also  against  all  anarchistic  and  syndicalistic 
tendencies  wherever  found.  Broin  this  time  was  begun  a 
systematic,  organised,  and  rutaless  extermination  of  the 
Anarchists  in  Bolshevik  Russia.  scores  of  Anerenists, 
Syndicalists  and  their  sympathizers  were  arrestqd  in 
Koscow  and  petrograd  the  seme  day  Lenina  gave  his  speech, 
and  the  follaving  day  mass  arrests  were  made  of  our  com- 
rades throughout  tne  country^.  The  persecutions  have 
since  continued  with  increasing  brutality,  and  it  has 
become  perfectly  clear  tnat  the  larger  the  concessions 
are  that  tha  Communist  Government  make  to  the  capitalists 
the  more  intensive  become  tha  persecutions  of  the 
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Ancrchiets. 

It  in  an  eatablishad  policy  of  the  Bolsheviks 
to  disgruise  their  barbaric  attacks  against  our  comrades 
by  a standing  accusation  of  "banditism".  This  accusation 
is  practically  brought  against  all  Anarchists  and  often 
against  their  sjmpathizers;  a particularly  convenient 
method,  becuese  in  this  manner  any  one  can  be  persecuted 
by  the  "tjekan"  without  trial  or  investigation. 

Lenine's  warfare  against  anarchistic  tenden- 
cies has  assumed  the  aspect  of  the  most  revolting  Asiatic 
form  of  a war  of  extermination.  A great  number  of  com- 
radeg  were  arrested  in  ’.loscow  last  .jeptember,  and  on  t'ne 
30th  of  the  same  month  .the  "Isvestia"  published  an  official 
report  that  ten  of  the  arrested  comrades  had  bean  shot  as 
bandi ts.  Hot  one  of  them  had  been  given  a trial  nor  their 
cases  even  investigated,  nor  were  they  permitted  to  have 
their  friends  and  'relatives  visit  them.  Among  the  exe- 
cuted ware  found  two  of  the  bast  Imown  Hussian  Anarchists, 
whose  idealism  and  readiness  to  make  sacrifices  for  tna 
cause  of  humanity  had  endured  the  trials  of  the  Czar's 
prisons,  deportation,  and  persecution  a'nd  suffering  in 
other  countries.  These  ivare  fanny  Baron,  who  had  succeeded 
in  escaping  from  the  prison  in  Ryazan  a-  few  months  previous- 
ly, and  Lev  Tchorny,  the  popular  lecturer  and  writer,  who 
had  spen't  many  of  his  years'  in  exile  in  Liberia  on  account 
of  his  activities  during  the  Czar's  regime.  The  Bolsjia- 
viks  have  not  the  co'orage  to  admit  that  they  have  shot 
Lev  Tchorny;  he  is  listed  as  "Turchanioff"  in  the  report 
of  the  executed,  which,  although  it  was  his  real  name, 
was  unknown  to  some  of  his  most  intimr;te  irienns. 

The  extermination  policy  continues.  A.  few 
weeks  aeo  some  Anarchists  were  again  arrested  in  ...oscow. 
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I’ha  victimB  thie  ti;na  were  "UnlvarBaliet-AnarchiBts" , a 
croup  which  the  BolahovikB  tlio,!:;  Lolve b had  racocnizod  as 
very  friendly.  A'nonc  the  arrested  wore  Askaraoff, 
bhapiro,  (not  A.bhp.piro  from  "goloB  Truda" ) , and  Stitzenko, 
iriembar  of  the  S90ret£'riat  of  tiie  Lloacow  t:ection  of  the 
"Univertalists"  and  well  known  throii^.'hout  Russia.  The  se 
aboininable  arrests  were  at  first  re/'crded  by  the  comrades 
as  cauLGO  by  so-.-ie  over-sealous  official,  but  it  was  later 
ascertained  that  they  were  ofiiciolly  accuLed  of  being 
bandits,  forgers,  followers  of  Machno'w  and  members  of 
'*Lev  Tchorny's  subterranean  group".  The  meaning  of  such 
accusations  is  too  well  understood  by  those  who  are 
fcmiliar  with  the  Bolshevik,  methods.  It  means  execution 
v/i thout  warning  or  trial.* 

The  foul  object  oi’  these  arret  ts  is  almost 
incredible.  3y  accusing  Aslrroif,  ojiapi^Oi  btitzenko, 
and  others  of  "membership  in  Lev  Tchomy's  subterranean 
group",  the  Bolsheviks  endeavor  to  justify  the  murders  of 
Lev  Tchorny,  3anny  Baron,  and  the  otlier  comrades,  who  were 
executed  in  .:.0pt ember,  as  well  as  to  create  a convenient 
excuse  for  the  shooting  of  more  anarchists.  *./g  can  assure 
the  readers  without  hesitation,  that  there  existed  no  Lev 
Tchorny' s subterranean  groun.

I quote  below  the  contents  of  a letter 
received  from  our  friends  regarding  Emma  Goldman, 


"With  reference  to  your  letter  of  January  10th 
addressed  to  Liddell  regarding  Emma  Goldman,  our 
latest  information  about  her  is  that  about  the 
middle  of  December  she  was  staying  with  Shapiro  and 
Alexander  Berkman  at  the  Bolshevik  Consulate  in  Riga. 
The  trio  nroposed  to  go  to  Germany,  where  Berkman  was 
authorised  to  represent  the  P.K.M.  at  the  International 
Anarchist  Congress  to  be  held  in  Berlin  on  the  25th 
December,  at  which  Malatesta  was  to  be  present  as  the 
Italian,  and  Bertoni  as  the  Swiss  representative.  On 
their  failure  to  obtain  visas  for  Germany  Emma  Goldman, 
Bertoni  and  Shapiro  obtained  visas  for  Sweden,  but 
were  arrested  by  the  Lettish  authorities  on  their 
way  to  Reval.  Among  other  addresses  the  following 
were  found  on  them:

Another  Buss  Ian,  C.J.Soerurns,  said  to  be  a 
Bolshevik  agent  v/ho  v/as  once  deported  from  Great  Britain, 
received  permission  from  the  Swedish  Government  to 
visit  this  country  for  three  weeks  in  November  last 
year,  but  did  not  avail  himself  ^of  this  permission.  He 
has  now  requested  to  be  allowed  to  come  here  vJith  his 
v;ife  in  February  instead  for  a similar  period,  and  has 
obtained  this  permission.  The  Swedish  Government  has 
ascertained  that  there  is  no  objection  on  the  part  of 
the  Jsthonisn  authorities  to  Soermus  and  his  wife 
returning  to  Beval  at  the  end  of  the  said  period.

In  1980  she  planned  to  return  to  America 
via  Russia  for  the  purpose  of  resuming  her  revolutionary 
work.  In  Russia  she  belonged  to  the  "League  for  the 
Promotion  of  Anarchist  Ideals."  She  was  also,  among  other 
things,  a member  of  the  anarchist  burial  committee  at  the 
funeral  of  the  v/eli-kncvm  Russian  anarchist  Peter  Kropotkin, 
who  died  last 


year . 


Up  to  her  recently  renewed  deportation  from  America 
on  December  31,  1931,  no  further  reports  have  reached  the 
police  in  Berlin.  Her  entry  into  Germany  v.as  refused  by 
the  German  Government,  so  that  she  could  not,  as  she  had 
planned,  take  part  in  the  anarchist  conference  in  Berlin 
last  December. 

According  to  press  reports  about  the  beginning  of 
last  January  the  Swedish  Government  gave  her  permission  for 
tenporary  residentein  Sweden.  In  spite  of  inquiries  insti- 
tuted she  has  not  been  discovered  in  Berlin.

"Up  to  her  recently  renewed  deportation 
from  America  on  Beceraber  21,  1981,  no  further 
reports  have  reached  the  police  in  Berlin.  Her 
entry  into  Germany  was  refused  by  the  German 
Government,  so  that  she  could  not,  as  she  had 
planned,  take  part  in  ths  anarchist  conference 
in  Berlin  last  December. 

"According  to  press  reports  about  the  be- 
ginning of  last  January  the  Swedish  Government 
gave  her  permission  for  temporary  residence  in 
Sweden,  In  spite  of  inquiries  instituted  she

"The  position  of  these  pol it  lea  1 prisoners  is  miserable. 
Without  considerin'?  the  apgulOh  and  the  moral  sufferings  of 
all  kinds,  even  'the  only  physical  existence  1s  unbearable. 
Conslderlrig  the  general  conditions  of  Bussia  and  the  lock  of 
building  material  and  skilled  workers,  it  is  impossible  to 
maintain  the  prisons  in  habitable  conditions.  As  a conse- 
quence the  hygienical  conditions  in  general  are  of  the  most 
primitive.  But  worst  of  all  is  the  question  of  food.  Mever, 
durirg  all  its  period  of  dominion,  the  Bolsheviki  government 
has  been  able  to  furnish  sufficient  food  to  its  prisoners. 

Their  rations  are  absolutely  insufficient  to  maintain  even  the 
most  miserable  life.  The  allientatlon  of  the  prisoners  must 
bo  provided  almost  completely  by  relatives,  friends  and  com- 
rades. But  now  the  situation  has  become  still  worse.  With  the 
fact  that  there  has  been  collected  only  62  per  cent  of  alimen- 
tary taxes,  without  hope  to  collect  more  on  account  of  the  ter- 
rible famine  which  struck  the  Volga  provinces,  and  also  with 
the  fact  of  the  total  faljure  of  the  economical  organization 
of  the  government,  the  situation  of  the  population  of  the 
prisons  is  really  the  most  desperate. 

"The  needs  of  political  prisoners  in  Russia  are  taken 
care  of  by  the  political  Hussion  Bed  Cross,  within  the  limits 
of  its  very'^aoarce  means.  This  is  an  organization  very  active 
and  of f loaolous ,.  a member  of  which  is  one  celebrated  revolution- 
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ary  VERA  FIGNr25.  It  depends  only  on  voluntary  contributions  and 
has  obtained  great  success  when  It  Is  considered  how  difficult 
It  is  In  Russia  to  donate  a prrt  of  one's  own  insufficient 
ration,  lie vertheless  the  Red  Cross  has  been  able  to  provide 
to  the  most  elementary  necessities  of  the  political  prisoners. 

Of  all,  less  the  anarchists,  not  because  the  Red 
Cross  makes  distinction.  On  the  contrrry,  this  organization 
is  perfectly  Impartial  despite  the  fact  that  the  raajorlt.r  of 
Its  members  are  elements  of  the  right  wing.  But  for  political 
reasons,  the  Russian  anarchists  have  adopted  long  since  the 
system  to  aid  their  comrades  In  prison,  and  for  many  years  It 
has  been  the  constant  work  of  the  Anarchistic  Red  Cross 
(later  known  under  the  name  of  Black  Cross)  to  take  care  of 
the  anarchists  detained  in  the  Russ  Ian  prisons. 

In  all  periods.  It  has  been  a herculean  effort  of  the 
anarchists  enjoying  freedom  to  think  of  their  comrades  kept 
In  prison.  Kany  of  the  most  active  lost  their  lives  In  the 
service  of  revolution,  many  of  them  died  in  the  first  battle 
line,  while  many  others  have  been  shot  or  are  rotting  in  the 
Bolsheviki  prisons.  The  majority  of  those  who  are  still  liv- 
ing and  free  are  constantly  in  danger  of  starving  to  death. 

The  'Black  Cross*  must  really  make  superhuman  efforts  so  as  to 
prevent  the  starvation  of  our  comrades  in  jail.  It  has  accom- 
plished a noble  work  of  sacrifices  and  abnegation. 

"But  If  up  to  the  present  time  the  undertaking  has 
been  hard  and  difficult,  now  It  has  become  Immensely  worse. 
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The  new  bolshovlst  politics  of  systematical  persecution  of  the 
anarchists  Is  a terrible  obstacle  to  the  work  of  the  ‘Black 
Cross',  llany  of  its  members  having  been  themselves  put  in 
prison,  the  organization  has  been  reorganized  under  the  name 
of  tho  SOCIETY  FOR  AID  TO  AEARC1II3TS  IH  F.USSIall  PEI30H3.  It 
continues  untiringly  to  distribute  to  the  prisoners  all  that 
it  is  able  to  collect.  Unfortunately  it  condo  very  little. 
Our  free  comrades  deprive  themselves  even  of  the  most  neces- 
sary in  order  to  send  to  the  prisoners  a pound  more  of  bread 
or  potatoes.  They  willingly  divide  their  last  bite.  But  they 
are  so  few,,  and  their  comMdea  in  prison  are  so  many  and  need 
80  muchl...  Prom  the  prisons  of  ISoscow  and  Petrograd,  from 
Orel  and  Vladlmlro,  from  tho  distant  provinces  of  the  East 
and  from  comrades  exiled  in  the  frozen  countries  of  the  iHorth 
arrive  ten  itl  e news.  The  dreadful  flagellum  produced  by
